GENERAL  ORDERS, 

No.  1. 

I.  The  following  Orders  Are  published  for  the  information  of  the  army : 

All  white  male  citizens  of  the  Confedcrato  States,  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  40,  who  are  not  exempt  by  the  act  of  October  lltb,  18()'2,  are 
liable  to  conscription ;  and  all  such  as  have  been  already  enrolled  and 
mustered,  will  be  held  as  though  in  service  of  the  Confederate  States, 
until  otherwise  ordered.  Exemption  will  not  take  place  until  after  enroll- 
ment, when  enrolling  officers  will  grant  certificates  of  exemption,  in  all 
cases  clearly  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  All"  doubtful  cases  for  ex. 
emption  will  be  referred,  for  deci.sion,  to  Commaiidauts  of  Camps  of  In- 
stniction,  and  if  necessary,  by  them  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bm-eau  of  Con- 
scription -in  Richmond.  Such  cases  will  not  be  required  to  report  in  per- 
son to  the  camp  of  instruction  until  final  action  is  had  on  the  same. 

II.  Enrolling  officers  are  required  to  be  vigilant  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  within  the  district  confided  to  them,  not  only  in  respect  to 
the  enrollment  of  conscripts,  but  also  in  the  apprehension  and  arrest  of 
stragglers  and  deserters  from  the  army.  Complaints  having  been  made 
of  harsh  treatment  to  conscripts  by  enrolling  officers  in  certain  loealities, 
which  treatment  is  calculated  to  prejudice  the  cause  of  the  Confederate 
States,  by  encoiu-aging  opposition  to  the  acta  of  conscription,  it  will  be 
the  duty  of  Commandants  of  Camps  of  Instruction  to  report  to  the  Se- 
cretary of  War,  for  discharge  from  conscript  service,  any  officer  who 
shall  offend  in  this  particular.  It  is  re(]Tiircd  of  all  enrolling  offieers  to 
encourage  and  promote  a  good  understanding  with  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  they  may  be  serving:  and  it  is  impressed  on  them,  that 
firmness  of  purpose,  tempered  with  kindness  and  forbearance,  will  best 

promote  the  objects  to  be  attained. 

• 

III.  Enrolling  officers  will  furnish  to  Commandants  of  Camp.s  of  In- 
struction, at  the  end  of  each  montli,  a  complete  roll  of  the  conscripts 
made  by  them  during  the  monlli.  Such  rolls  will  also  embrace  the  names 
of  persons  who  have  been  enrolled,  and  exempted  within  that  period. 
One  copy  of  these  rolls  will  be  immediately  forwarded  by  the  Commau- 


dants  of  the  Camps  of  Instruction  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Con- 
scription in  Richmond,  for  file  and  Aiture  reference. 

IV.  All  commissioned  officers  between  the  ages  of  18  and  40,  who 
have  become  disconnected  with  the  army,  by  the  operation  of  General 
Orders,  Nos.  48  and  96,  of  1862,  or  by  reason  of  non-re-election,  resigna- 
tion or  dismissal,  unless  actually  disabled  (of  which  they  must  furnish 
evidence),  are  subject  to  conscription ;  and  while  substitutes  between  the 
above  ages,  and  who  are  not  embraced  in  the  provisions  of  the  exemption 
law,  will  be  held  in  service  to  the  end  of  the  terms  for  which  they  have 
engaged,  the  principals  within  the  same  ages,  for  whom  the  substitute 
may  have  engaged  to  serve,  will  be  liable  to  conscription.

I.  The  following  Orders  arc  published  for  Iho  information  and  guidaucft 

•  of  all  concerned : 

Recognizing  the  necessity  of  officers  of  rail  roads  having  full  control 
Cf  their  business,  in  order  to  insure  safetj  and  dispatch  in  transportation, 
military  officers  are  prohibited  from  interfering  with  the  engines,  cars, 
running  of  trains,  or  with  the  control  and  management,  in  any  waj',  of 
■ail  roads. 

II.  When  transpprlation  of  troops  or  freight  by  rail  road  is  necessary, 
•  quartermaster  or  other  authorized  officer  shall  make  requisition  for  tbo 
Mme  upon  the  snperintcndent  or  proper  officer  of  the  rail  road,  furnishing 
Ihe  necessary  evidence  of  transportation,  and  delivering  the  troops  or 
freiglit  to  be  transported. 

III.  In  the  event  that  more  freight  is  to  be  transported  over  any  road 
Ihan  the  road  has  the  ability  to  carry  proniiill}-,  tlie  officer  furnishing  evi- 
dence of  transporl.ition  w  ill  indicate  to  the  rail  road  officer  what  shall 
take  preeedencc.  In  the  absence  of  any  special  order  as  to  what  freight 
shall  go  first,  the  rail  road  officer  shall  bo  governed  by  any  General  Order 
Ibc  Quartermaster  General  mr.y  issue  in  regard  thereto. 

IV.  Where  (roop'<  or  freight  is  to  be  moved  out  of  the  usual  routine 
of  a  rail  road,  the  officer  having  charge  of  such  movcmeut  will  fix  with 
the  suiK-rinfeii'liiit,  or  other  officer  of  the  road  on  which  the  movement  is 
to  be  made,  the  dny  and  hour  of  departure,  and  when  so  fixed,  the  troops 
Or  freight  must  be  ready  at  the  appointed  time. 

V.  In  the  event  of  any  military-  necessity  for  an  unusual  movement  at 
•ny  particular  point,  the  commanding  offiier  at  such  post  will  communi- 
C.ttc  fully  the  character  and  extent  of  Bervico  to  the  principal  officer  of 
Ihe  road  or  rr)a<ls  from  which  it  is  required,  and  ask  the  personal  super- 
vision of  the  proper  rail  road  officers  to  the  duty. 


VI.  Quartermasters  and  commissaries  will  exercise  discretion  in  ship- 
ping freight  not  wanted  i'or  immediate  use,  and  that  may  be  stored  at  safe 
Bnd  convenient  points,  taking  care  not  to  block  up  roads  and  thereby  im- 
pede transportation. 

VII.  "When  it  is  necessary  to  send  a  special  messenger  with  freiglif-, 
Buch  messenger  must  travel  with  the  iVeight  placed  in  his  charge,  and  his 
transportation  shall  be  so  specified  on  its  face,  in  order  to  prevent  him 
fi-om  traveling  in  any  other  Avay. 

VIII.  Enrolling  ofificers  will  permit  conscripts,  enrolled  while  in  tbo 
employment  of  rail  roads,  to  remain  at  their  duties  until  Col.  William  M. 
Wadley,  A.  A.  G.,  decide  as  to  who  of  them  it  is  necessary  bhould  bo 
detailed  for  service  on  the  road. 

IX.  Any  violiition  of  these  orders,  or  remissness  on  the  part  of  rail 
road  officers  to  perform  promptly  all  government  transportation,  will  bo 
reported  to  Col.  William  M  Wadley,  A.  A.  G.,  who  will  indicate  from 
lime  to  time  where  his  head  quarters  will  be.

I.  The  attention  of  officers  is  called  to  tlie  34th  article  of  Army  RegU' 
latious,  and  esiiccially  to  those  paragraphs  of  the  article  which  relate  to 
the  channel  of  military  correspondence.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that 
nearly  one-third  of  the  correspondence,  received  at  the  War  Department 
and  at  this  office,  from  officers  of  the  army  and  others  in  the  military  ser- 
vice, comes  directly  from  the,  writers,  without  passing  through  the  pre- 
scribed channel. 

Thcn?fore,  all  indirect  communication  with  the.dcpartment  is  prohi- 
bited ;  and  where  it  is  attempted,  cither  in  person  or  by  letter,  the  appli- 
cation will  be  referred  to  the  proper  military  commander  beforc  action  is 
taken  on  it,  and  instructions  will  at  the  same  time  be  given  to  bring  the 
offender  to  trial  for  violation  of  the  regulations  and  orders  respecting 
militaiy  correspondence.  These  regulations  were  made  after  long  expe- 
rience.    Thoy  have  been  found  indispensable,  and  must  be  observed. 

II.  Not  only  are  all  papers  and  apphcations  to  be  forwarded  through 
the  regular  channels  of  communication,  but  the  officers  through  whom 
they  come,  and  who  arc  generally  supposed  to  be  informed  on  the  merits 
of  the  case  presented,  are  required  to  express  their  opini#ls  thereon,  either 
in  approval  or  disapproval.  These  opinions  arc  frequently  important  to 
the  department,  and  the  rule  which  prescribes  them  must  not  be  over- 
looked.

The  following  ofiBcers  and  men  have  been  duly  exchanged,  and  are  hereby  ao 
declared : 

1.  All  officers  and  men  captured  in  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Miggissippi, 
Georgia,  Florida  and  South  Carolina,  up  to  December  10th,  1862. 

2.  All  officers  and  men  captured  in  Missouri,  Kansas,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Ar- 
kansas and  Loui.siana,  up  to  January  Ist,  1863. 

3.  The  two  foregoing  sections  apply  not  only  to  officers  and  men  of  the  confede- 
rate service,  but  also  to  persons  captured  in  arms  or  hostile  array  against  the  United 
States,  whatever  may  have  been  the  character  of  the  military  organization  to  which 
they  were  attached,  and  whatever  may  have  been  the  terms  of  the  paroles  given 
by  them.  If  any  are  in  federal  prisons,  they  are  to  be  immediately  released  and 
delivered  to  the  confederate  authorities. 

4.  All  persons  who  have  been  captured  on  the  sea  or  sea  coast  of  the  Confederate 
or  United  States,  up  to  December  10th,  1862.  If  any  such  are  in  federal  prisons, 
they  are  to  be  immediately  released  and  delivered  to  the  confederate  authorities. 

5.  All  confederate  officers  and  men  who  have  been  delivered  at  City  Point,  up  to 
January  6th,  1863. 

6.  All  conftderate  officers  and  men  who  have  been  delivered  at  Vicksburg,  up  to 
December  23d,  1862,  and  including  said  date. 

7.  All  paroled  confederate  officers  and  men  receipted  for  at  Vicksburg,  up  to  De- 
cember 23d,  1862,  and  including  said  date. 

8  All  confederate  officers  and  men  captured  and  paroled  at  Fredericksburg,  Vir- 
ginia, in  December  1862. 

9.  All  confederate  officers  and  men  captured  and  paroled  at  Goldsboro',  North  Ca- 
rolina, in  December  1862. 

10.  Other  miscellaneous  and  minor  exchanges,  of  which  the  appropriate  officers 
will  be  duly  informed.

I.  The  oxiMTiption  from  military  service  of  Route  Agents  of  tho  Post 
Office  Departnu'ut,  having  been  chiinied  by  the  Postmaster  General,  as 
executive  officers  of  the  Confederate  States,  under  th<;  act  of  October  1 1, 
18(i2,  is  recognized.  Such  persons,  if  within  eonscrij  t  apes,  will  bo  en- 
rolled, and  furnished  with  certificate's  exempting  them  duvin^-  the  conti- 
nuance of  their  appointments.  In  all  cases  where  the  appointment  faUB, 
or  the  term  thereof  expires,  the  party  is  required  to  report  himself  to  tha 
officer  by  whom  he  was  enrolled,  or  if  he  cannot  be  found,  to  the  Adju- 
tant and  Inspector  General  at  Richmond. 

II.  Hereafter  all  field  artillery,  belonging  to  any  sfi>arate  army,  will  be 
parked  tog<'ther  under  the  direction  of  tho  General,  or  other  chief  officer 
of  artillery  haviug  control  of  the  same,  to  be  distribut  d,  when  re(iuired, 
according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Commanding  Geheral  of  such  army. 

III.  Cavalr}-  companies  will,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  kept  with  their 
respective  regiments.  The  practice  of  detailing  such  companies,  or  parts 
of  them,  as  couiicrs  and  guides  for  the  Head  Quarters  <'f  Gent  r.il  Officers, 
will  be  discontinued.

I.  Pursuant  to  section  8  of  an  "act  to  provide  for  the  public  defence," 
approved  April  16tJi,  1862,  men  wlio  are  mustered  into  service,  bringing 
with  them  their  own  arms,  are  entitled  to  one  dollar  per  month  for  the  use 
of  the  same,  from  the  date  of  mustering  into  service.  Should  they  prefer 
to  receive  the  full  value  of  the  arms,  the  same  will  be  fixed  by  the  mus- 
tering officer  at  any  muster,  according  to  the  value  of  arms  fixed  by 
General  Orders,  No.  78.  In  either  case,  the;  fact  will  be  noted  on  tho 
muster  roll  by  the  mustering  officer,  with  a  statement  of  the  value  of  tho 
arm,  or  of  tho  amount  due  per  month,  as  compensation  for  the  use  thereof. 
The  sums  so  due  for  arms,  or  use  of  arms,  will  be  paid  by  the  brigade, 
division  or  other  ordnance  officer,  and  such  payment  noted  on  the  muster 
roll. 

Payment  for  the  use  of  arms  will  not  be  made  oftcner  than  once  in  six 
months. 

II.  In  like  manner,  cavalry  equipments  brought  into  ;3ervice  will  be 
valued  by  the  mustering  officer,  and  tho  value  entered  upon  the  muster 
roil,  and  paid  for  at  the  following  rates : 


For  a  good  serviceable  saddle, 

from   $15  to  $20 

For  a  good  saddle  blanket, 

$   3  to  $   4 

For  a  good  bridle.

III.  General  Orders,  No.  101,  last  scries  from  this  office,  are  amended, 
80  as  to  allow  (hat  the  two  surgeons  to  be  employed  to  examine  conscripts 
in  each  congressional  district,  may  be  selected  from  the  districts  in  which 
they  arc  to  act,  when  surgeons  cannot  be  obtained  from  other  cougres-

The  Military  Courts,  appointed  and  organized  under  the  act  approved 
October  9th,  1H02,  will  be  governed  and  controlled  as  other  Courts  Mar- 
tial, by  th(i  Articles  of  War  and  Regulations  of  the  Army,  in  connection 
with  the  aforesaid  act  of  October  9,  1802. 

Their  proceedings  will  therefore  be  subject  to  review  by  the  Command- 
ing General  of  the  army  corps  to  which  they  are  attached,  who,  by  the 
decision  of  the  President,  is  the  proper  reviewing  oflBcer  of  all  such  pro- 
ceedings, under  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  the  Articles  of  War.

I.  Candidates  for  appointinonts  of  artillerj'^  officers  for  ordnance  duty, 
•vvho  have  pas.sod  their  examinations  at  the  head  quarters  of  any  army, 
army  corps,  or  department,  may  be  placed  on  ordnance  duty  as  acting 
ordnance  officer.*;.  The  number  so  placed  on  duty  shall  not  exceed  one- 
half  of  the  whole  number  passed  there,  and  shall  be  taken  from  the  head 
of  the  list,  without  reference  to  the  grade  for  which  they  are  recom- 
mended. 

Acting  ordnance  officers,  so  placed  on  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  pay  as 
first  heut^nants,  if  recommended  for  that,  or  higher  grade,  and  as  second 
lieutenants,  if  not  recommended  for  higher  grade. 

Commissions  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  the  examinations  are  completed 
in  all  the  armies,  and  will  be  for  grades  and  of  dates  to  correspond  with 
the  general  roll  of  merit  established  by  the  examiners. 

II.  The  quartermaster's  department  will  issue  to  officers  of  the  army, 
on  duty  enrolling  conscripts,  such  fuel  and  stationery,  within  the  limiia 
prescribed  by  existing  regulations  for  allowances  to  public  offices,  as  shall 
be  certified  by  those  officers  to  be  indispensable  for  the  proper  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

The  legitimate  expenses  of  the  peifonnance  of  such  duty  will  be  paid, 
in  the  case  of  enrolling  officers  not  conmiissioned,  upon  accounts  ap- 
proved by  the  Commandant  of  Conscripts  for  the  State,  or  Commander 
of  Camp  of  Instruction.

I.  Tho  2il  clmiso,  paragraph  IV,  of  Gcceral  Order?,  No.  72,  of  1869, 
is  Lercby  revoked. 

Tlic  4tli  clan.so  of  same  paragraph  is  amended  as  follows : 
On  a  certificate  of  disability,  with  recommendation  for  furlough  or  dis- 
charge, signed  in  due  form  by  examining  board,  and  approved  by  tho 
Senior  Surgeon  of  the  post,  the  Commander  of  the  post  may  grant  tho 
soldier  a  furlough,  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  and  submit  the  application 
for  a  longer  period  to  the  General  to  whoso  command  tho  soldier  may  be- 
long; or  he  may  refer,  without  granting  tho  furlough,  to  tho  discretion 
of  said  Commanding  General. 

II.  Tlie  Superintendent  of  tlie  Nitre  and  Mining  Bureau  is  anihorized 
and  directed  to  enforce  existing  contracts  of  the  government  in  iron,  lead 
and  ether  yunitions.  Wliere  iron  and  other  articles  thus  contracted  for, 
and  needed  for  tho  scn'ice,  arc  ascertained  to  have  been  sold  at  private 
sale,  or  are  not  promptly  delivered  according  to  the  terms  and  spirit  of 
the  contract,  they  may  be  taken  wherever  found;  and  upon  requisition, 
assistance  .shall  bo  afforded  by  tho  commandant  of  the  nearest  post  or 
camp  of  instruction,  to  tho  officer  or  agent  of  tho  Mining  Bureau  spe- 
cially charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  contract. 

When  a  contract  shall  have  been  persistently  violated,  after  tervdays' 
notice,  all  detailed  or  conscripted  men  will  be  withdraAvn,  and  assigned 
to  other  works.

GENERAL  ORDERS, 
No.  15. 

I.  All  commissionecl  officers  of  the  army  in  the  service  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  who  are  absent  from  their  respective  commands  without 
sufficient  authority,  and  from  whom  satisfactory  reports  have  not  been 
received,  will  be  considered  as  no  longer  in  service,  thirty  days  after  the 
publication  of  this  Order,  when  their  names  will  be  erased  from  the  re- 
turns of  regiments  and  corps.  All  quartennasters  of  the  army,  charged 
witli  the  payment  of  troops,  are  hereby  proliibited  from  making  payments 
to  officers  who  do  not  exhibit  sufficient  authority  for  absence  from  their 
proper  commands ;  and  whf^re  any  doubt  exists  in  the  mind  of  the  paying 
officer,  for  want  of  such  authority,  ho  will  suspend  payment,  and  report 
the  case  to  this  office,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  tho  officer  so  ab- 
sent, and  the  regiment  or  corps  to  which  he  belongs. 

II.  Where  occasions  may  arise  in  military  commands,  for  charges 
against  a  disbursing  officer  of  the  army,  arrest  will  be  stayed  until  a 
repoiit  of  the  facts  in  the  case  is  duly  made  to  the  War  department, 
through  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General ;  and  tho  officer 
will  continue  to  discharge  his  duties  until  the  department  shall  take 
proper  measures  for  his  relief  from  duty. 

III.  In  congressional  districts  where  surgeons  cannot  be  "  employed" 
to  complete  the  examining  boards  for  conscripts,  directed  in  previous 
Prders,  the  commandants  of  conscripts  may  constitute  such  boards,  tem- 
porarily, by  medical  officers  under  their  authority.

I.  The  special  measures  instituted  in  the  Circular  from  this  office,  of 
tho  8th  January,  tiltimo,  were  intended  to  aid,  and  in  no  wise  to  super- 
cede the  operation  and  rules  of  the  regularly  established  system  of  con- 
scription. Reports  have  been  received,  that  officers  thus  sent  from  tho 
army  have  been  practically  setting  aside  tho  system,  decisions  and  ex- 
emptions established  under  the  authority  of  the  Commandants  of  Con- 
scripts in  the  respective  states,  and  are  neglecting  to  make  to  those  offi- 
cers any  returns  of  the  conscripts  gathered  by  them. 

It  is  hereby  ordered,  that  all  officers  acting  under  the  authority  of  the 
Circular  in  question,  shall  refrain  from  interference  with  any  conscripts 
already  in  the  custody  of  the  officers  regularly  on  conscription  duty,  and 
shall  assert  no  claim  over  them,  otherwise  than  by  estimates  on  the  com- 
mandants fijr  the  quota  to  Avhich  their  regiments  shall  be  entitled,  under 
the  principle  of  pro  rata  distribution;  also,  that  they  shall  respect  certifi- 
cates <*f  exemptions  issued  by  regular  enrolling  officers,  reporting  for  deci- 
flion  of  the  commandants  any  ease  in  which  the  exemption  may  appear 
to  them  to  have  been  improperly  granted ;  that  in  no  ca.^e  shall  they 
themselves  grant  certificates  of  exemption  or  detail ;  that  in  all  doubtful 
cases  or  ca.<5es  of  appeal  from  their  decision,  they  shall  refer  to  the  regular 
enrolling  officers  or  the  commandants,  and  that  they  shall  furnish  to  tho 
local  enrolling  officers,  or  the  Commandants  of  Conscripts  for  the  state, 
descriptive  lists  of  all  persons  within  conscrfpt  ages,  recruited  or  gathered 
by  them.  • 

II.  The  Commandants  of  Conscripts,  in  making  their  reports  to  tho 
Bureau  of  Conscription,  will  return  separately  tho  conscripts  gathered

I.  With  the  exceptions  herein  after  named,  all  outstanding  authorities 
issued  from  the  War  Department  to  recruit  persons  of  conscript  ago  into 
regiments,  battalions  or  companies  not  in  service  on  tlie  Ifith  day  of  April 
1862,  will  be  held  as  tenuinated  from  and  after  the  10th  day  of  March 
next. 

Any  new  organization  that  shall  meantime  have  been  completed  up 
to  the  legal  standard  of  a  regiment,  baftnlion  or  company,  as  may  have 
been  specified  in  the  original  authority  issued,  will  be  reported  before  the 
10th  of  March  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General's  office  for  muster 
and  reception  into  service. 

The  organization  itself  failing  of  completion,  the  material  within  con- 
script ages  (including  officers)  of  such  parts  as  shall  have  been  enrolled 
for  the  special  service,  will  be  reported  to  the  local  Commandants  of  Con- 
scripts, respectively,  for  enrollment  and  conscription.  These  comman- 
dants will,  however,  cause  to  be  allowed  to  the  persons  thus  transferred, 
previous  to  enrollment,  the  privilege  of  volunteering  in  companies  that 
were  in  service  on  the  16th  of  April  18G2. 

II.  From  the  operation  of  this  Order  are  excepted  new  companies  or 
corps  in  process  of  organization  under  authority  issuing  from  the  War 
Department,  of  a  date  later  than  the  10th  of  December  1862,  and  all 
such  as  may  have  been  authorized  to  be  recruited  from  material  found 
within  districts  pos.sessed  by  the  enemy,  or  in  which  the  conscript  law 
has  been  8u.spended  by  the  President,  or  in  which  the  regular  execution 
of  the  conscript  law  is,  from  the  vicinity  of  the  enemy,  unattainable. 

III.  All  officers  and  persons  acting  under  authority,  now  and  hereafter, 
to  recruit  new  organizations,  will  report  to  the  Commandants  of  Con- 
scripts in  their  respective  states,  the  names  of  those  persons  who  arc  em- 
ployed by  them  in  enlisting  recruits.  In  the  absence  of  such  official  evi- 
dence, the  enrolling  officers  will  not  recognize  the  authority  claimed.

With  a  view  to  determine  the  military  state  of  certain  persons  in  the 
army,  who  have  left  their  regular  commands  and  joined  others,  under 
the  impression  that  they  had  a  right  so  to  do,  but  are  claimed  as  deserters 
under  existing  laws,  the  following  Orders  are  published : 

I.  Persons  who  joined  new  companies  at  the  expiration  of  their  first 
term  of  service,  under  the  act  axithorizing  re-enlistments  for  the  war,  will 
be  continued  in  their  present  companies,  provided  the  facts  do  not  show 
an  intention  to  desert  their  former  commands;  also  all  paroled  prisoners 
whoso  term  of  service  had  expired,  and  who  enlisted  in  new  companies 
under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  44,  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General's  office,  Richmond,  17th  June  1862,  will  be  continued  in  their 
present  companies. 

II.  All  persons  who  have  really  deserted  and  have  joined  other  com- 
panies, will  be  returned  to  their  original  commands ;  and  the  benefit  of 
this  Order  is  to  be  strictly  limited  to  cases  arising  from  a  qiisconception 
of  rights  and  duties  under  the  re-enlistment  and  conscript  laws. 

III.  The  privilege  heretofore  exercised  by  troops  on  the  battle  field,  of 
exchanging  their  small  arms  and  field  pieces  for  those  captured  from  the 
enemy,  is  hereafter  forbidden,  and  the  prohibition  will  be  strictly  enforced 
by  commanders.  Disasters  may  easily  result  from  a  disregard  of  this 
necessary  order.  All  .such  exchanges  must  be  made  by  proper  authority, 
and  with  a  due  regard  to  the  efficiency  of  the  troops.  Captured  arms  and 
artillery  will  be  turned  over  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer,  and  be  assigned, 
whenever  practicable,  to  the  troops  to  whom  the  General  shall,  on  testi- 
mony, award  their  capture.

I.  "  General  or  other  officers  commanding  army  cx>ii)8  or  departmenta 
will  cause  full  returns  of  artillery,  ammunition  and  other  ordnance  stores, 
at  the  various  forts  and  batteries  within  their  commands,  to  be  prepared 
without  delay. 

"  The  Chief  of  Ordnance  of  each  army  corps  or  df'partment  will  be 
held  responsible  that  these  returns  are  forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bn- 
^^au  of  Ordnance  at  Richmond  within  twenty  days  after  the  receipt  of 
this  Order,  and  will  thereafter  se'e  that  the  returns  required  by  paragraph 
1348,  Array  Regulations,  arc  regularly  forwarded. 

II.  "  All  ordnance  and  ordnance^tores,  including  cavalry  cqnipmenta 
captured  from  the  enemy  by  PartizlB  Rangers,  .shall  be  assessed  by  com- 
petent officers,  under  orders  of  the  commanding  General,  entered  upon 
the  rolls,  and  paid  for  by  any  ordnance  officer,  upon  receipt  for  the  money 
from  the  men  entitled  to  the  property,  and  a  property  certificate  signed 
by  the  officer  commanding  the  company,  squadron,  battalion  or  regiment 
of  Rangers,  as  the  case  may  be."  The  rolls  must  state  distinctly  the 
company,  battalion  or  regiment  to  which  the  arms  are  a.ssigned,  in  order 
that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  same  may  be  charged  with  the  pro- 
perty on  the  books  of  the  treasury. 

III.  Paragraphs  117,  118  and  119,  Army  Regulations  (being  contrary 
to  law),  are  hereby  revoked;  and  no  enlisted  man  in  the  service  of  the 
Confederate  States  will  be  employed  as  a  servant  by  any  officer  of  the 
army.  ^  * 

IV.  When  a  non-commissioned  officer,  musician  or  private  entitled  to 
»  furlough  under  the  acts  of  Congress,  approved  December  11, 1861,  and 
April  16,  1862,  shall  elect  to  receive  the  commutation  value  in  money  in 
lieu  of  transportation  to  his  home  and  back,  the  quartermaster  of  his 
regiment  will  promptly  pay  his  account  therefor,  upon  his  certificate,  ap- 
proved by  his  company  and  regimental  commanders,  that  commutation, 
ia  justly  due  him  in  lieu  of  a  furlough. 

V.  In  making  sach  paymoots,  quartennanters  will  estimate  the  amount

due  in  each  CAse  at  2^  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  the  soldier  woald, 

if  upon  furlough,  be  compelled  to  travel  to  and  from  Ujs  home.

VI.  Company  cdmmanders  will  be  required  to  state  upon  their  must4» 
and  pay  rolls,  payments  made  under  those  orders,  opposite  the  name  of 
the  soldier  so  paid.

I.  When  the  exigency  of  the  service  requires  it,  ordnance  stores  nv 
ported  unserviceable  by  the  officer  who  is  responsible  for  them,  shall  be 
inspected  by  the  Brigade  Inspector,  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspector 
Greneral  of  the  Army ;  or  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Brigade  Inspector, 
then  by  any  other  officer  designated  by  the  Inspector  General,  except  tbo 
officer  accountable  for  the  property  in  question. 

The  inspecting  officer  shall  make  a  report  in  accordance  with  para- 
Ifraphs  92.5  and  926,  Army  Regulations ;  an4  whatever  stores  he  consi- 
ders worn  out  or  unserviceable,  he  shall  order,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Inspector  Genera],  to  be  dropped. 

II.  When  requisitions  for  ordnance  stores  are  made  to  supply  defi- 
ciencies, a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Inspector  shall  be  appended,  to  show 
the  necessity  of  the  issue.

GENERAL  ORDERS, 

No.  22. 

Tho  following  additional  instmctions  arc  published  for  the  gaidance  of 
tho  medical  officers  and  surgeons  composing  the  Boards  of  Examination 
for  conscripts : 

I.  In  their  examination  of  conscripts,  they  must  exercise  a  sound  and 
firm  discretion,  and  not  yield  their  judgment  in  favor  of  every  complaint 
of  trivial  disability,  by  attaching  too  much  importance  to  which,  they 
indirectly  favor  evasions  of  the  required  military  service. 

II.  Ab  a  general  rule,  it  may  be  received  that  where  a  conscript  i» 
nqual  to  all  (he  active  duties  of  the  various  occupations  of  civil  life,  he  is 
able  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  soldier. 

m.  Temporary  exemption  is  so  liable  to  abuse,  and  to  be  resorted  to 
as  a  means  of  cva.sion,  that  the  examining  surgeon  must  fix  tho  period 
for  which  it  is  granted  (which,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  will  be  stated 
in  the  monthly  report) ;  at  the  expiration  of  which  period,  the  conscript 
most  present  himself  for  examination,  or  be  considered  absent  without 
leave. 

rv.  Tho  following  arc  some  of  the  grounds  not  deemed  sufBcicnt  and 
satisfactory  for  exemption : 

1.  OcnenU  debUUg. — The  grades  of  this  condition  are  numerous,  and 
on  receiving  them  all  as  grounds  for  exemption,  the  examining  surgeon 
cannot  be  considered  as  discharging  his  duty  to  the  service.  In  arriving 
at  a  correct  judgment  upon  this  point,  he  will  be  aided  by  the  conside- 
ration, that  observation  has  by  no  means  established  that  a  so  called  high 
standard  of  health  is  best  adapted  to  encounter  the  exposures  of  military 
life,  such  physical  condition  being  especially  liable  to  disease;  whiie 
health  of  a  lower  grade,  without  any  coexisting  positive  dise^ise,  is  fre- 
quently strengthened  and  improved  by  the  exposures  incident  to  the  life 
of  a  soldier. 

2.  In  case  of  slight  drformity,  natural,  or  the  result  of  accident  and 
irregular  union  of  fractures,  unless  material  impairment  of  power  and 
motion  results  from  such  deformity,  the  conscripts  must  be  held  liable 
for  military  service 


3.  Dtafntss. — This  is  not  a  valid  reason  for  exemption,  unless  so  ezc«8- 
sivo  (which  must  be  stated  in  the  monthly  report)  as  to  incapacitate  a 
man  for  the  duties  of  a  sentinel.  The  fact  of  its  existence  must  also  be 
established  by  the  affidavit  of  a  respectable  physician,  who  has  known 
the  conscript  to  be  the  subject  of  the  infirmity. 

4.  Impediment  of  speech — Unless  of  a  very  aggravated  character,  is 
not  a  valid  reason  for  exemption. 

5.  Heart  disease  (organic). — Organic  disease  of  the  heart  being  com- 
paratively infrequent,  the  physical  and  rational  signs  should  be  scrutir 
nized  with  great  care,  and  the  subject  of  examination  should  not  be  ex- 
cused unless  the  case  is  satisfactorily  established. 

6.  Functional  disturbance  of  hearths  action. — This  is  very  common — 
not  a  valid  ground  for  exemption,  and  will  generally  be  relieved  by  change 
to  the  life  of  the  camp. 

7.  Rheumatism. — The  kind  should  be  designated,  whether  acate  or 
chronic,  articular  or  muscular.  It  is  a  cOTnplaint  liable  to  be  used  as  a 
means  of  evasion.  Where  it  is  simply  muscular,  without  swelling  or 
contraction  of  the  joints,  and  the  general  health  of  the  conscript  is  other- 
wise sound,  he  should  be  held  liable  to  military  duty. 

8.  Epilepsy. — This  disease  being  frequently  simulated,  so  as  to  impose 
upon  a  careless  observer,  nothing  l^s  than  the  observation  of  an  actaal 
paroxysm,  or  the  affidavit  of  a  responsible  physician  acquainted  with  the 
conscript,  should  bo  deemed  satisfactory  by  the  examining  surgeon. 

9.  Varicocele — Not  a  ground  for  exemption,  unless  excessive ;  which 
must  be  stated  in  the  monthly  report. 

10.  Myopia — Not  a  ground  for  exemption.  Many  myopic  subjects 
distinguish  distant  objects  with  accuracy  sufficient  for  all  practical  pm- 
poses. 

11.  Hemorrhoids. — As  many  invalids  in  civil  life,  subjects  of  this  dis- 
order, are  engaged  in  active  occupations,  they  should  not,  unless  exces- 
sive (which  must  be  stated  in  the  monthly  reports),  be  considered  satis- 
factory grounds  for  exemption. 

12.  Opacity  of  one  cornea,  or  the  loss  of  one  eye — Not  valid  grounds 
for  exemption. 

13.  The  loss  of  one  or  two  fingers — Nol  sufficient  cause  for  exemption. 

14.  Single  reducible  hernia — Not  a  valid  cause  for  exemption.

I.  The  senior  surgeons  of  cominauds  entitled  to  medical  directors  will 
be  detailed  as  medical  directors  for  such  commands.  Whenever,  how- 
ever, the  interest  of  the  service  shall  require  a  departure  from  this  rule, 
medical  directors  for  commands  will  be  recouiMicnded  by  the  Surj^eon 
General,  and  announced  in  Orders  from  this  office.

emanate  from  his  office.

I.  Paragraph  IV  of  General  Orders,  No.  47,  of  1862,  was  desipnod  to 
apply  solely  to  the  cases  of  officers  whose  commands  had  reorganized  for 
the  war,  agreeably  to  the  acts  of  congress,  No.  306,  of  December  J 1 ,  1861 , 
and  No.  397,  of  Febniary  15,  1862,  Avhere  the  officers  of  such  reorganized 
commands  had  been  re-elected  to  the  same  grade  of  rank  they  held  in 
those  commands  prior  to  their  reorganization,  and  before  the  passage  ot 
the  act  of  April  16,  1862,  commonly  known  as  the  "conscription  act." 

In  all  reorganizations  of  commands  under  this  last  named  act  (April 
16,  1862),  the  officers  will  take  rank  from  the  dhte  of  the  act,  and  their 
relative  rank  with  each  other  in  the  same  grade  will  hi;  regulated  by  the 
date  of  their  former  commissions  in  the  service. 

II.  Officers  of  the  army  ^^  ho  are  dropped  from  the  rolls,  cashiered  by 
courts  martial,  or  whose  resignations  are  accepted,  and  who  may  thus  be- 
come liable  to  militaiy  duty  under  ^he  conscription  acts,  will,  when  pre- 
sent with  their  commands,  be  at  once  enrolled  by  their  respective  brigade 
commander.s.  When  not  so  present,  their  names  will  be  furnished  by 
their  commanding  officers  to  "the  proper  enrolling  officer  of  the  district  to 
■which  they  belong,  or  in  which  they  reside:  provided,  that  anv  officer  so 
liable  to  enrollment  may  select  in  his  former  command,  any  company 
from  bis  own  state  in  which  to  be  enrolled.

Tht  Congrtti  of  the  Covfederate  Slates  of  America  do  enact,  That  everj-  person  cod- 
nectpd  with  the  army  or  navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  arrcxting  or  roming  into 
po»Re(igion  of  any  elave,  by  capture  from  the  enemy,  or  otherwiBC  than  by  lawful 
authority,  sball  immediately  rrport  the  game  to  the  commatiding  officer  of  the  post 
or  brigade  or  etalion  to  which  ho  may  be  attached.  The  «aid  commanding  oflBcer 
•hall,  with  ai  little  delay  a*  practicable,  fcod  the  glares  go  reported  to  the  nearegt 
depot  degcribed  in  the  next  gection,  with  a  rcgigter  of  the  place  and  date  of  their 
«rrFgt :  jrrorided,  howrprr,  that  the  gaid  glaveg,  or  any  of  them,  may  at  once  be  de- 
livered to  their  respective  ownerg,  if  claim  is  made  and  established  on  gatigfactory 
avidcDce. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  War  ghall  egtabligh  depofg  for  rec.apturtd  glaveg,  at 
eonvenient  placeg,  not  more  than  five  in  number,  in  each  gtate;  and  all  fclavcg  cap- 
tured In  gnrh  gtate  »hall  be  kept  in  guch  dejjotg.

Skc.  i.  While  gnch  slaveg  are  in  depot,  they  may  be  employed,  under  proper 
funrd,  on  public  works;  but  no  slave  shall  be  removed  from  the  depot  to  which 
be  is  first  carried,  for  at  least  one  month  after  the  first  adverliscmcnt  of  his  being 
there,  nor  then,  nnlegg  an  exact  rr  gister  ig  made  of  the  removal,  and  dne  advertise- 
aaent  made  in  the  newspapers  as  aforesaid. 

Rr.c.  T>.  TTfc  access  gball  be  permitted  to  all  prrsong  degiring  to  ingpect  the  said 
slaves  for  the  purpose  of  identifying  them  and  egtablighirg  owneri.hip;  and  upon 
dne  proof,  they  ghall  be  immediately  regtored  to  the  persons  claiming  tbcm. 

Sec.  <>.  It  ghall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  ^Y.^r  tn  require  the  names 
of  nil  slaves  in  the  employment  of  an  officer  or  soldier  of  the  confederate  army  or 
navy,  with  the  names  and  residence  of  thrir  owners,  and  of  the  person  by  whom 
bired  out,  and  of  the  officer  or  soldier  hiring,  to  Vie  reported  to  his  department,  and 
a  full  register  thereof  to  be  kept  for  public  Inspection. 

8ec.  7.  The  Tregident  shall  pre  scribe  regulations  for  carrying  this  act  Into  effect, 
and  provide  for  the  subsiitenc*  of  said  slavci  while  in  sncb  dcpota,     [Approved

All  the  operatifinF  of  a  road  Hh(>uld  l»e  controlled  by  U«  superintendent, 
or  other  authorized  officer;  and  all  orders  for  transportation  of  every 
kind,  and  the  movement  of  rvrrr  train,  will  be  directed  through  him, 
wben  the  exignooies  of  th*-  service  demand  a  variation  from  the  regular

For  example :  Communica- 
tions from  tho  members  of  a  company  will  pass  through  the  commander 
of  the  company ;  thence,  to  the  commander  of  the  battalion  or  regiment; 
thence,  to  the  commander  of  the  brigade ;  thence,  to  the  division  com- 
mander; next,  to  the  comiuaudcr  of  the  army  corps;  and  finally,  to  the 
General  conmiailding  in  chief,  for  their  several  rem.arks ;  and,  if  further 
reference  be  requirftd,  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General. 

VII.  All  recommendations  from  officers  of  the  army,  for  military  ap- 
pointments to  be  conferred,  will,  besides  giving  the  character  and  quali- 
fications of  the  person  recommended,  name  the  state  in  which  he  wa8 
bom,  and  of  which  he  claims  to  be  a  citizen.

I.  At.  a  Court  of  Enquiry,  convened  at  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  Feb- 
ruary 26tli,  1863,  by  virtue  of  General  Orders,  No.  38,  Adjutant  and  In- 
spector General's  Office,  Richmond,  Va.,  issued  in  pursuance  of  an  act 
approved  April  21,  1862,  was  aiTaigned  and  tried  Lieut.  Thomas  Nai.l, 
Company  B,  5th  Georgia  Volunteers,  on  the  charge  of  dmnkeuoess. 

II.  The  Court  confirmed  the  plea  of  "guilty"  by  the  accused,  and 
sentenced  him  to  be  suspended  from  command  and  pay  for  one  month, 
and  to  be  publicly  reprimanded. 

III.  The  proceedings  having  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
to  be  laid  before  the  President,  the  following  decision  has  been  made 
tliereon : 

"The  sentence  of  the  Court  approved:  but  in  consideration  of  the 
habitutil  sobriety  of  Lieutenant  Naif  and  his  previous  good  character,  so 
much  of  the  sentence  as  suspends  him  from  command  and  pay  is  re- 
mitted." 

Lieutenant  Nail  will  therefore  be  restored  to  duty  with  his  company; 
but  the  department  takes  occasion  to  express  its  decided  disapprobation 
oi  his  conduct  on  the  occasion  referred  to  in  the  proceedings. 

IV.  The  Court  of  Enquiry  m  the  foregoing  case  is  hereby  dissolved.

Any  contractor  under  the  government,  who  shall  employ  any  work- 
man leaving,  without  proper  discharge,  a  government  establishment,  or 
the  employment  of  another  contractor  under  the  government,  shall  be 
notified  at  once  that  the  detailed  men  and  conscripts  in  his  employment 
be  returned  to  their  proper  officers,  upon  report  of  the  facts  to  the  Chief 
of  Ordnance. 

in.  The  orders  heretofore  given  are  repeated,  that  conscripts  or  de- 
tailed men  leaving  their  employment  without  written  permission,  shall 
be  reported  to  the  nearest  enrolling  officer,  to  be  tried  and  punished  as 
deserters.

In  consequence  of  nnmeroxis  applications  made  by  various  persons  to 
the  War  Department,  it  is  obvious  that  some  misconception  in  regard  to 
the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  relation  to  the  impressment 
of  supplies,  must  exist  on  the  part  of  the  people,  or  that  the  agents  of  the 
gbvemnient  have  violated  their  instructions  :  Now,  therefore,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  such  misconception,  and  to  prevent  any  violation  of 
those  instructions,  it  is  hereby  ordered : 

I.  That  no  officer  of  the  government  shall,  under  any  circumstances 
whatever,  impress  the  supplies  which  a  party  has  for  his  own  consump- 
tion, or  that  of  his  family,  employees,  or  slaves. 

II.  That  no  officer  shall  at  any  time,  unless  specially  ordered  so  to  do 
by  a  General  commanding,  in  a  case  of  exigency,  impress  supplies  which 
are  on  their  way  to  market  for  sale  ou  arrival. 

in.  These  orders  were  included  in  the  instructions  originally  issued  in 
relation  to  impressment  by  the  Secretary  of  War ;  and  the  officers  exer- 
cising such  authority  are  again  notified,  that  "  any  one  acting  without  or 
beyond"  the  authority  given  in  those  instructions,  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible. 

IV.  When  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  or  privates  entitled 
to  furloughs  under  the  act  of  December  IJth,  1861,  or  that  of  April  16tb, 
1862,  have  died,  or  may  hereafter  die,  before  the  receipt  thereof,  their  per- 
sonal representatives  shall  be  allowed  the  commutation  value  of  transpor- 
tation from  the  point  where  such  parties  die,  to  their  homes  and  back. 

V.  When  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  or  privates,  entitled 
xmder  either  of  the  preceding  acts  to  a  furlough,  shall  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of  commissioned  officers,  prior  to  the 
receipt  thereof,  they  ihall  be  allowed  the  same  commutation  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  previous  paragraph,  or  when  they  go  on  leave,  the  transpor* 
tation  in  kind,  at  their  option. 

VI.  Claims  arising  under  paragraph  I,  'will  be  settled  by  the  Second 


Anditor;  those  umler  paragraph  II,  by  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's^ 
department.  In  the  latter  class,  the  facts  must  be  attested  by  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  claimant 
belonged  at  the  date  of  bis  promotion.

sible for  any  abuse  or  evasion  of  the  law. 

II.  The  operation  of  paragrs^h  1253,  Confederate  States  Army  Regu- 
lations, is  hereby  suspended  during  the  existing  war. 

III.  Paragraph  II,  General  Orders,  No.  30,  current  series,  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

Any  contractor  under  the  governnlent,  who  shall  employ  any  work- 
man leaving,  <\'ithout  proper  discharge,  a  government  estabhshment,  or 
the  employment  of  another  contractor  under  the  government,  shall  bo 
notified  at  once  that  the  detailed  men  and  conscripts  in  his  employment 
be  returned  to  their  proper  officers,  upon  report  of  the  facts  to  the'Chie£ 
of  the  Bureau  or  Department  for  tlie  service  of  whi<^h  the  detAils  were 
made.

:{d.  Officers  of  the  provisional  artillery  for  ordnance,  duty,  appointed 
under  act  of  IGth  September  I8(i'2  (including  at  present  those  on  duty 
under  General  Ordi  is.  No.  12,  186;{). 

4th.  Officers  of  artillery  in  the  provisional  army  and  volunteer  corps, 
appointed  under  act  of  conjjrtss  approved  January  22d,  18fi2,  and  de- 
tailed on  ordnance  duty  by  the  War  department. 

5th.  Officers  of  the  Nitre  and  Mining  bureau,  appointed  under  act  of 
congress. 

II.  Officers  heretofore  assigned  to  ordnance  duty,  under  provisions  of 
General  Orders,  No.  24  and  No.  46,  of  18fi2,  although  not  forming  a  pjrrt 
of  the  ordnance  corps,  will  continue  to  be  recognized  in  their  positions 
until  relieved  by  the  assignment  of  officers  of  the  ordnance  corps  regularly 
appointed  or  detailed.  Officers  of  this  class  will  be  rej)laced  by  the  regu- 
larly appointed  officers  assigned  for  ordnance  duty,  at  the  discretion  oi' 
any  General  commanding  an  army  or  department,  when  the  interest  of 
the  service  requires  it. 

All  such  changes  will  be  connnunicated  to  tho  Chief  of  Ordnance  at 
Ricliinond. 

III.  All  officers  in  charge  of  arsenals,  armories,  work  .shop8,  depots, 
or  otiier  posts,  where  work  i.s  performed  by  detflilcd  mi-n,  who  are  paid 
by  the  department  in  which  they  are  employeil,  and  who  relin<ji;ish  claim 
for  pay  as  soldiers,  shall  make  nmnthly  reports  to  the  chiefs  of  their  respec- 
tive, bureaux,  containing  full  lists  and  descriptions  of  the  men,  with  a 
correct  stattnient  of  the  jiay  they  receive.  These  reports  will  bo  for- 
warded to  the  Quartermaster  General,  for  the  information  and  gnidanc« 
of  the  Pay  department,  to  prevent  the  payment  of  fraudulent  claims. 


IV.  All  Generals  or  other  officers  commandinf^  militiuy  departments 
or  districts,  will  require  I'rom  provost  marshals  and  commaxiduuts  of  pri- 
sons, monthly  reports  of  all  citizens  and  other  persons,  not  connected 
with  the  confederate  armj',  held  in  confinement,  with  specifications  of 
date  and  cause  of  arrest,  and  by  whom  arrested,  accompanied  with  such 
remarks  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  forward  the  same  without  delay 
to  this  office. 

V.  Paragraph  VI,  General  Orders,  No.  31,  current  series,  is  so  far 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Claims  arising  under  paragraph  IV,  will  be  settled  by  the  second  audi- 
fcoi- ;  those  under  paragraph  V,  by  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  depart- 
ment. In  the  latter  class,  the  facts  nrast  be  attested  by  the  certificate  of 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  claimant  belonged 
at  the  date  of  bis  promotion^

T.  The  attention  of  commanding  and  other  officers  is  called  to  the  act 
of  congress  of  April  21,  1862,  as  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  38, 
of  that  year.  A  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the  requirements  of  that  act 
on  the  part  of  commanding  officers  therein  referred  to,  is  deemed  impor- 
tiint  to  the  interest  of  the  service. 

II.  The  geographical  limits  of  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Oeneral 
Longstreet,  embracing  the  Defences  of  Richmond,  and  extending  south, 
to  include  the  State  of  North  Carolina — the  whole  under  the  supervision 
and  general  direction  of  General  R.  E.  Lee — will  be  divided  into  three 
Military  Departments,  as  follows :  All  north  of  the  James  river,  for  th*' 
defence  of  Richmond,  will  constitute  the  Department  of  Richmond,  under 
Major  General  Elzey — Head  Quarters,  Richmond,  All  that  portion  o( 
Virginia  south  of  the  James  river,  and  ea»t  of  the  county  of  Powhatan, 
will  constitute  the  Department  of  Southern  Virginia,  under  Major  General 
French,  Head  Quarters  at  some  central  point  near  the  Blackwater.  The 
State  of  North  Carolina  will  constitute  the  Department  of  North  Carolina, 
under  Major  General  D.  H.  Hill — Head  Quarters,  Goldsboro'. 

III.  The  price  of  beef  hides,  transferred  in  accordance  with  paragraph 
in,  General  Orders,  No.  64,  of  1862,  will  be  at  the  following  rates :  For 
green  hides,  five  cents  per  pound,  and  dry  hides  ten  cents  p«^r  pound,  in 
the  Trans-Mississippi  Department ;  and  for  all  beef  hides,  ea.st  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  thirty  cents  per  pound. 

The.se  prices  will  be  paid  by  the  Quartermasters  and  Assistant  Quarter- 
masters to  the  Commissaries  transferring  them,  and  the  latter  will  account 
for  the  fund  thus  received,  in  their  next  accounts  current. 

IV.  By  General  Orders,  No.  61,  paragraph  11,  last  seriej,  from  this 
office.  Quartermasters  are  directed  to  bear  on  their  returns,  ambulancet 
and  wagons  for  the  transportation  of  regimental  hospital  supplies,  the 
teams  and  drivers.  It  is  also  their  duty  to  keep  th^m  in  goftd  condition, 
and  ready  for  active  service.  Commanders  will  require  the  performance 
of  this  duty.

GENERAL  ORDERS, 
No.  37. 

I.  The  following  Act  of  Congress,  concerning  "impressments,"  and 
the  instructions  of  the  War  Depavtmept  re.'sppcting  it,  are  published  for 
(fee  information  and  direction  of  all  conceMicd : 

"Whenever  the  exigencies  of  any  army  in  the  field  are  such  aa  to 
make  impressments  of  forage,  articles  of  subsistence  or  other  property  ab- 
solutely necessary,  then  such  impressments  may  be  made  by  the  officer  or 
officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  furnish  such  forage,  articles  of  subsistence  or 
other  property  for  such  army.  In  cases  where  the  owner  of  such  pro- 
perty and  the  impressing  officer  cannot  dgrce  upon  the  value  thereof,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  impressing  officer,  upon  an  affidavit  in  writing 
of  the  owner  of  such  property,  or  his  agint,  that  such  property  waa 
grown,  raised  or  produced  by  9aid  owner,  or  is  held  or  has  been  pur- 
chased by  him,  not  for  sale  or  speculation,  but  for  his  own  use  or  con- 
sumption, to  cause  the  same  to  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  thie 
judgment  of  two  loyal  and  disinterested  citizens  of  the  city,  county  or 
parish  in  which  such  impressments  may  be  made — ouo  to  be  selected  by 
the  owner;  one  by  the  impressing  officer;  and  in  the  event  of  their  dis- 
agreement, these  two  shall  choose  an  umpire  of  like  qualifications,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final.  The  persons  thus  selected,  after  taking  an  oath 
to  appraise  the  property  impressed  fairly  and  impartially  (which  oath,  as 
well  as  the  affidavit  provided  for  in  this  section,  the  impressing  officer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  administer  and  certify),  shall  proceed  to  assess  just 
tompensation  for  the  property  so  impre.ised,  whether  the  absolute  owner- 
ship or  the  temporary  ttse  thereof  only  is  required. 

"  Sec.  2.  That  the  officer  or  person  impressing  property  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  at  the  time  of  said  taking,  pay  to  the  owner,  Lis  agent  or  attorney, 
the  compensation  fixed  by  said  appraisers;  and  shall  also  give  to  the 
owner,  or  person  controlling  said  property,  a  certificate,  over  his  official 
signature,  specifying  the  battalion,  regiimnt,  brigade,  division  or  corps 
to  which  he  belongs,  that  said  property  is  essential  for  the  use  of  tbe 
army,  could  not  be  otherwise  procured,  and  was  taken  through  ab.^olotp 
necessity ;  setting  forth  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  taken,  the 
amount  of  compcusation  fixed  by  said  a|ipraiser8,  and  the  sum,  if  ac^, 


paid  for  thci  same.  Sfhid  certificate  shall  be  evidence  for  the  owner,  as 
well  of  tho  taking  of  said  property  for  tbo  public  use,  as  the  right  of  the 
owner  to  the  amount  of  compensation  fixed  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case 
■aid  ofiBcor  or  person  taking  said  property  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the 
owner  or  his  ag^nt  said  compensation  as  herein  before  required,  then  said 
owner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  speedy  payment  of  the  same  by  the  proper 
disbursing  officer;  which,  when  so  paid,  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  of 
all  claim  against  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States. 

"  Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  apj)raisement  provided  for  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  impracticable  at  the  time  of  said  im- 
pressment, then  and  in  that  case  the  value  of  the  property  impressed  shall 
be  assessed  as  soon  as  possible  by  two  loyal  and  disinterested  citizens  of 
the  city,  county  or  parish,  wherein  the  property  was  taken,  chosen  as  fol- 
lows :  One  by  the  owner,  aiid  one  by  the  Commissary  or  Quartermaster 
General,  or  his  agent,  who,  in  case  of  disagreement,  shall  choose  a  third 
citizen  of  like  qualifications  as  an  umpire,  to  decide  the  matters  in  dispute, 
who  shall  be  sworn  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hear  the  proofs  adduced  by 
the  parties  as  to  the  value  of  said  property,  and  assess  a  just  compensa- 
tion therefor,  according  to  the  testimony. 

"  Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
it  is  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  public  use,  by  reason  of  the 
impracticability  of  procuring  the  same  by  purchase,  so  as  to  accumulate 
necessary  supplies  for  the  army,  or  the  good  of  the  service,  in  any  loca- 
lity, he  may,  by  general  order,  through  the  proper  subordinate  officers, 
authorize  such  ])roperty  to  be  taken  for  the  public  use ;  the  compensa- 
tion duo  the  owner  for  the  same  to  be  determined  and  the  value  fixed  as 
provided  for  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act. 

"  Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  as  early  as  practi- 
cablfe  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  appoint  a  commissioner  in  each  state 
where  property  shall  be  taken  for  the  public  use,  and  request  the  Governor 
of  such  of  the  states  in  which  the  President  shall  appoint  said  commis- 
sioner, to  appoint  another  commissioner,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the 
commissioner  appointed  by  the  President,  who  shall  receive  the  compen- 
sation of  tight  dollars  per  day,  and  ten  cents  per  mile  as  mileage,  to  be 
paid  by  the  coufederato  government.  Said  commissioners  shall  consti- 
tute a  board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  fix  upon  the  prices  to  be  paid  by 
the  government  for  all  property  impressed  or  taken  for  the  public  use 
as  afoiesaid,  so  as  to  afford  just  compensation  to  the  owners  thereof.  Said 
eommissiooers  shall  agree  upon  and  publish  a  schedule  of  prices  every 


two  inoulhs,  or  oP.ciicr  if  (Iicy  shall  Jcom  it  proper;  nnJ  in  llic  cvcat  llicy 
sliall  iiol  be  abk;  to  agri  o  iii  jiuy  iiiaKcr  couiiJed  to  llicui  iu  thio  act,  they 
shall  li.ivo  power  to  appoint  au  umpin;  to  decio'c  tlio  matter  iu  dispute, 
whose  clecibioti  shall  be  the  decision  of  the  buaid;  aud  said  uiiipiru  t>hull 
receive  the  same  rate  of  couipcnsalioii  for  the  tiaio  ho  shall  serve,  allowed 
to  sajd  commissioners  respectively:  Provided,  that  said  conimissionera 
shall  be  residents  of  the  stale  for  which  tboy  shall  bo  appointed;  and  if 
the  Governor  of  any  state  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  apjuiint  said  commis- 
sioner within  ten  days  after  a  request  to  do  so  by  the  I'resident,  then  tho 
President  shall  appoint  both  commissioners,  bjr  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate. 

"  Sec.  6.  That  all  property  impressed  or  taken  for  the  public  use,  u 
aforesaid,  in  the  h.inds  of  any  per-ou  other  than  the  persons  \a  ho  hava 
raised,  grown  or  produced  the  same,  or  persons  hulding  ihe  same  fur  their 
own  use  or  consumption,  and  who  shall  make  the  affi  lavit  as  hen^n  be- 
fore required,  shall  be  paid  for  according  to  the  schedule  of  prices  fixed 
by  the  commissioners  as  aforesaid.  But  if  the  officer  imprtssing  or  taking 
for  the  public  use  such  property,  and  the  owner,  shall  differ  iw  to  tbo 
quality  of  the  article  or  propculy  impressed  or  taken  as  aforesaid,  thi-icby 
making  it  fall  within  a  higher  or  lower  price  named  in  the  schedule,  then

"  Sec.  7.  That  the  property  necessary  for  the  support  of  Ihe  owner  and 
his  family,  and  to  carry  on  his  ordinary  agricultural  and  mochaoical  bu- 
siness, to  be  ascertained  by  the  apprai.^er.-',  to  be  appointed  as  pruvidod  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  under  oalh,  sliaii  nut  be  taken  or  iinpromed  , 
'for  the  public  u.*.c;  and  when  the  imprcHning  officer  and  the  owner  CAO- 
not  agr»c  as  to  the  quantity  of  properly  nicc*»aiy  as  aforcsaitl,  then  (ho 
dcci.sion  of  the  said  appraisers  sli&ll  bu  binding  ou  ihsufficcr  and  all  i 
pel  sons. 


"  Sr.r.  R.  Wliorr'  proprrty  h.as  hern  improsKcd  for  fciiipomry  iisp,  nnd  is 
loFt  VT  destroyed,  \vitliout  the  default  of  llie  owner,  the  gdvornnitnt  of 
the  Cinrodcrate  States  sliall  pay  u  just  conipcrisation  fliovofor;  to  be  as- 
ccrfuhied  \<y  appiaisers  appnimed  and  qualified  as  provided  in  tin-  first 
Bection  of  iliis  act.  If  such  property  wlien  returned  Ims,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  owner,  been  injured  wliilst  in  th(i  public  use,  the  amount  of  da- 
mage thereby  sustained  shall  be  determined  in  tlic  ir.anufr  described  in

"  St;c.  9.  Where  slaves  are  impressed  by  the  confederate  government  to 
labor  on  ft irtifi cations  or  other  public  works,  the  inipressment  shall  bo 
made  by  said  government  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  provided 
in  the  laws  of  the  state  wherein  they  arc  impressed ;  and  in  the  absence 
of  such  law,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  from 
time  to  time  prescribe:  Provided,  that  no  impressment  of  slaves  shall  be 
made  when  they  can  bo  hired  or  procured  by  the  consent  of  the  owner  or 
agent. 

"  Sec.  10.  That  previous  to  the  first  day  of  December  next,  no  slave  la- 
boring on  a  farm  or  plantation  exclusively  devoted  to  the  production  of 
grain  and  provi.sions,  shall  be  taken  for  the  public  use,  without  the  con- 
Bent  of  the  owner,  except  in  case  of  urgent  necessity. 

"  Si:c.  1 1.  That  any  commissioned  or  non-commissioned  officer  or  pri- 
vate who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  tried  before  the 
military  court  of  the  corps  to  which  he  is  attached,  on  comj)laint  made 
by  lh<;  owner  or  other  person;  aud  on  conviction,  if  an  oflficer,  ho  shall 
be  ca.shiered  aud  put  into  the  ranks  as  a  private;  and  if  a  non-commis- 
eioned  ofHccr  or  private,  he  shall  sutler  such  punishment,  not  inconsistent 
with  military  law,  as  the  court  may  direct."' 

II- — 1  -  15y  the  authority  of  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid,  the  Secretary 
of  War  hereliy  recognizes  impressment  as  a  legal  and  operative  mode  of 
securing  nrces.sary  supplies  of  subsistence,  medical  and  quartermastf-r's 
stores  for  the  armies  of  the  Confederate^  States  in  the  field,  and  to  accu- 
mulale  them  in  magazines,  posts  and  depots,  owing  to  the  impracticability 
of  procuring  them  by  contract. 

2.  Impressments  may  be  made  under  orders  from  Generals  command^ 
ing  armies,  departments,  corps,  divisions,  biigades,  and  by  conunandcrs

3..  No  officer  or  agent  shall  impress  the  necessary  pupplieg  which  any 
person  may  have  for  the  consumption  of  himself,  hi*  family,  employeen, 
slaves,  01' to  carry  ou  his  ordinary  mechanical,  manufacturing^ or  agricul- 
tural  employments. 

4.  Before  any  impressment  of  property  shall  talcc  place,  the  imprcsa- 
ing  officer  or  his  agent  shall  make  an  offer,  addressed  to  the  owner,  his 
bailee  or  other  agent,  to  purchase  the  property,  describing  tlie  property 
Le  wLsIies  to  purchase,  the  price  to  be  paid,  and  the  mode  of  yaymcnt, . 
Avhether  in  money,  or  by  certificate,  and  stating  that  upon  the  refusal  of 
the  price  offered,  that  compensation  for  the  property  will  bo  made  ac- 
cording to  the  act  of  congress  aforesaid,  fpr  tho  regulation  of  impress- 
ments ;  which  notice  shall  bind  the  said  property  until  the  completion  of 
the  negotiation  for  the  sale  or  appropriation  thereof,  so  that  there  can  be 
no  removal  or  transfer  of  the  same. 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  refusal  of  tho  price  offered,  the  impressing  offi- 
cer shall  proceed  to  .settle  the  compensation  to  be  paid,  according  to  the 
first  section  of  tho  act  aforesaid,  if  the  property  belongs  to  a  person  who 
has  grown,  raised,  or  produced  the  same,  or  who  holds  or  has  purchased 
the  same  for  his  own  u.sc  or  consumption ;  but  the  said  properly  shall  be 
paid  for  according  to  the  fjth  section  of  the  act  afore.=aid,  if  tho  property 
is  held  for  sale  or  other  purposes  than  those  bifore  mentioned. 

G.  Tliat  ihe.property  shall  remain  in  the  possession  of  the  owner,  hit 
bailee  or  agent,  and  at  his  risk,  during  the  pendency  of  the  procecdingt 
for  tho  ascertainment  of  the  compensation,  unless  it  shall  Ik;  otherwise 
agreed  to,  or  unless  some  urgent  necessity  shall  require  the  possession  of 
the  property  to  be  changed.  In  case  of  a  change  of  possi-ssion,  the  Con- 
federate States  shall  be  regarded  as  the  owner,  and  the  property  shall  b«> 
held  for  their  account  and  risk. 

,  7.  The  impressing  officer  shall,  at  the  date  of  the  impressment,  pay  to 
the  owner,  his  agent  or  attorney  in  fart,  the  cnrrprn  afion  agrc<'d  upon, 
if  it  be  practicable;  but  if  he  cannot  do  so,  fio  shall  give  ^  cerlifirate,  ac- 
cording to  tho  second  Fcction  of  tho  act  aforcRaid;  which  shall  lo  paid 
npon  presentation  to  the  disbursing  officers,  who  shall  bo  designated  for 
that  purpose. 

8.    Impressments,  xxhich  shall  bo  made  before  tho  appoictmcot  oC  the 


commissioners  dcBigTiatccI  in  Ihc  ^(h  section  of  tho  act  aforesaid,  shall 
notwjthsfanding  bo  legal,  and  in  the  cases  provided  for  by  that  section, 
a  portion  of  tho  property  shall  bo  retained  as  samples,  so  that  the  price 
mny  be  settled  and  compensation  adjusted  according  to  the  provisions  of 
tho  same.

"7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  thivt  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  of 
the  commonwealth  to  issue  his  proclamation  giving  notice  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  st^te  in  the  military  service  of  the  state  or  of  the  Confede- 
rate States,  or  who  may  be  absent  from  the  county  or  corporation  of  their 
residence,  because  of  the  presence  of  the  public  enemy,  of  their  right  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
the  first,  second  and  fourth  sections  of  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  con- 
vention of  Virginia  (No.  99)  on  the  sixth  dJy  of  December  1861.  And 
also  to  all  whom  it  may  concern,  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  of  the 
rights  and  duties  set  forth  in  its  provisions :  and  it  shall  further  be  his 
duty  to  request  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States  to  issue  an  order 
to  all  commandants  of  camps,  posts  and  detachments  in  command  of 
Virginia  troops,  requiring  them  to  give  their  aid  iu  the  duo  execution  of 
the  ordinance  aforesaid  and  of  this  act." 

n.  Cadets  on  attaining  their  majority  will  be  examined,  and  if  found 
competent  will  be  promoted  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant  in  the  arm 
of  the  service  to  which  they  are  attached. ,  Commanders  of  armies  in  the 
field  are  charged  with  the  assembling  of  the  requisite  boards.

The  following  Regulations  respecting  the  rights  of  "  Parti^m  Rangers," 
under  the  Act  of  April  21st,  1862,  are  published  for  the  iuformatiou  of  all 
concerned : 

1.  The  Act  of  April  21«t,  1H62,  provides,  that  for  any  arms  and  muni- 
tions of  war  captured  from  the  enemy  by  Partizan  Raugors,  and  delivered 
up  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commanding  General,  the 
Kaugers  shall  be  paid  their  full  value  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary'  of 
War  may  proscribe. 

2.  The  terms  "  arms  and  munitions  of  war"  will  include  all  small  arms 
nnd  artillery,  ammunition,  infantry  accoutrements  and  cavalry  equipments, 
and  also  cavalry  and  artillery  horses.  The  animrtis  referred  to  will  be 
appraised  by  competent  officers,  under  the  orders  of  the  Commanding 
General,  and  will  be  paid  for  when  delivered  up,  by  any  quartennaster, 
who  will  take  receipts  from  the  parties  entitled  to  receive  compensation, 
and  afterwards  aceount  for  the  property,  as  in  the  case  of  an  ordinarr 
purchase.  The  re.st  of  the  property  specified  will  be  paid  for  in  accord- 
•nce  with  paragraph  II,  General  Orders,  No.  20,  current  series.

I.  The  following  Act  of  Congress  having  been  duly  approved  by  the 
President,  is  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

"  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  That  any 
oflBcer,  non-coniniissioncd  officer  or  private  now  in  tlic  military  sen'ice  of 
the  Confederate  States,  who  has  been  elected  or  appointed  since  entering 
said  service,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  elected  or  appointed  a  Senator  or 
Representative  in  Congress,  or  in  any  State  Legislature,  or  Judge  of  the 
Circuit,  District  or  Superior  Courts  of  Law  or  Equity  in  any  State  of  the 
Confederacy,  District  Attorney,  Clerk  of  any  Court  of  Record,  Sheriff, 
Ordinary,  Judge  of  any  Court  of  Probate,  Collector  of  State  Taxes  (not 
to  exceed  one  for  each  county)  or  Parish  Recorder,  upon  tiimishing  the 
Secretary  of  War  with  evidence  of  such  election  or  appointment,  if  an 
oflScer,  his  resignation  shall  be  promptly  accepted ;  and  if  a  non-commis- 
sioned officer  or  private,  he  shall  be  honorably  discharged  by  the  Secretary 
of  War."     [Approved  April  2d,  ISfi;?.] 

IL  The  evidence  required  as  to  the  elections  referred  to,  will  be  a  ccr- 
tijicale  of  the  fact  from  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  parish  or  other  officer, 
whose  duty  it  may  be  to  certify  to  such  elections,  under  the  laws  of  the 
State,  in  manner  and  form  required  by  said  laws.  This  certificate  must 
accompanj'  the  resignation,  through  the  usual  channel  of  communication, 
as  prescribed  in  General  Ordi-rs,  No.  3,  and  the  Army  Regulations.

I.  Tbo  following  regulation  is  made,  and  will  hereafter  bo  observed  in 

the  army,  relative  to  the  clothing  of  deceased  soldiers : 

Upon  the  death  of  any  soldier  the  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  hospital  at 
which  it  occurs,  will  cause  an  inventory  to  be  made  of  all  his  military 
clothing,  and  will  make  a  fair  appraisement  of  each  article  thereof.  It 
will  then  be  turned  over  to  the  ncArest  quartermaster  for  reissue.  Th« 
original  appraisement  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  second  auditor,  to  secure 
its  value  to  the  personal  representatives  of  the  deceased  soldier,  and  a 
copy  thereof  be  furnished  to  the  receiving  quartermaster,  who  will  issue 
the  clothing  at  the  appraised  prices,  and  not  at  those  set  forth  in  General 
Orders,  No.  100,  last  series. 

II.  Engineer  officers,  while  employed  on  reconnoissances,  surveys  or 
other  duty,  under  special  orders  causing  temporary  absence  from  their 
posts -or  from  the  head  quarters  of  the  armies,  corps,  divisions  or  brigades 
with  which  they  may  be  serving,  shall  be  allowed  their  personal  expenses, 
to  be  pai|d  out  of  the  appropriation  for  engineer  service,  in  lieu  of  all 
Allowances  for  fuel,  quarters  and  forage  for  the  same  period.  Each  ac- 
count must. bo  ccrtiBed  to  by  the  party  receiving  the  payment,  and  ap- 
proved by  the  officer  under  whose  orders  h<;  acts. 

III.  All  sti^lies  of  contractors  engaged  exclusively  in  iron  or  muni- 
tions of  war  for  the  government,  are  exempted  from  impressment,  either 
at  the  establishmrnt  or  at  the  place  of  purchase.  Satisfactory  evidence 
by  affidavit  or  otherwise  may  be  required  to  establish  ownership.

ill  the  field,  through  the  regiuiental,  brigade  and  other  comuKinders,  a 

.statement  of  the  ease,  with  "certificates  of  disabilit\,"  that  he  is  totally 
unfit  for  service,  signed  by  tbi"  surgeon  of  the  battalion  or  regiment,  ac- 
cording to  the  form  prcserib<^d  in  (ho  Medical  Regulations.  If  the  re- 
commendation for  tlie  discharge  of  tlu;  invalid  be  ap]<rovcd  by  the  d<  part- 
toent  or  army  commander,  he  will  endorse  the  order  for  the  discharge, 
upon  the  "  certificate  of  disability ;"  whicli  will  be  sent  back,  to  be  signed 
by  the  commanding  ofiicer  of  the  regiment  or  battalion  t6  which  the  in- 
valid soldier's  conipan}'  belojigs,  and  aflerwards  forwarded  by  the  captain 
to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General.

tered for  payment  upon  hosjiital  rolls  by  the  surgeon  in  charge,  upon  hit 
affidavit,  taken  Iwfore  one  or  more  witnesses,  that  he  has  not  rewived 
pay  f«>r  the  p<!riod  for  which  he  claims  it  to  be  due,  and  that  he  is  not  in- 
debted to  the  Confederate  States  government  beyond  the  amount  stated 
by  him. 

VI.  Duo  notices  of  all  furlwiglis  and  discharges  grantwl  under  thc» 
Orders,  will  be  forv\  arded,  through  department  and  army  commanders,  to 
tho  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General,  and  to  (he  immediate  commander  of 
the  company  to  which  the  soldier  belongs.

materials  of  clothing,  &c.,  we  have  postponed  their  appraisement  till  our 
next  assessment.  It  is  proper  to  add  that  Mr.  W.  B.  Harrison  was  invite<i 
to  act  as  third  commissioner,  and  that  this  appraisement  received  the 
unanimous' approval  of  the  commissioners. 

The"  following  are  the  maximum  prices  to  be  paid  for  the  articles  ap- 
praised, at  all  rities  and  usual  places  of  sale,  and  when  impressed  else- 
where, the  same  prices  are  to  be  paid  elsewhere,  loss  the  cost  of  transpor- 
tation to  the  city  or  usual  place  of  sale  to  which  the  article  would  go  ordi-

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We  respectfully  suggest  togthe  Secretary  of  War,  to  instruct  the 
agents  of  the  Government  not  to  impress  any  article  of  food  gfoing  into 
cities  or  towns,  or  when  held  therein  by  retail  dealers  in  small  quantities 
for  the  daily  or  weekly  consumption  of  the  inhabitants.

Fortify  the  hearts  of  our  soldiers  then,  by  showing  that  while 
they  illustrate  the  chivalry  of  Georgia  upon  the  tented  f^ld,  we  at  home 
are  ready  to  dispense  with  all  superfluities,  relinquish  all  luxuries,  and 
make  any  sacrifice  necessary  to  maintain  and  perpetuate  our  honor  and 
our  liberties.  ^V^lile  we  may  have  t-rred  in  our  judgment  as  to  what  is  a 
fair  compensation  for  some  of  the  articles  in  the  above  schedule  of  prices, 
we  feel  that  \ye  have  stood  impartially  between  the  Government  and  the 
producer,  and  while  protracting  one  have  not  losft  sight  of  the  other.  We 
have  omittfli  to  annex  prices  to  certain  articles,  either  on  account  of  their 
scarcity,  or  because  the  Government  is  fully  supplied.  At  the  proper 
time  prices  will  be  fixed  for  all.

I.  The  Act  of  Congress  '•  to  piovide  and  organissc  engineer  troops  to 
sorvo  during  the  war,"  approved  March  20,  lUG'.i,  and  the  accompanying 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  selection  and  organization  of  the  same,  axn 
published  for  the  iufonuatiou  and  directi&u  of  all  concerned : 

"SErxroN  1.  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do 
enact,  That  there  sliall  be  selected,  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of 
War  may  direct,  from  each  division  of  infantry  in  soi-vice,  one  company 
of  engineer  troops,  to  consist  of  one  hundred  men,  chosen  with  a  view 
to  their  mechanical  skill  and  physical  fitness,  and  that  the  nien  assigned 
to  such  company  shall  bo  required  to  serve  iu  the  same  only  during  tho 
balance  of  their  term  of  servite  respectively. 

"  Sfc.  2.  That  each  company  shall  consist  of  «'ight  sergeants,  sovcn 
corporals,  forty  artificers  and  forty-five  laborers,  and  that  two  muBJciaiis 
may  be  added. 

"  Skc.  3.  That  the  commissioned  officers  of  each  compauy  shall  con- 
sist of  one  captain,  one  first  lieuteuaut  and  two  second  lieutenants,  aiKl 
that  the  original  vacancies  in  these  companies  shall  be  filled  by  the  tiuna- 
fer  of  officers  of  correspgnding  grade  from  the  engineer  corps,  if  practi- 
cable, and  where  not,  then  from  the  other  corps  or  from  the  lino  or  f  taff 
of  the  army,  reference  being  always  bad  to  their  qnalificution  as  engi- 
neers, or  by  selection;  but  no  one  shall  be  selected  who  is  not  now  sci"v 
5ng  in  or  with"  the  army,  unless  ho  is  a  military  or  civil  engineer. 

"Sfc.  4.  That  the  companies  shall  be  organized  into  regiments  of  ton 
companies  each,  and  that  the  field  and  staff"  officers  shall  consist  of  onif 
colonel,  one  lieutenant  colonel,  one  major,  one  adjutant  with  the  rank  o 
first  lieutenant,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  and  on(r  sergeant  major,  an^ 
that  the  original  vacancies  in  the  regiments  shall  be  filled  in  tho  mannei' 
provided  for  filling  the  same  in  the  companies  by  the  third  section  of  thia 
act,  and  that  the  sergeant  major  and  the  quartermaster  .sergeant  shall  h» 
selected  from  the  enlisted  men  of  the  army. 

"Skc.  5.  That  in  each  regiment  two  of  the  companies  shall  Ik'  as 
Bigned  to  duty  as  pontoniers,  and  each  be  furnished  with  a  bridge  traia 
complete. 


"  Sec.  6.  That  the  oflSccr  iu  charge  of  tho  engineer  bureau,  subject  to  the 
Hpprox'al  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  shall  prescribe  the  number,  form  and 
Oituensions  of  the  wagons,  pontoons,  tit-stlca,  tools,  implements,  arms 
and  other  necessaries  for  all  the  troops  organized  by  this  act. 

•'  Sr.c.  7.  That  vacaucics  in  tho  istablishud  regiments  to  and  including 
the  rank  of  colonel,  shall  bo  filled  by  promotion,  rogimentally,  according 
fo  seniority,  except  in  case  of  disability  or  othev  incompetency. 

'•  Sec.  8.  That  the  monthly  pay  of  the  engineer  troops  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  Of  a  colonel,  two  hundred  and  ten  dollars ;  of  a  lieutenant  colonel, 
one  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars ;  of  a  major,  one  hundred  and  sixty-two 
'lollars ;  of  a  captain,  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars ;  of  a  first  lieutenant, 
oik;  hundred  dollars ;  of  a  second  lieutenant,  ninety  dollars ;  and  the 
adjutant  shall  receive  ten  dollars  per  month  in  addition  to  his  pay  as 
lieutenant. 

"  Sec.  9.  That  the  pay  of  the  enlisted  men  per  month  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows :  The  sergeant  major  and  quartermaster  sergeant,  each  twenty-one 
"lollars ;  sergeants,  thirty-foiu-  dollars ;  corporals,  twenty  dollars ;  artifi- 
ctns,  seventeen  dollars ;  laborers  and  musicians,  thirteen  dollars, 

"  Sec.  ]().  That  mounted  engineer  troops  may  be  selected  from  the 
cavalry,  and  be  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  en- 
gineer troops,  as  herein  before  specified." 

II.  The  method  of  selection  aud  organisation  under  the  foregoing  act, 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  senior  engineer  officer  serving  with  the  Comumndiug  General 
of  a  department,  will  be  authorized  by  him  to  organize  the  engineer 
"companies  of  the  command. 

2.  Persons  recommcmded  by  the  Engineer  Bureau  to  be  appointed  as 
eompauy  officers  to  the  respective  companies  witeu  organized,  will  be  di- 
rected to  r(;port  to  the  senior  officer  of  euginecra  iu  the  department,  who, 
Hided  by  them  and  subject  to  tlie  approval  of  the  Commanding  General, 
shall  select  from  specified  divisions,  in  consultation  with  their  command- 
ers, the  required  number  of  men  to  form  tlte  companies. 

3.  The  selections  sliall  be  dLstribnted  as  equally  a.s  practicable  among 
all  the  companies  of  a  division,  regard  being  Iiad  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
engineer  service.  Preference  shall  be  given  to  voluntecre  for  this  special 
service,  provided  they  possess  tho  requisite  qualifications. 

4.  The  non-commissioned  officers  of  each  company  shall  be  selected, 
jind  the  privates  classified  into  artificers  and  laborers,  by  the  person  se- 
lected to  organize  it,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  senior  officer  of  engi- 
aeer  troops,  as  soon  as  appointed. 


r..  Tho  Chief  of  tho  Engineer  Bureau,  after  a'ammg  the  companies  and 
designating  to  which  regriment  they  shall  be  assigned,  will  recommend  to 
the  War  Department  tho  appointment  of  company  and  field  officers. 

6.  Two  of  the  companies  of  each  regiment  shall  be  selected  by  the 
senior  field  officer  of  engineer  troops,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
of  tho  Engineer  Bureau,  as  companies  of  pontouicrs,  but,  unless  provided 
with  bridge  trains,  to  servn  as  the  other,  comjiauics. 

7.  Whenever  tho  number  of  non-conimi.«sioued  officers  and  privates 
falls  below  sixty  in  any  company,  it  shaU  bo  recruited  to  its  maximum 
number,  as  herein  before  specified. 

8.  In  Vwu  of  tho  usual  return  of  officers  uud  hiivd  men  required  of 
engineer  officers,  returns  of  officers  and  enrolled  men,  showing  the  pre- 
sent, absent  and  sick,  shall  be  fonvarded  monthly  by  the  senior  field  offi- 
cer of  each  regiment,  to  the  Chief  of  tho  Engineer  Kureau,  who  will  ft.r- 
oish  blank  forms  for  the  purpose.

I.  Officers  on  ordnance  duty.when  temporarily  ahscnt  from  tluir  posts 
or  positions  in  the  field,  under  special  orders,  shall  he  allowed  their  per- 
sonal expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of  th.;  appropriation  for  ordnance  service, 
in  lieu  of  all  allowances  for  fuel,  qiuirtors  and  forage  for  the  same  period.' 
Each  account  must  be  certified  to  by  the  party  receiving  the  pnymeut. 
and  approved  by  the  offici^r  under  whose  orders  be  acts. 

II.  Whenever  a  cavalryman  fails  and  refuses  to  keep  himself  provided 
with  a  serviceable  horse,  he  may.  upon  the  ord<>r  of  tlie  corps  commander, 
be  transferred  to  any  company  of  infantry  or  artillery  of  the  same  army, 
that  he  may  select.  In  lieu  of  such  soldiers,  others  belonging  to  thi- 
iufantry  or  artillery,  who  are  able  to  furnish  horses.'  and  prefer  that  ser- 
%ice,  may,  in  like  manner,  be  traustlared,  in  ecjual  nuuiber,  U>  the 
cavalry. 

III.  Siu-geons  will  turn  over  money  or  other  effects  of  deceased  soldiers 
(except  clothing,  wldch  will  be  disposed  of  as  directed  by  Gen.ral  Orders, 
No.  49,  J863)  to  the  quartermaster  of  the  regiment  to  which  tlie  soldier 
belonged,  if  he  died  in  the  field,  or  to  the  quarterm:retcr  of  the  post,  if  he 
died  in  hospital,  taking  tlierefor  receipts  in  duplicate— one  of  which  will 
be  forwarded  by  him  to  the  commanding  ofticer  of  the  company  of  wldch 
the  soldier  was  a  member,  to  bo  sent  by  him  to  the  family  of  the  deceased, 
and  the  other  to  the  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury.  Quartermasters 
will  take  up,  upon  their  quarterly  returns,  money  thus  paid,  specifying 
the  amount  left  by  each  deceased  soldier,  his  Jiame,  company  and  regiment.

Tcnn.,  Fcl>niary 
SO,  183:?,  by  virtue  of  General  Orders,  No.  l(i,  Head  Qiiavtevs  Departnwnt 
pr  Kast  Tennessee,  of  Deeeuibcr  15, 18G-2,  and  of  wliieh  Col.  J.  J.  Fiiiley, 
(jtli  Reginu-nt  Florida  Volunteers,  was  prcsicleut,  was  tried : 

Captain  J  Q.  AllNOl,n,  12th  Battalion  Tennessee  Cavahy,  on  the  fol- 
lowing Ciiaige  and  Spccificition : 
CharttK,  -  -  '  -        Violation  of  the  Hth  Article  of  War. 

Spccijiralinn — In  this,  that  the  said  John  Q.  Arnold  did  wilD'iilly,  ma- 
liciously and  i'elonionsly,  and  with  nialiie  aforetkiinght,  kid  and  murder 
Major  '1'.  W.  Adiicn,  his  superior  officer,  .by  shooting  him  with  a  pistol 
loadi'd  with  powder  and  ball,  which  he  then  and  there  held  in  his  hand, 
from  which  he  the  said  T.  W.  Adrien  <lid  die.  This  at  Kingston,  Tenu., 
on  or  about  the  Kith  day  of  November  18(52. 

To  the  above  Charge  and  Speciiicatiou  the  accused  filed  a  special  plea 
to  the  jmisdiction  of  the  Court,  wiiich  having  been  overruled  by  tho 
Court,  tlie  plea  of  not  guilty  was  entered. 

II.    Finding  and  Sentence  of  the  Court. 
The  Court  having  nialurely  considered  the  case,  do  find  the  accused, 
Capr.  ,J.  Q.  Arnold,  I'Jth  Uattalion  Tennessee  Cavalry,  as  follows: 

Of  the  Sjiccificatiou  of  the  Charge,      ....         Guilty. 
Of  the  Ciiarge,  ..----        Guilty. 

And  do  tlierefoic  (two-thirds  of  the  Comt  concurring)  .sentence  him  to 
be  shot  to  deatii  by  musketry.  « 

III.  The  proceedings,  finding  and  .sentence  in  the  foregoing  c^se  having 
be '0  siibniitied  to  the  I'resideut,  the  following  orders  are  by  his  direction 
made  therein. 

Murdir  chii  only  be  punished  under  tlu;  Articles  of  War,  when  inci- 
dem  to  some  other  clearly  defined  otTence.  It  does  not  of  itself  consti- 
tute a  military  ciiiiie;  and  the  '.i'M  Article  of  War  pmvides,  that  when 
cajiital  crimes  are  committed  by  persons  in  the  military  .servic<!,  they  shall 


be  tiiraed  over,  on  demand,  to  the  civil  authorities.  The  9th  article, 
andcr  which  Capt.  Arnold  was  tried,  requires  that  the  officer  against 
whom  violence  is  offered,  must  he  "  in  the  execution  of  his  office." 
Hence,  to  take  the  case  out  of  the  33d  article,  which  is  general  in  its  ap- 
plication, and  refer  it  to  the  0th,  which  is  special,  the  murder  or  killing 
must  be  set  forth  iii  the  specification  in  such  terms  as  to  show  that  tho 
Court  has  jurisdiction;  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  alleging,  in  the 
words  of  the  article,  that  the  officer  was  "  in  the  execution  of  liis  office." 
Tlie  omission  cannot  be  supplied  by  evidence,  even  where  no  objection  ia; 
made;  for  consent  cannot  confer  jurisdiction.  In  the  present  case,  how- 
ever, objection  was  made  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  over  the  par- 
ticular crime  alleged,  and  the  point  has  thus  been  distinctly  presented  to 
the  department.  Nor  does  the  evidence  show  Miijor  Adrien  to  have  been 
clearly  "  in  the  discharge  of  bis  office"  at  the  time  of  the  killing.  Oa 
the  contrary,  it  is  staled  that  he  was  "  walking  across  the  street."  To  ba 
in  the  execution  of  his  office,  the  officer  must  be  in  the  actual  discharge 
of  some  duty.  It  is  resistance  to  axithority  under  such  circumstances, 
that  the  9th  article  forbids  ijnd  punishes.  Other  offences — such  as  diso' 
bedienrc,  disrespect,  viutiny — are  made  punishable  by  other  articles ;  and 
the  9th  article  seems  designed  to  protect  officers  in  the  enforcement  of 
discipline  and  against  resistance  while  in  tlie  execution  of  that  duty.  The 
department  can  only  deal  with  offences  when  they  are  properly  presented 
through  the  established  forms  of  the  service. 

The  proceedings,  finding  and  sentence  in  this  case  must  be  set  asido, 
for  the  reasons  stated ;  but  it  is  supposed  that  any  responsibility  that  the 
party  has  incurred  to  the  civil  authorities  of  Tennessee,  is  not  affected  by 
this  proceeding.

GENERAL  ORDERS,  \ 
No.  69.  I 

I.  In  places  where  there  are  three  or  more  hospitals,  throe  surgeons  in 
charge  of  hospitals,  w  divisions  in  hospitals,  shall  constitute  a  l?oard  of 
Examiners  for  the  hospitals  to  which  they  belong,  whose  duty  it  shall  he, 
twice  in  each  week,  to  visit  said  hospitals,  and  examine  applicants  for 
furlo^ighs ;  and  in  all  cases  where  they  shall  find  an  applicant  unfit  for 
military  duty,  either  from  disease  or  wounds,  and  likely  so  to  remain  for 
thirty  days  or  upwards,  they  shall,  provided  his  life  or  convalescence  will 
not  in  their  opmiou  bo  endangered  thereby,  grant  a  furlough  for  such 
time,  not  to  exceed  sixty  days,  as  they  shall  deem  ho  will  bo  unfit  for 
duty. 

II.  There  will  bo  detailed  for  each  board  herein  constituted,  from  one 
of  the  hospitals  visited  by  them,  a  competent  clerk,  wlio  will  issue  fur- 
loughs, to  be  signed  by  the  senior  member  of  the  board ;  which  will  spe- 
city  therein  the  length  of  furlough,  the  place  of  residence  of  the  soldier,* 
his  company,  regiment  and  brigade:  and  no  further  formality  shall  be  re- 
quired of  the  soldier,  and  no  passi)ort  other  than  his  furlough. 

III.  In  every  case  furloughed  under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  a 
medical  certificate,  stating  the  name,  company,  regiment  and  brigade  of 
the  soldier,  his  place  of  residence,  and  the  length  of  furlough,  with  tho 
full  particulars  of  the  disease,  wound  or  disability,  and  the  period  during 
which  ho  has  suffered  from  its  effects,  with  an  opinion  of  the  time  which 
will  elapse  before  he  can  resume  duty,  must  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners  to  the  Surgeon  General :  and  if  such  furlough  has  been  im- 
properly granted,  the  derelict  officer  will  be  held  responsible  before  a  mili- 
tary tribunal. 

IV.  The  board  aforementioned  will  also  examine  apjilicants  for  dis- 
charge from  the  senice,  in  hospitals  visited  by  them,  and  may  recom- 
mend a  discharge  when  a  soldier  is  deemed  permanently  unfit  for  service 
in  the  field  or  in  any  dej)artment  of  the  army,  in  conseqnenc*  of  wounds, 
disease  or  infirmity :  in  which  case  certificates  of  disability,  signed  by 
the  senior  member  of  the  board,  and  approved  by  the  General  command- 
ing the  army  or  department  to  which  the  soldior  belongs,  or  by  tho  Sur- 


geon  General,  will  entitle  him  to  a  discharge,  to  be  granted  by  the  com- 
mandant of  the  post,  who  will  complete  and  forward  the  "  certificates  of 
disability"  to  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General's  office.  The  surgeon 
in  charge  of  the  hospital  will  make  out  "  final  statements."  The  soldier 
will  receive  transportation  to  the  place  of  his  enlistment  or  residence. 

V.  In  places  where  there  are  but  two  hospitals,  two  surgeons  in  charge 
of  a  hospital  or  division  shall  constitut(3  a  board  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said :  and  in  places  where  there  is  but  one  hospital,  the  surgeon  in  charge 
and  two  assistant  surgeons,  if  there  be  two,  and  if  not,  then  one,  shall 
constitute  a  board  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  may  furlough,  and  re- 
commend discharges  as  herein  prescribed. 

VI.  Where  a  soldier  has  been  discharged  under  the  nrovisions  of  this 
order,  and  his  "  descriptive  list"  and  "  final  statements"  cannot  be  pro- 
cured, he  will  be  mustered  by  the  surgeon  in  charge  on  the  hospital  rolls, 
for  payment,  upon  his  affidavit,  taken  before  one  or  more  witnesses,  that 
he  has  not  received  pay  for  the  period  for  which  he  claims  it  to  be  due, 
and  that  he  is  not  indebted  to  the  Confederate  States  beyond  the  amount 
stated  by  him.  • 

VII.  Notices  of  all  furloughs  issued  under  these  orders  will  be  for- 
warded weekly  by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  notices  of  all  discharges 
from  service,  by  commandants  of  posts,  to  the  immediate  commander  of 
the  company  to  which  the  soldier  belongs,  and  to  the  Adjutant  and  In- 
spector General. 

VIII.  The  house  surgeon  in  all  hospitals  shall  see  each  patient  under 
his  charge  once  every  day. 

IX.  Paragraphs  III,  IV  and  V,  General  Orders,  No.  51,  current  series, 
from  this  office,  pertaining  to  matters  herein  regulated,  are  rescinded. 

X.  Boards  of  examiners  and  post  commandants  have  no  power  to 
grant  an  officer  leave  of  absence.  They  can  only  recommend.it,  upon 
the  .usual  surgeon's  certificate,  for  the  consideration  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  army  or  department  to  which  the  officer  belongs.

AND  Quartermaster's  Departments. 

The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  Stutis  of  Anterici  do  mart,  Tliat  tlio 
cffiic  of  U'giiiii  iital  ciinimi.ssary  be  ami  tlie  same  is  hereby  abolisbeJ,  and 
tlie  (bitie.s  berilofmc  devolvid  by  law  ujioti  said  eoinini.^sary  .sliall  be  per- 
formed by  tlie  legiineutal  qnarlcrmuslcr:  prvvitlcfl,  that  said  quartermas- 
ter shall,  if  required  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  execute  a  uew  bond,  with 
«uch  additional  penalty  as  he  may  require. 

"  Sec.  2.  'Ihat  the  commanding  i  ftieer  of  a  regiin**(lt  or  battalion  shall, 
»\hen  the  good  of  the  .sei\iec  in  his  ojiinion  requites  it,  d(!t;iil  a  noncoin- 
liiis.sitined  oftiei'r  or  piivale  as  eonimis.'-ary  sergeant,  who  shall  be  assigned 
to  the  rrgimenlal  qiiartrrinasler  to  perform  the  duties  now  jierformed  by 
Cemnlis^ary  seigeants;  and  tlie  non-ci;mniis.sioni  d  officer  or  juivatc  so 
detailed  shall  receive,  as  e.xtia  pay,  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

"Sec.  3.  'J'hat  the  regimental  quartermasters  acting  as  comn.issarics, 
«ball  draw  sujiplies  for  their  respective  regiments  on  Provision  Returns, 
Form  14,  and  not  in  bulk;  and  when  detached  from  their  brigades,  so 
that  it  is  inipraciieable  to  draw  supi)!ies  iVom  the  brigade  eonnuissary,  it 
#hall  be  the  duty  of  the  nearest  biigade  or  post  commi.ssary  to  supply  bi:i 
regiment  on  Provision  Return  14. 

"Sec.  4.  Sales  to  (.flicers  siiall  be  made  by  tlie  brigade  conunissarics 
to  whieli  such  officers  are  atmched. 

"  Sec.  .5.  That  qiiartermaslers  and  commissaries,  assistant  quartermns- 
lers  and  assistant  conimissaiies,  who  become  permanently  delaehed  from 
divisions,  brigiides  or  leginients  to  which  ih'-y  arc  originally  appointed 
and  a,ssigned,  respectively,  whelhcr  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall 
cca.se  to  be  officers  of  the  army,  and  their  names  shall  be  dropped  fron> 
the,  rolls  of  the  army,  unless  reassigned  by  a  ^pecial  order  of  the  Seerc- 
lary  of  \\'ur. 

"  Sec.  C.   T Iiat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  issue 


the  necessary  orders  for  (lie  earliest  practicable  enforcement  of  the  provl- 
eions  of  this  law;  and  that  he  shall  communicate  to  the  chiefs  of  the  sub- 
fi.stence  and  qiiarteruuistcr's  bureaux  the  names  of  the  commissaries  and 
assistant  commissaries,  quartermasters  and  assistant  quartermasters  re- 
t-iiiied  and  drojiped  from  the  rolls  imder  this  act. 

"Sec.  T.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  contravening  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed."  [Approved  May  1, 
1863.] 

//.   Hegulations. 

1.  After  this  date  no  appointment  will  be  made  of  regimental  or  bat- 
talion commissaries  in  the  provisional  army.  Departmental  connnandi'r* 
vill  direct  the  transft^r,  by  regimental  commissaries,  of  all  moue^-,  effect* 
and  propi^rty  in  their  hands  to  the  proper  regimental  quartermasters,  wha 
Aviil  thereafter  discharge  the  duties  of  the  former,  in  accordance  with  tliQ 
provisions  of  this  act.  Until  such  transfer  is  perfectt-d,  regimental  com- 
ini.ssaries  will  continue  in  the  pi-rformance of  their  usual  duties;  but  after 
the  'Mnt  day  of  July  next  all  quart'-rmastcrs  and  couunissarics,  assistant 
quai  tcrmasters  and  assistant  comniissarit's,  who,  have  not  been  or  may 
not  be,  prior  to  Juiy  3Jst,  specially  detailed  or  assigned  to  duty,  w  ill  cease 
to  be  officers  in  the  confederate  service. 

2  Sales  to  officers  will,  aft(^r  the  '.Ust  of  July  next,  be  made  by  tho 
Vrigade  commissary,  as  required  in  the  4th  section  of  the  act ;  and  to  en- 
fible  him  to  do  so,  the  brigade  commander  will  select  an<l  report  to  tbo 
War  Department,  through  the  usiud  chaui:el,  t!ie  best  qualified  regimental 
commissary  of  his  brigade,  for  assignment  to  duty  with  the  brigade  com- 
imissary.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  conunissary  thus  assignee)!, 
ito  receive  supplies  in  bulk,  and  to  make  the  usually  required  sales  to  of- 
."fieer-s  of  the  armj'.  He  will  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  tha 
brigade  commissary;  will  receipt  to  him  for  all  property  received,  audi 
make  through  him  the  proper  reports  aud  returns  of  his  transactions. 

3.  In  cavalry  regiments,  a  lieutenant  of  cavalry  or  other  competent 
officer  may  be  detailed,  wlun  necessary,  to  aid  the  regimental  quarter- 
rinaster  in  the  discharge  of  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  devolved 
itipon  him  under  the  operation  of  this  law. 

4.  Additional  bonds  will  not  be  required  of  regimental  quartermasters 
charged  with  commissary  duties,  except  where  directed  by  the  Secietavy 
of  War.

I.  The  following  Act  of  Congress,  and  Rprrnlations  adopted  by  tho 
Dcpartmoiit  in  pursuance  thereof,  are  published  for  tho  informaliou  of  all 
concerned : 

-An  Act  to  /nousn  St'PKRNuMrRARv  OKKirrus  in  the  Commissary 
AND  Quartermaster's  Dkpartments. 
The  CongrcsH  of  the  Confederate  Stat, s  of  America  do  enact,  That  the 
Office  of  roginicntiil  cou.n.issary  be  and  the  sain.r  is  hereby  abolish.d,  and 
ihe  duties  heretofore  devolved  by  law  upon  said  eommi.ssary  .shall  be  per- 
formed by  tho  regimental  quartermaster:  provukd,  that  said  quartermas- 
ter shall,  if  required  by  th..  Secretary  of  War,  execute  a  new  bond,  with 
■uch  additional  penalty  as  he  may  require. 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment  or  battalion  shall, 
r  hen  the  good  of  the  .seivice  in  bis  opinion  requires  it,  detail  a  non-cotn- 
luisMoned  ofllcM-  or  private  as  eomniissary  sergeant,  who  shall  be  a.ssigned 
to  the  regimental  quartermaster  to  perform  the  duties  now  perforniod  by 
commissary  sergeants;  and  the  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  so 
detailed  shall  receive,  as  extra  pay,  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

"Sec.  3.  That  the  regimental  quarterma.slers  acting  as  cominis.saries, 
«hall  draw  suj.plies  for  llieir  respective  regiments  on  Provision  Returns! 
Form  14,  and  not  in  bulk;  and  wh.n  detached  from  their  brigades,  so 
that  it  is  impracticable  to  draw  supplies  from  the  brigade  commissary,  it 
«hall  be  the  duty  of  the  nearest  brigade  or  post  commissary  to  supply  his 
regiment  on  Provision  Return  14. 
^  "Sec.  4.  Sales  to  officers  shall  be  made  by  the  brigade  commissaries 
to  which  such  officers  are  attached. 

"  Sec.  5.  That  quartermasters  and  commissaries,  assistant  quartermas- 
ters and  )ussistant  commissaries,  who  become  permanentlv  detached  from 
divisions:  brigades  or  regiments  to  which  l\wy  are  originally  appointed 
end  assigned,  respectively,  whether  by  ifsignation  or  otheruise,  shall 
cease  to  be  officers  of  the  army,  and  their  names  shall  be  drojiped  from 
the  rolls  of  tho  army,  unless  reassigned  by  a  special  order  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War. 

"  Sec.  G.   That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  issue 
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the  necessary  orders  for  the  earliest  practicable  enforcement  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  law;  and  that  he  shall  communicate  to  the  chiefs  of  the  sub- 
sistence and  quartermaster's  bureaux  the  names  of  the  commissaries  and 
assistant  commissaries,  quartermasters  and  assistant  quartermasters  re- 
tained and  dropped  from  the  rolls  under  this  act. 

"  Sec.  7.  Tiiat  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  contra^ning  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed."  [Approved  May  1, 
1863.] 

//.    Regulations. 

1.  After  this  date  no  appointment  will  be  made  of  regimental  or  bat- 
talion commissaries  in  the  provisional  army.  Departmental  commanders 
will  direct  the  transfer,  by  regimental  commissaries,  of  all  money,  effects 
and  property  in  their  hands  to  the  proper  regimental  quartermasters,  who 
will  thereafter  discharge  the  duties  of  the  former,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  Until  such  transfer  is  perfected,  regimental  com- 
missaries will  continue  in  the  performance  of  their  usual  duties ;  but  after 
the  31st  day  of  July  next  all  quartermasters  and  commissaries,  assistant 
quartermasters  and  a.ssistant  commissaries,  who  have  not  been  or  may 
not  be,  prior  to  July  31st,  specially  detailed  or  assigned  to  duty,  will  cease 
to  be  officers  in  the  confederate  service. 

2.  Sales  to  officers  will,  after  the  31st  of  July  next,  bo  made  by  the 
brigade  commissary,  as  required  in  the  4th  section  of  the  act;  and  to  en- 
able him  to  do  so,  the  brigade  commander  will  select  and  report  to  thd 
War  Department,  through  the  usual  chlnnel,  the  best  qualified  regimental 
commissary  of  his  brigade,  for  assignment  to  duty  with  the  brigade  com- 
missary. It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  conmiissary  thus  assigned, 
to  receive  supplies  in  bulk,  and  to  make  the  usually  required  sales  to  of- 
ficers of  the  army.  He  will  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the 
brigade  commissary ;  will  receipt  to  him  for  all  property  received,  ancj 
make  tlirough  him  the  proper  reports  and  returns  of  his  transactions. 

3.  In  cavalry  regiments,  a  lieutenant  of  cavalry  or  other  competent 
officer  may  be  detailed,  when  nee(;ssary,  to  aid  the  regimental  quarter- 
master in  the  discharge  of  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  devolved 
upon  him  under  the  opiMation  of  this  law. 

4.  Additional  bonds  will  not  be  required  of  regimental  quartermasters 
charged  with  commissary  duti«?s,  except  where  directed  by  the  Secretary 
of  War.

The  charges  are  both  too  defective  to  sustain  a  trial.  Neither  the  83d 
nor  the  9yth  Article  of  War,  defines  any  offence  whatever,  nor  do  they 
direct  the  performance  of  any  duty.  No  violation  of  either  of  those  ar- 
ticles can  properly  be  charged. 

Under  the  H3d  Article,  the  only  charge  to  be  preferred  is  "conduct  un- 
becoming an  officer  and  gentleman ;"  and  under  the  99th,  "  conduct  to  the 
prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  discipline."  The  specifications 
would  then  have  been  responsive  to  the  charges,  and  would  have  sus- 
tained a  trial  and  sentence  in  accordance  with  the  evidence. 
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rV.  For  the  reasons  above  assigned,  the  proceedings  must  be  set  aside ; 
and  Capt.  Rowan  will  be  released  from  arrest  and  restored  to  duty.  The 
record  discloses  facts  very  disgraceful  to  him ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  his 
:vccidental  escape  from  deserved  punishment  may  result  in  a  determina- 
tion to  retrieve  his  character  as  a  citizen  and  officer  of  the  army.

Regiment  of  Volunteers,  remained  in  camp  four  days 
preceding  and  during  the  battle  of  Murfreesboro',  but  came  to  his  com- 
pany the  day  after  said  battle,  to  wit,  January  1,  1863,  and  took  com- 
mand of  his  company  until  a  part  of  the  regiment,  his  company  included, 
was  ordered  forward  to  support  the  sharp  shooters  jvho  were  in  front  of 
the  line  of  battle,  when  said  Capt.  W.  W.  W.  Wood,  Company  L,  Blythe's 
Miss.  Regiment,  made  a  pretext  to  Lieut.  O'Hea  of  his  company  for  mo- 
mentarily leaving  his  place.     He  the  said  Capt.  W.  W.  W.  Wood,  Com-, 
pany  L,  Blythe's   Regiment,  returned   to  his  company   no  more,  but 
reported  to  Doct.  X.  Xaupi,  surgeon  of  said  regiment,  who  refused  to 
excuse  him.    Nevertheless,  said  Capt.  W.  W.  W.  Wood,  Company  L, 
Blythe's  Miss.  Regiment  of  Volunteers,  went  back  to  camp,.and  remained 
there  till  forced  out  on  the  following  morning.

111.  The  proc.eeJing.s  m  tlic  Ibrtgoiug  ciioe  have  becii  suhiuitted  to  the 
Secretary  of  \Wv,  to  he  laiJ  bwluru  the  Preoidcnt — uud  tlic  following 
orders  are  now  made  tlierenn  : 

Capt.  Wood  was  tried  on  the  single  charge  of  "  conduct  unbecoming 
an  oflScer  and  gentleman,"  under  which  three  specifications  were  laid. 
The  whole  Court  acquit  him  of  the  3d  specification.  A  majority  ac- 
quit iiim  of  the  1st  and  part  of  the  2d  specification,  but  find  him  guilty 
of  the  remainder  of  tho  2d'  specification,  and  guilty  of  the  charge.  A 
portion  of  the  2d  .specification,  is,  therefore,  all  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Court  sustains  the  charge.  But  this  finding  is  altogether 'too  imperfect 
and  uncertain.  If  the  2d  spi;cification  refers  to  separate  and  distinct 
ofiences,  it  is  wholly  defective,  and  should  have  been  set  aside  before  the 
trial ;  but  if  it  embraces  a  single  substantive  offence,  the  Court  cannot 
sepjfiiite  its  parts,  and  find  the  accused  guilty  as  to  one  portion  and  not 
guilty  as  to  anotlKsr,  unless  it  is  dear  that  the  facts  thus  separated  and 
established,  of  themselves  constitute  the  parlicular  offence  charged,  lint 
tills  is  far  from  being  clear.  The  loo.seness  and  uncertainty  of  the  2d 
specification,  and  the'finding  thenion,  are  a  sufficient  and  fatal  objection. 
The  whole  finding  is  moreover  informal  and  irregular.  The  judges  give 
lengthy  and  separate  opinions  in  connection  with  it,  and  represent  one 
part  of  their  finding  to  be  by  a  majority,  and  the  remainder  by  the  whole 
Court.  It  is  never  desirable  to  state  by  what  vote  the  Court  has  arrived 
at  its  conclusions,  and  it  is  contrary  to  the  jjractice  of  Courts  Martial  to 
do  so.  Upon  the  whole,  the  proceedings  arc  set  aside,  and  Capt.  Wood 
will  therefore  be  released  from  arrest  and  returned  to  duty.

I.  Tlic  following  Act  of  Confyross  concorniiip  coniponsation  to  de 
tailed  men.  and  the  instructions  of  the  War  IVi.artnient  in  rcpard  there- 
tio,  aro  published  for  the  information  and  direction  of  all  concerned : 

"  1.  The  Consrress  of  the  Confederate.  States  of  America  do  enact,  That 
non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  or  privates,  when  employed  on  de- 
tached or  detailed  servict^  by  the  departmental  or  other  commander  of  a 
district,  or  under  the  direction  of  any  of  the  military  bureaux,  instead  6f 
the  compensation  now  allowed,  may  be  allowed  the  sum  of  not  more 
than  three  dollars  per  day,  in  lieu  of  rations  and  all  other  allowances, 
npon  the  recommendation  of  the  officer  immediately  in  charf^e  of  such 
men,  with  the  approval  of  the  commander  or  other  chief  of  bureau,  as 
the  cAse  may  be,  and  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

"  2.  This  act  shall  remain  in  force  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
January  ei^rhteeu  hundred  and  sixty-three."     [Approved  May  1st,  18fi:J.] 

II  I.  Detailed  men  in  the  service  of  the  several  military  bureaux, 
other  than  the  clerks  described  in  act  No.  52  (clerks  employed  in  public 
offices  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  by  reiison  of  jdiysical  disability),  will  be 
allowed  such  sum  per  day  in  lieu  of  rations  and  all  other  allowances,  not 
excecdinp  three  dollars,  ns  may  be  recommended  by  the  officer  in  chargtJ 
of  such  detailed  men,  and  api)roVed  by  the  chief  of  bureau. 

2.  The  maximum  allowance  of  three  dollars  will  be  paid  only  to  the 
cla.s8  of  detailed  men  serving  at  posts  or  stations  without  troops,  or  in 
counties  and  towns,  or  government  work  shops. 

3.  Th(!  rate  of  allowance  to  men  serving  in  the  field  as  clerks  at  bead 
quarters,  or  on  duty  in  the  quarU^rma-ster's,  ordnance,  engineer,  commis- 
sary or  medical,  mining  and  nitre  departments,  will  be  established  at  such 
sums  per  diem  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  such 
men,  and  approved  by  the  Commanding  General.  These  rates  will  not 
exceed  $  1  25  per  diem,  except  in  special  cases  of  service  in  the  depart- 
ments above  mentioned,  wlien  a  greater  rate  may  be  authorized  by  the 
chiefs  of  bureaux,  upon  the  approval  of  the  Comrtianding  General. 

4.  The  extra  cx)nipensHtion  allowed  by  the  foregoing  act  will  be  paid 
to  detailed  men  by  the  departments  in  whicK  they  are  respectively  em- 


ployed,  except  medical  departments,  upon  such  roHB  as  may  be  presi-ribed ; 
except  that  payments  by  the  quart<>rmiuster'8  d»^partmcnt  will  bo  made 
upon  rolls  ttccordiiig^  to  Form  Xo.  '.\,  KigiilnlionB  of  tlui  Qiiartermastt'r's 
D<'parlm»'Ut.

18(5:i,  will  also  be  enti- 
tled to  tho  compensation  of  thirty-five  cents  j)er  pair  for  shoes  manufac- 
tured by  them,  authorized  by  the  said  act  of  Oct^iber  0,  IHfiii. 
»  6.  All  payments  to  detailed  men  imder  the  ait  of  May  1st,  18C3,  will 
be  made  from  the  first  day  of  January  lHf>:j,  and  will  not  be  continued 
beyond  the  Slstof  December  1863;  but  no  payment  shall  be  made  to 
those  who  have  been  detailed  heretofore,  "  without  pay  and  allowance  as 
soldiers. "  From  and  aft«>r  31  st  May  payments  to  .such  men  will  be  mad* 
under  this  m  t. 

7.  The  ajiproval  of  the  chiefs  -if  bureaux  and  the  sanction  of  the  Se 
cretary  of  AVar,  required  by  the  above  recited  act  of  Congress,  will  not 
be  necessaiy  in  each  particular  case  of  detail :  but  each  bureau  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  prescribe  peneral  ij'pulatiqn* 
for  the  payment  of  the  different  classes  of  detailed  men  in  their  respectiv* 
employments.

of  1862,"  "  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  conduct  of  the  quarter- 
master's department  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  whilst  under  the  con- 
trol of  Lieut.  Colonel,  then  Major  McLean ;"  and  having  made  the  re- 
quired examination  and  report,  the  result  is,  by  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent, published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

II.  The  Court  havingjltnrely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  report. 
as  the 

SUMMARY   OF   PACTS 

Regarded  by  the  Court  of  Enquiry  iu  the  case  of  Lieut.  Colonel  K.  K. 
McLean,  as  proved  by  the  evidence  elicited,  and  of  record  : 

1.  That  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  as  commanded  by  General  Brax- 
ton Bragg,  was  an  organisiation  separate  and  distinct  from  the  Army  of 
the  West,  commanded  by  Major  General  Earl  Van  Dorn — both  these 
armies,  when  concentrated  at  Corinth  and  Tupelo,  being  under  General 
Beauregard,  as  commander  of  the  forces. 

2.  That  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  was  composed  of  three  army 
corps,  commanded  respectively  by  Gencralg  Bragg,  Potk  and  Hardee,  and 
of  a  Reser\'e  Corps  commanded  by  General  Breckenridge.         ' 

3. .  That  the  evacuation  of  Corintli  by  th<^  confederate  forces  under 
General  Beauregard,  was  first  fixed  for  the  28th  of  May  1862. 

4.  That  the  evacuation  of  Corinth  was  postponed  to  the  29th  of  May 
1862. 

5.  That  the  evacuation  of  Corinth  was  accomplished  during  the  nighi 
of  the  29th  and  morning  of  the  30th  of  May  18(;2. 

6.  That  General  Bragg  relieved  General  Beauregard  in  the  command 
of  the  forces  at  Tupelo,  in  the  latter  part  of  June  1862. 

7.  That  Lieut.  Colonel,  then  Major  McLean,  was  acting  as  chief  quar- 
termaster of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  about. the  12th  of  March  1862 

8    That  Major  McLean  was  appointed  chief  quartermaster  of  the  Army 


of  tho  MiFfitssippi  by  General  A.  Sidney  Johnston,  on  the  30th  of  March 
1162.  • 

9.  That  Lient.  Colonel  McLean  was  relieved  from  duty  an  chief  quar- 
termaster of  the  forcoB,  by  Genciral  Bragg,  on  the  4th  of  July  \BCt2,  at 
Tupelo,  Miss. 

10.  That  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  Avhilst  Lieut.  Colonel  McLean 
was  ite  cliief  qtiarterm.'ister,  both  at  Corinth  and  Tupelo,  was  amply 
iinpplicd  with  money,  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  wagons, 
public  animals,  field  transportation  in  general,  and  with  all  qunrter- 
maetcr's  stores,  with  the  exception  of  full  rations  of  forage  at  Corinth  and 
of  certain  other  articles  which  were  applied  for,  and  subsequently  ob- 
tained by  the  quartermaster's  department,  or  the  parties  requiring  them 
at  the  time. 

11.  That  there  were  thrjpugliout  the  army  occasional  complaints  of  the 
want,  for  a  short  time,  of  certain  quartermaster's  supplies,  which  the  evi- 
dence shows  were  sufficiently  accounted  for,  a|^"omptly  supplied,  as  far 
as  possible,  and  the.  circumstances  would  pern^PBf  its  being  done. 

12.  That  the  supply  of  forage  at  Corinth  was  sufficient,  though  not 
full,  and  for  a  time  restricted  in  amount  and  kind,  owing  to  the  nature  of 
the  surrounding  country  and  other  circumstances.  Whilst  at  Tupelo  it 
was  ample,  the  army  then  being  located  in  the  vicinity  of  a  country 
abounding  in  forage. 

lo.  That  there  was  but  little  forage  within  reach  of  Corinth  by  wagon 
transportation,  and  that  little  was  consumed  at  an  early  day  of  otir  occu- 
patiou  of  that  post  and  the  adjacent  counties. 

14.  That  the  facilities  aiforded  by  the  rail  roads  concentrating  at  that 
point,  especially  afttu-  their  partial  abandonment  to  tho  enemy,  wore  not 
sufficient  for  the  transportation  of  a  fidl  supply  of  forage  for  the  army  at 
Corinth,  and  at  the  same  time  to  supply  that  army  with  all  other  quarter- 
master's, commissary's  and  ordnance  stores  required,  and  at  the  same 
time  meet  the  sudden  and  unexpected  demands  for  the  transportation  of 
large  numbers  of  troops,  tho  sick,  &.c. 

J 5.  That  an  abundant  supply  of  corn,  and  as  much  long  forage  ae 
could  bo  found,  was  purclia.scd  by  the  quartermaster's  department,  and 
deposited  along  tho  lines  of  the  different  rail  roads  for  shipment  to  Corinth ; 
and  when  cars  could  bo  obtained,  they  were  generally  kept  loaded  with 
8uch  forage,  ready  to  be  attached  to  the  passing  trains. 

16.  That  the  rail  roads  were  worked  to  their  utmost  capacity,  but  that 
many  ca.so3  occurred,  where,  from  inability  to  transport  them,  tho  cars 
(band  ready  loaded  with  forage,  were  left  by  tho  passing  trains  on  the 


eido  tracks  of  the  rail  roitds,  and^hns  detained  or  delayed  in  aniving  at 
their  place  of  destination.  % 

17.  That  all  side  tracks  required  for  the  efficient  working  of  tho  dif- 
ferent rail  roads  wore  laid  dowfi:  by  the  quarterma.stoj'8  department  wher 
over  found  insufficient  for  tlie  aerommodation  of  tho  increased  husincjis 
of  the  rail  roads. 

18.  That  a  competent  military  snpi'viiifetidt'iit  of  the  rail  roads  (a  major 
in  tho  qnartcrniastcr's  department)  wu^  selected  by  Uic  proi^idents  of  the 
rail  roads,  and  with  their  concuiTcnce,  appointed  by  General  Beauregard, 
to  take  upon  himself  the  entire  and  ex^lusiv**  control  of  all  tho  army 
transportation  by  rail  road,  under  the  immediate  sripervision  of  General 
Beauregard,  then  commanding  the  forces.  * 

19.  That  the  quartermaster's  department,  whilst  under  the  control  of 
Lieut.  Colonel  McLean,  established,  and  had  in  .successful  operation 
throughout  the  district  of  country  under  his  charge,  luauy  and  extensive 
manufactories  for  the  supply  of  tho  army  with  quarte.rmtister'e  stores 

20.  That  hospitals  w^  erected  and  otherwise  supplied  for  the  use  of 
the  army,  including  that  of  the  Mississippi,  and  were  i^i  many  instances 
furnished  and  supplied  from  tho  stores  of  the  quartermaster's  department, 
whilst  under  the  control  of  Lieutn^Colonel  McLean. 

2L  That  artesian  wells  were,*'under  the  direction  of  Lieut.  Col.  Mc- 
Lean, successfully  bored  at  Corinth,  to  supply  the  army  at  that  plaon 
with  water.  *        "  *  *- 

22.  That  corrals  were  esl&blished  by  the  quartermaster's  department 
of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi,  in  the  rear  of  the  army,  for  the  disabled 
and  worn  down  public  animals,  where  they  were  in  largd  tiumbcrfl,  pro- 
perly attended  and  successfully  recruited  for  the  servic*^ 

23.  That  for  ordinary'  purposfes,  a  .sufficient  and  permanent  force  of 
negro  laborers  was  employed  by  the  quartermaster's  department  for  load- 
ing and  nnloading  the  cars  at  the  rail  road  depots. 

24.  That  in  crsvs  of  emergency,  suflicient  assistance  was  obtained  by 
details  from  the  army,  upon  the  application  of  the  parties  desiring  them, 
as  was  tho  case  of  the  post  and  ordnance  department  at  tho  evacuation  of 
Corinth. 

25.  That  ihcre  was  a  sufficifent  number  of  competent  and  efficient  offi 
cers  of  the  quartemiastcr's  department  at  all  times  at  tho  rail  road  depot 
at  Corinth,  to  superintend  and  control  the  rail  road  transpoitation  of  the 
army  during  the  evacuation  of  that  plaee. 

20.  That  the  transportation  ojierations  on  the  occvsion  of  tho  evacua- 
tion of  Corinth,  were  expeditiously  and  successfully  conducted  by  cner 
getic  and  competent  officers  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  assigned

to  tlic  special  duty  of  supcrinLending  the  trausportation  of  army  stores 
and  troops  from  that  plaoo  by  rail. 

'27.  That  material  aid  was  rendered  by  Ooneral  IVagg  ajid  several 
nicHibors  of  his  staff,  and  sonic  members  of  the  staft'  of  General  Beaure- 
gard, also  by  other  officers,  as  well  a<  l>y  f^ol.  Benton's  regiment,  and 
other  details  from  the  army. 

28.  That  there  was  no  public  proiierty  ielt  in  Corinth  upon  the  evacu- 
ation of  the  place,  except  a  few  tents  and  broken  wagons,  some  old  har- 
ness, and  some  few  shells  ,and  other  ordnance  stores ;  most  of  which  pro- 
perty apj!iears  to  have  been  damaged  or  condemned,  or  not  worth  the  cost 
of  its  trans}>ortatiou  under  the  attending  circumstances. 

29.  That  then;  was  a  loss  of  a  number  of  rail  road  engines  and  cars 
Ioaded,with  army  stores,  upon  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  rail  road,  on 
the  morning  of  the  30th  bf  May  1862,  occasioned  by  the  burning  of  the 
rail  road  bridges  across  the  Ilatchie  and  Tuscumbia  rivers,  in  obedience 
to  specific  orders  given  the  officer* in  command  at  those  bridges,  to  destroy 
them  at  a  certain  hour. 

•W.  That  the  quartermaster's  department  had  no  notice  that  the  bridges 
were  to  bf!  destroyed ;  otherwi,se  the  trains  lost  might  have  been  dis- 
patched in  time  to  have  passed  the  bridges,  or  turned  down  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  rail  road,  and  thus  saved. 

'.U.  That  theix!  was  a  loss  of  a  train  of  cars  containing  certain  govern- 
ment property,  at  Boonevillc,  whilst  standing  on  the  track  of  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  rail  road,  on  the  morning  of  the  30th  of  May  J862,  occasioned 
by  a  raid  of  the  enemy's  cavalry,  over  wliioh  j^hig  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment had  no  control.  .  J^V 

32.  That  Lieut.  Colonel  McLejRi  Was,  at  one  time  during  his  adminis- 
tration of  tlie  quarferniastcr's  department  of  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi 
and  other  forces,  afflictt>d  with  a  disease,  which  was  loqal,  and  not  of  a 
nature  permanently  to  disable  him  from  attending  to  all  the  duties  re- 
quired of  him  as  chief  of  his  department. 

3:J.  That  with  the  exception  of  a  few  days'  illness  at  Corinth,  about  a 
week  previous  to  the  evacuation  of  that  place,  Lieut.  Colonel  McLean 
was  not  unable,  at  any  time  while  chief  quartermaster  of  the  army,  to 
attend  to  all  the  duties  which  were  required  of  him,  and  that  he  did  so 
attend  promptly  to  all  the  duties  devolving  \ipon  him  at  the  time. 

34.  That  Lieut.  Colonel  McLean  is  shown  by  the  evidence  to  have 
been  prompt,  energetic,  efficient,  courteous  and  considerate  in  the  dis- 
eharge  of  his  duties  as  chief  quartermaster  of  the  army,  successively  un- 
der Cenerals  Johnston,  Beauregard  and  Bragg,  and  especially  solicitous 


for  the  welfare  and  snecoss  of  thfe  department  entrusted  to  his  charge, 
and  for  which  he  was  responsible. 

OPINION    OF   THE   COURT. 

It  Ls  the  opinion  of  this  Court,  that  from  the  facts  elicited  in  the  inveati- 
nration  of  the  conduct  of  the  fj^qaifternmster's  department  of  the  Army  of 
the  Mississippi,  whilst  under  ..tJ^e^ontrol  of  Lieut.  Colonel,  then  Major 
Kuf^Conc  E.  McLean,  it  appears .^teit  tlio-  departiiient  was  managed  with 
all  the  energy,  cfliciency,  forethought  and  success  which  could  have  becm 
expected  under  the  diflficult  circumstances  attending  the  sudden  concen- 
tration oi-  our  armies ;  the  uuexp^ctid  occupation  by  the  enemy  of  our 
principal  fields  of  supply  ;  the  scarcity  of  the  means  of  ticld  transporta- 
tion ;  the  inability  to  obtajp  fotage  within  ^reasonable  roach  of  the  army 
bv  means  of  wagon  transportation:  the  failure  or  inability  of  the  rail 
roads  of  the  country  to  transport  from  a  distance,  when  purchased,  forago 
to  the  army ;  tlie  closing  of  tiie  great  markets  of  New  Orleans,  Memphi.s 
and  Nashville ;  the  interference  by  agents  of  other  brancins  of  the  ser- 
vice, with  the  departments  of  purchases  of  forage,  and  of  transi)ortation," 
under  Lieut.  Colonel  McLean;^ the  original  scarcity  throughout  tho 
country  of  aU  supplies  needed ;  ti^j^coutinuance  of  such  scarcity  in  con- 
sequence of  the  existing  bloc.fikc»t)f  the  ports  of  the  Confederacy;  and 
the  inexperience  of  nearlv  all  quartermasters'  agents  in  the  begiuning.of 
the  war.  X  ,7 

It  further  appears  from  thirevidence,  that  in  the  arduous  duties  attend- 
ing the  evacuation  of  Corinth  by  the  Confederrae  Army  under  General 
Beauregard,  the  quartc^aster's  department  wa.s  fully  ropiesented  by 
able  and  efficient  officers,  present  at  ^e  rail  road  depot  day  and  night, 
and  to  their  activity  and.  judgment  is  the  successful  removal  of  tht;  public 
stores,  for  wbifh  the  quarterma8t<'r>s  department  was  reaj)onsibl|^at  that 
placr,  mainly  aWibutable.  That  the  (|uartermastcr's  departnu-ut  during 
the  day  and  night  preceding  the  (nacuation  was  efficiently  aided  by  the 
personal  exrrtions  of  General  Bragg  and  several  members  of  his  and 
General  Beauregard's  staff,  and  by  the  exertions  of  Col.  Benton's  regi- 
ment, together  with  other  details  from  tlie  army. 

It  also  appears  from  the  e\'icleuc<^,  that  the  evactiation  of  Coriifth,  so  far 
MS  the  quartermaster's  department  waa,concemed,  was  a  complete  military 
success,  and  that  altiiough  so  short  a  time  was  allowed  to  remove  the 
ston\s,  but  little  property  was  lost,  and  that  but  of  small  value,  being 
mostly  worthless  or  condemned  stores  The  .severe  losses  of  the  engines 
and  cars,  together  with  the  public  property  contained  in  the  latter,  Je.- 


fttroycd  on  the  morning  of  the  evacuation  on  the  Hatchic  and  Tnscnmbia 
bridgtv?,  on  the  Memphis  and  Charleston  rail  rotul,  bv  our  troopB,  and  on 
the  Mobile  and  Ohio  rail  roiid,  at  IJoonevillc,  by  u  raid  of  the  enemy's 
v»valry,  are  shown  from  the  evidence  to  be  in  no  way  attributable  to  the 
quartermaster's  department. 

The  Court  is  also  of  opinion,  that  the  investigation  has  further  shown, 
that  in  the  conduct  of  the  department  Vommittid  to  his  charge,  Lieut. 
Col.  McLean  was  prompt,  energetic  and  efficient  in  th<-.  discharge  of  all 
the  duties  of  his  office  whilst  chief  quarti-rmaster  of  the  army,  and  that 
whilst  in  the  execution  of  those  duties,  his  instructions  to  and  tea^.hings 
of  his  subordinates,  contributed  much  to  the  success  atU-ndant  on  their 
exertions,  and  to  the  introduction  and  maintenance  of  the  propifr  system 
and  order  in  the  various  branches  of  the  department  entrusted  to  his 
supervision  and  control. 

in.  The  Court  of  Euquirj',  of  which  (-ol.  M.  lAnvis  Clark  was  presi- 
dent, is  hereby  dissolved.

GENERAL  ORDERS, 

No.  82. 

The  second  section  of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  organize  Partizan 
Rangers,  provides  that  such  Partizan  Rangers,  after  being  regularly  re- 
ceived into  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pay,  rations  and  quarters, 
during  their  term  of  service,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as 
other  soldiers.  The  irregularities  reported  to  this  department  as  having 
been  committed  by  such  corps,  render  it  proper  that  these  corps  shall  be 
placed  under  stricter  regulations  than  those  heretofore  adopted.  The 
Generals  commanding  the  departments  in  which  they  are  serving,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  combine  them  into  battalions  and  regiments,  with 
the  view  to  bringing  them  under  the  same  regulations  as  other  soldiers, 
in  reference  to  their  discipline,  position  and  movements ;  and  the  same 
officers  will  recommend  any  further  measures  for  their  organization  as  an 
integral  portion  of  their  commands,  as  will  in  their  opinion  promote  their 
efficiency  and  the  interests  of  the  service.  The  General  of  the  depart- 
ment will  recommend  field  officers  for  the  organizations  that  may  be 
made,  to  be  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  President.  Such  par- 
tizan corps  as  are  serving  within  the  enemy's  lines,  are  for  the  present 
excepted  from  this  order.

Specification  ) — In  this,  that  Major  General  John  P.  McCoun,  P.  A.  C 
S.,  being  in  command  of  a  division  serving  with  "  Army  of  Tennessee," 
did,  without  authority,  order,  through  Jjis  stafi'  officer.  Major  Bradford, 
Assistant  Adjutant  General,  Capt.  Olhson,  A.  €.  S.,  4th  Ark.  Regiment, 
•'  to  go  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  and  such  other  points  as  may  be  necessary," 
when  the  said  Major  General  John  P.  McCoun,  P.  A.  C.  S.,  knew  that 
such  details  were  not  authorized.  All  this  at  Shelbyville,  Tennessee,  on 
or  before  the  3d  day  of  February  1863. 

Specification  2 — In  this,  that  Major  General  John  P.  McCoun,  P.  A.  C. 
S.,  commanding  division,  did,  through  his  Assistant  Adjutant  General, 
Major  Bradford,  issue  the  said  order  to  Major  Olhson,  A.  C.  S.,  4th  Ark. 
Regiment,  to  proceed  to  Charleston,  S.  C.  and  other  points,  when  he  thw 
said  Major  General  Jolm  P.  McCoun,  P.  A.  C.  S.,  had  but  a  short  time 
previous  received  and  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  an  official  communi- 
cation from  the  Commanding  General  of  Department  No.  2,  requiring  an 
explanation  in  regard  to  his  detailing  officers  and  enlisted  men  to  go  from 
his  (McCoun's)  division,  out  of  the  lines  of  the  army.  All  this  at  Shel- 
byville, Tennessee,  on  or  about  the  3d  day  (jf  February  1863. 

II.    Finding  and  Sentence  of  the  Court. 

After  maturely  considering  the  evidence  adduced,  the  Court  find  the 
accused.  Major  General  John  P.  McCoun,  P.  A-  C.  S.,  as  follows,  to  wit :

Of  the  Charge,  ......        Guilty. 


And  do  sf-ntence  him  to  be  suspended  from  all  rank,  pay  and  emolu- 
ments for  the  space  of  six  months;  andthat  he  be  reprimanded  in  Gene- 
ral Orders,  by  the  oflBcer  reviewing:  the  proceetiings  of  this  Court. 

III.  The  proceedings,  findings  and  sentence  in  the  foregoing  case  hav- 
ing been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  be  laid  before  the  Presi- 
li!nt,  and  having  been  duly  considered,  the  same  are  approved,  and  the 
-entence  of  the  Court  will  be  carried  into  effect.  Major  General  John  P. 
McCoun  is  therefore  siispeuded  from  rank,  pay,  emoluments  and  com- 
mand for  six  months  from  this  date. 

r\''.  The  General  Court  Martial,  convened  by  General  Orders,  No.  6^, 
Adjutant  and  Inspector  General's  oQice,  and  of  which  Major  General  J. 
M.  Withers  is  president,  is  hereby  dissolved.

I.  The  following  Act  of  Congn^ss,  and  the  Regulations  adopted  by  the 
Department  in  pursuance  thereof,  are  pul)lished  for  the  infomiation  of  all 
concerned : 


AN  act  to  establish  A  niTrWSWd  mining  bureau. 

"Sect.  I.  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  do  enact,  That  the 
dflScers  authorized  and  appointed  «under  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  or- 
g^anization  of  a  corps  of  officers  for  the  working  of  nitre  cares,  t<f .,  passed 
April  11,  18G'2,  together  with  such  additional  officers  as  are  .luthorizcd  hv 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  an  independent  bureau  of  th<" 
War  Department,  to  be  entitled  '  Tlie  Nitre  and  Mining  Bureau.' 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  bureau  shall  have  charge  of 
idl  the  duties  prescribed  in  the  second  section  of  said  act,  and  shall  be- 
sides be  charged  with  all  duties  and  f.xponditures  connected  with  the 
mining  of  iron,  copper,  lead,  coal,  &c.,  so  far  as  it  shall  be  deemed  ne- 
cessary to  supply  the  military  necessities  of  the  country ;  and  the  super- 
intendent thercol  shall,  niukr  the  Secretary  of  War,  have  full  power  to 
make  such  leases  of  real  instate  and  purchases  of  fixtures  as  are  necessary 
or  appurtenant  to  any  mines  it  may  be  deemed  expedient  to  open  or  work 
on  government  account;  and  may  also  contract,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  such  suppHes,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  of 
all  qpppcr,  lead,  iron,  coal,  zinc,  and  such  other  minerals  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 

Se<^  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  bureau  sliall  consist  of  one 
Lieutenant  Colonel  as  superintendent ;  three  Majors  as  a.ssistaiit  superin- 
tendents; six  Captains  and  ten  Lieutenants,  in  which  shall  be  included 
the  officers  of  the  present  nitre  corps,  who  shall  have  the  same  pay  and 
allowances  prescribed  for  officers  of  cavalry  of  the  same  grades."  [Ap- 
proved April  22,  1863.] 

II.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  of  Opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to  accu- 
mulate supplies  of  iron,  in  the  various  military  departments,  for  the  repair 
of  rail  roads,  the  manufacture  of  arms,  mimitions  and  materials  of  war, 
and  for  the  operations  of  the  quartermaster's,  ordnance  and  engineer  de- 


partmentfi,  and  that  experience  has  shown  that  the  necessary  supply  can- 
nut  lie  obtained  by  purchase.  Impressment,  therefore,  according  to  the 
act  of  Congross  relating  to  impressments,  has  become  necessary  to  se- 
cure a  supply.  It  is  ordered  that  all  impr'ssments  that  may  be  made  of 
iron  for  this  purpose,  shall  be  conducted  by  the  chiofs  of  the  quartermas- 
ter's, ordnance,  engineer  and  nitre  and  mining  bureaux,  or  by  officers  d&- 
signat<*d  by  them,  vfho  shall  in  every  instance  communicate  to  the  owner 
the  necessity  that  exists  for  the  use  of  the  property,  the  disposition  of  the 
officers  to  purchase  the  same,  and  an  offer  to  purchase  it  at  a  price  to  be 
ascertained,  iu  accordance  with  the  act  relating  to  impressments,  if  the 
parti»!S  cannot  agree  upon  tl^tsame. 

III.  And  whereas  the  existing  necessity  for  iron  in  the  departments 
atbresaid,  and  for  the  good  of  the  public  service  is  such,  that  all  practica- 
ble measures  must  be  taken  to  secur^aa  adequate  supply,  it  is  further 
ordered,  that  whenever  it  may  become  necessary  to  secure  the  full  product 
of  any  mine  or  manufactory,  that  the  same  shall  ,be  worked  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States.  It  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  the  chi^f  of  either  of  the  departments  aforesaid  to  lease  or  purchase 
the  same ;  and  in  case  that  the  lease  or  ])urchase  is  impracticable,  then 
they  are  authorized  to  impress  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Confederate 
States  during  the  war,  or  while  such  necessity  shall  continue. 

IV.  That  proceedings  under  these  orders  will  be  conducted  under  the 
4th  section  of  the  act  concerning  impressments,?ind  in  pursuance  of  the 
directions  contained  in  jiaragraph  I.  >    M

Whereas,  there  have  been  a  number  of  applications  to  this  department 
for  authority  to  raise  companies  for  local  defence  and  special  service,  and 
for  instructions  as  to  the  method  by  which  such  organizations  may  be 
made  and  the  privileges  they  may  claim,  the  department  has  adopted  the 
following  regulations  on  the  subject : 

I.  Companies,  battalions  and  regiments  composed  of  persons  not  with- 
in the  age  of  conscription  (18  and  40),  will  be  accepted  as  volunteers 
throughout  the  Confederacy,  under  the  act  of  August  21st,  1861  (No. 
229),  for  local  defence  and  special  service. 

II.  The  organization  of  corps  for  local  defence  must  conform  to  that 
prescribed  for  companies,  battalions  and  regiments  of  the  provisional 
army.  The  minimum  number  for  a  company  of  infantry  of  64  rank  and 
file,  and  for  cavalry  60.  Battalions  must  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
companies,  and  regiments  of  ten.  Artillery  is  not  desirable.  Members 
of  cavalry  companies  must  furaish  their  own  horses,  but  will  receive 
forty  cents  per  day  for  their  use  while  in  actual  service. 

III.  The  muster  roll  of  all  such  organizations  shall  specify  that  the 
said  organizations  are  raised  under  this  act,  and  subject  to  these  regula- 
tions, and  contain  a  description  of  the  volunteer  as  to  age,  residence  and 
date  of  enlistment,  and  the  term  of  enlistment  for  the  war. 

IV.  Such  organizations  will  not  be  considered  as  in  actual  service,  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  pay  or  subsistence,  except  when  called  for  by 
the  President. 

V.  They  will  not  be  called  for  until  a  necessity  arises  for  service- 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  go  beyond  the  liyiits  of  the  State  to  which 
they  belong. 

VI.  They  are  expected  to  serve  when  called  out,  only  so  long  as  the 
emergency  exists,  and  then  to  return  to  their  ordinary  pursuits  until  again 
called. 

VII.  Arms  and  equipments,  when  not  possessed  by  the  members,  will, 
to  the  extent  necessary  to  supply,  be  furnished  by  the  Confederate  States.

VIII.  Should  any  of  them  be  captured,  they  shall  be  claimed  as  prv- 
•oaers  of  war,  and  all  the  protection  of  the  goverament  will  be  extended 
to  them. 

IX-  Field  officers  of  battalions  and  regiments  to  be  organized,  will  be 
appointed  by  the  President,  in  accordauce  w  ith  the  act  aforesaid.  Com- 
pany officers  may  be  elected  by  the  companies,  or  appointed,  as  the  mem- 
bers may  consent. 

X.  That  these  organizations  will  be  preferred  to  and  exempt  their  mem- 
bers from  any  call  of  militia. 

XI.  The  commandant  of  any  military  post  of  the  Confederate  States, 
the  sherifi'  of  any  coimty,  or  the  colonel  commanding  any  militia  regi- 
ment, or  the  judge  or  justice  of  any  county  or  other  court,  may  certify 
and  return  the  muster  rolls,  which  must  be  sent  to  the  Adjutant  and  In-  , 
spec  tor  General's  office  at  Richmond,  for  acceptance. 

XII.  In  the  event  of  a  call  by  the  President,  under  the  law  of  con- 
scription, on  all  between  the  ages  of  40  and  45,  those  in  said  organiza- 
tions subject  to  such  call  will  be  liable  to  discharge  or  transfer. 

For  tho  information  and  guidance  of  those  desirous  of  volunteering  for 
local  defence,  the  law  of  August  21st,  1861,  is  hereto  appended. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  Local  Defence  and  Special  Service. 

"Sec.  1.  Tlie  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact, 
Tiiat  the  President  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  u<;cept  the  services 
of  volunteers  of  such  kind  and  in  such  proportion  as  he  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, to  serve  for  such  time  as  he  may  prescribe,  for  tho  defence  of 
exposed  places  or  localities,  or  such  special  service  as  he  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

Sec.  2.  And  such  forces  shall  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Con- 
federate States  for  the  local  defence  or  special  service  aforesaid,  tho  mus- 
ter roll  setting  forth  distinctly  the  services  to  be  performed ;  and  the  said 
volunteers  shall  not  be  considered  in  actual  service,  until  thereunto  spe- 
cially ordered  by  the  President ;  and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  pay  or  sub- 
sistence only  for  such  time  as  they  may  be  on  duty  under  the  orders  of 
the  President,  or  by  his  direction. 

Sec.  ;J.  Such  volunteer  forces,  when  so  accepted  and  ordered  into  ser- 
vice, shall  be  organized  in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  all  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  public  defence,  approved 
March  Gth,  1861,  and  may  be  attached  to  such  divisions,  brigades,  regi- 


nieiits  or  battailous  as  the  Presideut  may  direct;  aud  wbeu  not  organized 
into  battalions  or  regiments  before  being  mustered  into  service,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  appoint  the  field  officers  of  the  battalions  or  regiments,  when 
organized  as  sikh  by  him."     [Approved  August  21st,  1861.]

I.  The  (senior  officer  of  enpneers,  serving  with  an  army  in  the  field, 
will  be  held  responsible"  for  the  proper  execution  of  all  duties  appertj^- 
inp  to  his  department ;  and  the  orders  of  the  Commanding  General  re- 
latiug  to  the  engineer  service,  will  be  conimnnicated  through  him,  and  he 
will  recommend  to  the  General  commanding,  the  assignments  of  junior 
officers  of  engineers,  to  serve  with  corps,  divisions  and  brigades.  The 
engineer  officer  of  highest  rank  in  each  assignment,  will  receive  the  or- 
ders of  his  immediate  commander,  report  to  hiui  whatever  concerns  the 
engineer  service,  and  communicate  to  him  the  orders  he  receives  from  tho 
Senior  engineer.  Ho  will  also  report  to  the  senior  engineer  all  his  operar 
tions,  with  sketches,  drawings  and  maps  for  the  iuforniatiou  of  tlie  Com- 
uianding  General,  and  for  transmission  to  the  Engineer  Bureau. 

II.  All  officers  of  engineers,  and  employees  under  Uie  Engineer  De- 
partment, will  communicate  through  the  proper  channels  with  tiio  senior 
engineer  serving  with  the  army  in  the  field.  i»e  responsible  to  him  for  all 
public  funds  and  property  in  their  hands,  and  receive  his  orders  and 
instructions. 

III.  The  duties  of  officers  of  engineers  serving  with  the  armies  of  the 
Confederate  States  in  the  field,  camp  or  cantonment,  are  as  follows,  viz: 
To  make  reconnoissances  and  surveys  of  the  sections  of  country  occupied 
by  our  forces,  and  as  far  as  possible,  of  the  country  held  by  the  e^^my, 

'  embracing  all  the  iufomiution  that  can  be  obtained  in  reference  to  mpids, 
bridges,  fords,  topographical  and  militaiy  featurea,  the  character  and  di- 
mensions of  the  water  courses,  the  practicability  of  constructing  fixed 
»nd  floating  bridges,  the  extent  of  wooded  and  cleared  hinds,  and  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  country  to  supply  the  general  wants  of  the  army ;  to  malbe 
detailed  examinations  and  surveys  of  positions  to  be  occupied  for  de- 
fensive purposes ;  to  select  the  sites,  and  form  plans,  projects  and  esti- 
mates for  all  military  works,  defensive  or  offensive,  viz:  field  forts,  bat- 
t«ries,  rifle  pits,  lines  of  infantry  cover,  militarj'  trenches,  parallels,  saps, 
mines  and  other  works  of  attack  and  siege ;  also,  works  for  obstnicting 
rivers  and  harbors ;  to  prepare  such  maps  and  plans  as  will  give  a  full 
knowledge  of  tbe  ground  and  proposed  works,  and  submit  the  same  to 


the  CominauJing  Geni'ral  for  his  information  and  consideration,  artd  for- 
\viir<],  through  the  proper  channels,  copies  of  all  reports,  memoirs,  esti- 
4uatOT^>Itins,  drawings  and  models  relating  to  the  duties  above  enumera- 
ted, to  the  Elngineer  Bureau  at  Richmond. 

IV.  The  locutions  and  plans  for  the  works  being  thus  determined,  they 
will  be  marked  out  on  the  ground  by  the  engineers,  who  will  Indicate  by 
stakes,  lines,  profiles  and  other  guides,  the  shape  and  dimensions  of  the 
different  parts,  for  the  information  and  government  of  those  who  direct  ( 
the  troops  or  laborers  employed  to  do  the  work.  When  troops  are  der 
tailed  to  constnict  temporary  defences,  they  will  be  in  all  cases  come 
manded  by  their  officers,  who  will  sec  that  the  work  is  done  in  exact 
conformity  to  the  plans  and  directions  of  the  officer  of  engineers,  without 
regard  to  rank. 

V.  When  an  officer  of  engineers  is  charged  with  directing  an  expedi- 
tion, or  making  a  reconnoissance  requiring  the  support  of  an  escort,  with- 
out having  conmiand  of  the  troops,  he  will  call  on  the  commander  of  the 
escort  to  move  with,  and  extend  to  him  all  protection  necessary  to  secure 
the  success  of  the  operation. 

VI.  Officers  of  engineers  will  not  assume,  nor  be  ordered  on  any  duty 
beyond  the  line  of  their  immediato  profession,  except  by  special  order  ot 
the  President.  In  the  operations  of  the  armies  of  the  Confederate  States, 
all  that  appertains  to  the  science  of  civil  or  military  engineering,  will  be 
assigned  by  commanders  to  the  officers  of  engineers  serving  with  their 
forces;  and"  with  them  will  rest  the  responsibility  of  a  proper  execution 
of  the  works.  The  labor  will  be  performed,  if  possible,  by  details  of 
troops  commanded  by  their  officers:  in  other  cases,  by  hired  labor  under 
the  control  of  overseers  employed  by  the  engineer  officers. 

'WH.  officers  of  engineers  will  not  be  required  to  give  other  supervi- 
sion to  the  fatigue  parties  or  laborers  employed  in  the  construction  of 
works,  than  is  necessary  to  indicate,  in  a  clear  and  distinct  manner  to 
those  directing  the  labor,  their  plans,  and  the  character  of  the  work  to  be 
done. 

VIII.  The  senior  officer  of  engineers  serving  with  a  Commanding 
General  in  the  field,  will  transmit  to  the  Engineer  Bureau  at  Richmond 
the  reports,  plans  and  journals  called  for  by  paragraph  478,  Army  Kegn-

I.  Before  the  MHitary  Court  attached  to  Lt.  Gon.  Lougstreot's  Corps, 
was  aijaigned  and  tried:

Chargt — Drunkenness  on  duty. 

(The  Specification  is  omitted  as  unnecessary.) 
Finding. 

The  Court  do  affirm  the  plea  of  the  accriscd,  and  find  hini  as  follows, 
viz :

Sentence. 

To  be  cashiered,  and  dismissed  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States. 
Recommendation  of  the  Court. 

The  undersigned,  the  members  of  the  Military  Court  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  respectfully  represent  to  Lieutenant 
General  Longstreet,  and  through  him  to  the  President,  that  they  have 
come  to  the  judgment  rendered  in  this  case  with  reluctance.  Though  it 
may  be  true  that  this  Court  is  vested  with  all  the  powers  possessed  by 
the  Special  Court  of  Enquiry,  as  it  is  termed,  appointed  by  act  of  the 
Confederate  Congress,  approved  'ilst  April  1862,  and  vested  therefore 
with  the  discretion  as  to  drunkenness  in  officers,  possessed  by  that  Conrt, 
they  yet  are  of  the  opinion  that  that  Court  possessed  no  discretion  as  t<» 
the  punishment  of  officers  for  drunkenness  "  on  duty."  The  45th  Ar- 
ticle of  War  prescribes  that  officers  so  offending  shall  be  cashiered ;  and 
as  that  article  is  not  repealed  in  terms,  nor  by  necessary  imphcation,  in 
the  said  act  of  the  2Jst  April,  they  conceive  that  that  article  is  still  th« 
rule  of  punishment  for  such  offences :  but  as  before  stated,  they  have 
come  to  that  conclusion  with  reluctance.  They  find  many  inducements 
to  a  milder  sentence.  They  find  that  the  season  and  the  service  were  so 
severe  as  to  excuse  to  some  extent  the  use  of  ardent  spirits.    They  find 


that  the  "  duty"  upon  which  this  officer  was  engaged  was  not  snch  as  to 
require  any  special  exercise  of  cave,  conduct  or  capacity;  and  they  find 
that  he  has  established  a  character  which  is  abundant  of  promise  to  the 
service  and  the  state.  For  these  reasons,  therefore,  they  would  have  im- 
posed a  ihilder  sentence,  and  especially  would  not  have  deprived  the  Con- 
federacy of  his  further  sen'ices  in  the  line  of  his  profession.  But  in  the 
Jihseuce,  as  they  conceive,  of  such  discretion,  they  can  only  commend 
him  to  the  clemency  of  the  Executive,  which  they  hope  may  be  exercised 
in  such  abatement  of  this  sentence  at  least  as  will  restore  him  to  his 
command. 

II.  The  proceedings,  finding  and  sentence  in  this  case  having  been 
laid  before  the  Secretaiy  of  War,  for  the  final  order  of  the  President,  the 
following  decision  has  been  rendered: 

The  view  taken  by  the  Court  as  to  the  effect  of  the  45th  Article  of  War 
in  such  cases  as  it  provides  for,  is  concurred  in ;  and  the  proceedings, 
finding  and  sentence  of  the  Court  are,  therefore,  approved.  But  in  con- 
sideration of  the  recommendation  of  the  Court,  and  Lieut.  Gren.  Long- 
street,  and  of  the  gallantry  and  good  character  of  Lieut.  Col.  Fiowerrci'. 
the  sentence  is  remitted,  and  he  will  return  to  duty.

I.  The  acts  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  6th  of  April  1863,  and  dates 
subsequent  thereto,  having  provided  the  means  of  procuring  army  sup- 
plies, notice  is  hereby  given  to  the  people  of  the  Coufederatc  States  and 
to  re<^eiving  officers,  that  from  the  date  of  this  publication  no  more  quar- 
t.'1-master's  si<^)p]ies  will  be  received  under  the  appeal  made  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  the  plan  of  the  Secretary  of  War  annexed  thereto.  All  such 
supplies  collected  or  tendered  prior  to  the  time  above  referred  tc,  v.ill  be 
paid  for  at  established  rates.  Hereafter  supplies  will  be  obtained,  as  fur  * 
a-s  practicable,  by  purchase,  and  when  necessary,  by  impressmei^ ;  and 
officers,  when  authorized  to  resort  to  inipressiiieut,  will  observe  strictly 
the  requirements  of  law.  and  tlu;  General  Orders  of  the  War  Department 
and  the  regulations  of  this  office  fouuded  thereon.

subject,  to  impressment,  may  be  stored  or  concealed,  in  order  to  obtain, 
or  secure  the  same :  and  if  he  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  are 
stof  d  or  concealed  in  aay  dwelling  house,  storehouse  or  other  building, 
to  which  he  is  refused  access,  he  may  apply  to  any  judge,  justice  of  the 
peace  or  commissioner  of  a  confederate  court,  for  a  warrant  to  enter  upon 
the  same,  upon  oath  of  the  facts,  and  describing  the  objects  stored  or  con- 
cealed, and  obtain  a  Avarrant  to  search  for  and  secure  the  same ;  which 
warrant  shall  only  be  executed  in  the  day  time  and  after  a  deniand  of  the 
owner  or  occupant,  if  the  owner  or  occupant  shall  then  be  inhabiting  the 
building  aforesaid.

The  commissioners  appointed  under  section  OtJi  of  the  bill 
recently  passed  by  the  confederate,  congress,  regulating  impressments, 
being  required  to  agree  upon  and  publish  a  schedule  of  prices  every  two 
months,  or  oftouer,  if  they  should  deem  it  proper,  in  accordance  with  the. 
foregoing  requisition,  we  res|)ectfully  lay  before  you  the  following  sche- 
dules of  prices,  marked  A  and  B,  for  the  ensiling  mouth.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  satisfactory  information  as  to  pork,  we  have  post- 
poned the  a])praisenient  till  our  next  assessment. 

Mr.  William  B.  Harrison  was  again  invited  to  act  as  third  commis- 
sioner; .nud  it  is  proper  to  add  that  the  schedules  of  appraisement  re- 
ceived the  unanimous  approval  of  the  commissioners. 

The  following  schedules  present  the  maximtnn  prices  to  be  [laid  for  the 
articles  appraised  at  all  cities  and  usual  places  of  sale,  and  when  im- 
pressed elsewhere,  the  same  prices  are  to  be  paid  elsewhere,  less  the  cost 
of  transportation  to  the  city,  or  usual  place  t>f  !*alc  to  which  the  article 
would  go  ordinarily  for  sale  from  that  neighborhood,  or  less  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  the  point  !lt  which  the  government  neqds  the  article, 
and  wishes  it  to  be  sent:  provided,  that  *iu  no  case  the  amount  deducted 
for  transportation  as  above,  shall  exceed  2.')  cents  per  bushel  for  grain, 
and  25  cents  per  cwt.  for  long  forage,  fiour,  bacon,  iron,  Ac.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  established  price  of  transportation,  the  government  to  pay  all 
legal  tolls ;  and  where  farmers  cannot  procure  nails  for  l>aliHg  forage, 
government  to  furnish  the  sanie  at  cost,  whirli  will  be  deducted  from  the 
established  price  of  b'lling :

I.  The  follo-.viu^  scliedules  of  prices  for  articles  named  tlicrein,  adopted 
by  commissioners  appointed  pursuant  to  law,  for  the  State  of  Virginia, 
are  announced  for  the  information  of  all  concerned  ;  and  the  special  atten- 
tion of  officers  and  agents  of  the  government  is  directed  thereto :

Sir: 

The  commissioners  appointed  under  section  5th  of  the  bill 
recently  passed  by  the  confederate  congress,  regulating  impressments, 
being  required  to  agree  upon  and  publish  a  schedule  of  j^  rices  every  two 
months,  or  oftener,  if  they  should  deem  it  proper,  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  requisition,  we  respectfully  lay  before  you  the  following  sche- 
dules of  prices,  marked  A  and  B,  for  the  ensuing  month.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  satisfactory  information  as  to  pork,  we  have  post- 
poned the  appraisement  till  our  next  assessment. 

Mr.  William  B.  HaiTisou  was  again  invited  to  act  as  third  commis- 
sioner; and  it  is  proper  to  add  that  the  schedules  of  appraisement  re- 
ceived the  unanimous  approval  of  the  commissioners. 

The  following  schedules  pre.<'eut  the  maximum  prices  to  be  paid  for  the 
articles  appraised  at  all  cities  and  usual  places  of  sale,  and  when  im- 
pressed elsewhere,  the  same  prices  are  to  be  paid  elsewhere,  less  the  cost 
of  transportation  to  the  city,  or  usual  place  of  sale  to  which  the  article 
would  go  ordinarily  for  sale  from  that  neighborhood,  or  less  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  the  point  at  which  the  government  needs  the  article, 
and  wishes  it  to  be  sent:  provided,  that  in  no  case  the  amotint  deducted 
for  transportation  as  above,  shall  exceed  25  cents  per  bushel  for  grain. 
and  25  cents  per  cwt.  for  long  forage,  flour,  bacon,  iron,  &c.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  established  price  of  transportation,  tin;  government  to  pay  all 
legal  tolls ;  and  where  farmers  cannot  procure  nails  for  baling  forage, 
government  to  furnish  the  same  at  cost,  which  will  be  deducted  from  the 
established  price  of  baling:

I.  Officers  of  cuginoer  troops  having  becu  seloctcd  for  appointment, 
with  special  reference  to  their  qiialilicatious  as  engineer^,  will  1k>  respected 
as  such,  and  their  duties,  when  serving  in  the  field,  camp  or  cantonment, 
will  embrace  all  that  are  enumerated  in  paragraph  III,  General  Orders. 
No.  90,  current  series,  "  as  the  duties  of  officers  of  engineers  serving  with 
armies  of  the  Confederate  States." 

II.  On  the  mami  engineer  troops  will  serve  as  pioneers,  coustnicting 
and  repairing  roads  and  bridges,  and  removing  impediments  to  the  ad- 
vance of  our  forces,  or  delaying  the  enemy,  by  breaking  np  roads,  de- 
stroying bridges,  and  otherwise  obstmcting  bis  communications.  They 
will  also  be  employed  in  making  rapid  n^connoissances  and  surveys  of 
the  country  occupied  or  marched  over  by  the  army ;  preparing  sketches 
and  maps  of  the  roTOs  and  topographical  features  ;  laying  out  camps,  and 
entrenching  military  positions.  During  battle  they  will  be  held  in  re- 
serve, and  used  as  circumstances  may  demand,  either  in  their  special 
duties,  or  as  infantry.     Under  the  command  of  their  officers,  thoy  may 

.  be  employed  in  the  construction  of  ovens  for  baking  l)road,  and  other 
works  requiring  mechanical  skill,  but  not  on  mere  police  duty,  or  the  like, 
unless  connected  immediately  with  their  own  organization :  nor  are  they 
to  be  employed  altogether  on  mere  fatigue  service — but,  once  iustnicted 
in  the  duties  of  tlie  engineer  soldier,  they  will  be  frequently  employed  in 
laying  out  works,  anS*  also  in  aiding  and  directing  the  labors  of  oUier 
troops  detailed  for  their  construction. 

III.  Whenever  practicable,  engineer  troops  will  be  drilled  and  in- 
structed in  the  duties  of  engineer  soldiers,  by  battalions  and  regimeute — 
and  to  this  end,  all  the  companies  serving  with  an  army  will  be  habitually 
kept  together:  but  such  temporary  a.ssignments  of  companies  to  Bivisions 
or  otherwise,  will  be  made  by  the  Conunanding  General,  as  will,  in  his 
judgment,  best  comport  with  the  interests  of  the  service.  The  Ordnance 
department  will  ftimisb  light  arms  to  tlii'sc  troops;  but  until  they  can  bo 
supplied,  infantry  muskets  will  l)e  used.  Entrenching  tools  and  other 
implcmeuta  will  be  issued  h^  the  Engineer  department. 


rV'.  Each  company  of  the  engineer  troops  shall  be  provided  l\y  the 
Quartermaster's  department  with  at  least  two  wagons  and  teams  of  four 
animals  each,  for  transportation  of  company  equipage,  entrenching  tools 
and  other  implements ;  one  ambulance  or  other  light  vehicle,  with  a  team 
of  two  horses,  for  carrying  surveying  instruments,  statiouery,  maps, 
drawing  boards  and  other  fixtures ;  and  twelve  additional  horses,  with 
saddles,  bridles  and  harness,  to  be  used  by  the  officers  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers  in  making  rapid  examinations  of  country,  or  for  hauling 
materials  needed  for  prompt  repair  and  construction  of  bridges,  roads  and 
other  works. 

V.  When  officers  of  the  corps  of  engineers  and  of  engineer  troops  are 
engaged  on  the  same  service,  the  senior  officer  present  shall  control  in 
ail  questions  relating  to  the  location  and  coustruction  of  defences,  and  to 
engineering  works  generally  connected  with  the  army,  unless  for  special 
reasons  it  be  decided  otherwise  by  the  commanding  officer:  but  should 
the  recommendations  and  plans  of  a  junior  officer  be  adopted,  the  direc- 
tions of  the  commander  will  not  be  communicated  through  him  to  the 
senior  engineer  officer,  whether  of  the  corps  or  troops,  but  through  the 
TiBual  channel  of  orders.  Officers  of  the  corps  of  engineers  will  not 
assume  the  command  of  engineer  troops.  In  all  cases  they  will  be 
under  the  command  of  their  own  officers.

"  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  That 
the  act  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  an  increase  of  the  (juartermaster's  and 
commissary  departments,  approved  February  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  by  .striking  out  the 
proviso  at  the  end  of  the  same,  and  iu.sertiug  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:  '  Provided,  that  no  (luarttrnia.ster,  as.sistant  quartermaster,  conuuis- 
sary  or  assistant  commissar}'  be  authorized  to  employ  as  a  clerk  any  onji 
liable  to  military  service :  and  the  commanding  oflicer  of  quartermasters, 
assistant  quartermasters,  commissaries  or  assistant  commissaries  may  de- 
tail from  the  ranks  under  his  command  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be 
necessary  for  service  iu  the  offict-s  of  said  quartermasters,  assistant  quar- 
termasters, commissaries  and  assistant  connnissaries:  provided,  that  only 
disabled  soldiers  shall  be  so  detailed  while  one  can  be  found  for  such  ser-

II.  To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  act,  officers  of 
the  quartermaster's  and  commissary  departments  iu  the  field  will  report 
to  the  Commanding  General  of  the  army  or  department  the  number  and 
names  of  the  clerks  employed  by  each,  and  whether  they  are  soldiers  or 
citizens.  If  soldiers,  unless  their  disability  be  shown  by  certificates  of 
medical  examining  boards,  they  will  be  promptly  returned  to  their  respec- 
tive companies.  If  citizens,  exemption  from  senice  must  be  exhibited, 
or  they  will  be  reported  to  the  proper  enrolling  officer  for  conscription. 

III.  Similar  reports  will  be  made  by  officers  of  the  quartermaster's  and 
commissary  departtncnts  at  posts,  through  the  chiefs  of  their  respective 
d^artments,  to  this  office.

I.  When  conscripts  have  been  sent  to  camps  of  instruction,  or  to  regi- 
oient.s  in  the  field,  after  being  pronounced,  by  the  district  examining 
boards  established  under  the  law,  fit  for  military  service,  they  can  there- 
after be  discharged  only  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed 
for  the  discharge  of  soldiers  from  the  army. 

II.  In  case  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  any  conscripts  to  camps  of 
instruction  are  disqualified,  the  commandant  will  order  a  medical  exami- 
nation, and  forward  a  report,  fully  setting  forth  the  grounds  of  disability, 
if  found  to  exi.st,  through  the  Bureau  of  Conscription,  to  the  Surgeon 
General,  for  his  approval,  and  for  final  action  by  the  War  Department. 

III.  Regimental  officers  have  no  discretion  but  to  receive  aud  take  np 
on  their  rolls  conscripts  duly  assigned  them  under  the  provisions  of.  Ge- 
neral Orders,  No.  82,  of  18G2,  from  this  office.  The  question  of  discharge 
arises  subsequently. 

IV.  The  compensation  of  surgeons  employed  under  the  act  of  con- 
gress, approved  October  11,  18G2,  to  examine  persons  enrolled  for  mili- 
tary duty,  will  be  $  5  per  day  for  each  day  they  are  actually  engaged  in 
making  such  examinations,  and  will  be  paid  upon  their  certified  accounts, 
by  the  quartermaster  of  the  nearest  camp  of  instruction.  This  order  will 
take  cfiect  from  the  20th  February  last. 

V.  General  Officers  who  are  provided  with  aids  de  camp  allowed  by 
law,  should  they  find  it  necessary  to  accept  supernumerary  or  volunteer 
aids,  must  only  receive  those  exempt  from  military  service.

That 
Qon-conimissioned  officers  and  piivales,  who  have  bceu  mustered  into 
service  for  the  war,  and  to  whom  furloughs  vaixj  bo  granted  fdV  not  more 
than  sixty  days,  shall  be  entitled  to  transportation  home  and  back :  pro 
Tided,  that  this  allowance  shall  only  be  made  onco  during  the  term  of 
(jnlistment  of  such  nou-commissioned  ofilcers  and  privates."  [Approved 
Febriiary  7,  1363.]  ^ 

An  act  to  amend  an  act  for  the  establishment  and  organuation  of  a  General 
Staff  for  the  Army  of  the  Confederate  States. 

"  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact.  That 
from  and  af>er  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  ratok,  pay  and  allowances 
attached  to  the  oflSce  of  Quartermaster  General  of  the  auny  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  shall  be  those  of  a  Brigadier  General  in  the  proviaipnal 
army."

That  no 
officer  or  8oldi<'r  of  the  army  shxll  receivs  jmy  for  any  period  during 
which  he  may  be  absent  without  leave,  or  boyon  J  th«  lo;ivo  granted,  from 
ocmpetent  authority,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  .iiiny  :  provided, 
that  this  restriction  shall  not  affect  the  sick  or  wounded  in  hospitals. 

Sec.  2.  In  order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  foregoing  section, 
it  tH  hereby  made  the  d^ty  of  commanding  officers  of  companies  to  state 
apon  the  miister  and  pay  rolls  of  their  companies  the  louglb  of  time  any 
offirr,  <ir  soldier  has  been  absrnt  therefrom,  without  leave  of  competent 
autli'  ;ity,  since  the  previous  payment,  when  the  deduction  of  pay  for 
snch  absence  will  be  mad>'  by  the  quarlerniasf^r  from  the  araouct  other- 
wise due  the  pfficer  or  st'ldior;  and  any  coromandfr  of  a  company  who

nhall  fail  to  note  sucli  absence  on  the.  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  Uio  com- 
pany Bliall  bo  rt;quirf-d  to  ref\jnd  to  the  government  the  amount  forfeited 
by  BucL  absent  officer  or  soldier,  unless  it  eball  already  havts  been  received 
from  the  oflwrcr  or  soldier  so  absent. 

Sec.  3.  Officers  sball  certify  upon  honor  on  their  pay  accounts  whe- 
ther they  have  or  have  not  been  abs'-nt,  without  leave  by  competent  au- 
thority, vi'hin  the  time  foi  which  ihey  c!fi:  ..  pay;  and  if  ab.sent  without 
leave,  they  shall  state  in  their  certificates  the  time  and  period  of  end) 
absences.  In  like  manni'r,  commanding  officers  of  companies  shall  cer- 
tify on  honor  on  their  pay  accounts  that  tbey  have  stivted  fully  and  cor- 
nictly  on  the  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  their  companies  the  length  of  time 
each  officer  and  soldier  of  the  company  has  been  absent  without  leave 
since  the  last  payment  of  the  company.  ^ 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  coiislrucd  to  relieve  auy  officer  or 
private  from  any  other  penalty  to  which  ho  may  be  liable  by  existing 
laws  or  regulations."     [Approved  April  16,  1863.] 

.•In  act  explnnatoTij  of  an  art  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  Pref^ident  to 
accept  tind  jilacr  in  the  service  certain  regiments  and  battalions  hcreio- 
fore  raised,  approved  ilth  October  1862. 

"  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  do  enact,  That  the 
socond  section  of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  President  to 
accept  and  place  in  the  service  certain  regiments  and  battalions  heretofore 
raised,  approved  on  the  olevt-nth  day  of  October  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize 
any  general  officer  to  appoint  any  of  the  officcr-s  of  said  regiments  and 
battalions.  That  said  ixigiments  and  battalions  shall.havc  the  right  within 
ninety  days,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  commander  of  the  brigade  for 
that  purpose,  to  elect  such  officers  as  volunteers  have  heretofore  been 
authorized  to  elect:  provided,  that  tliis  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  case 
whore  such  office  has  heretofore  been  filled  by  election."

That  so 
much  of  the  act  approved  October  eleventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred

repealed. 

•Sec.  2.  For  the  police  and  mana?ement,of  slaves,  there  sb all  b<  <  •>- 
empted  one  person  on  each  farm  or  plantation,  the  sole  property  oi"  a 
minor,  a  person  of  unsound  mind,  a  feme  sole,  or  a  person  absent  from 
homo  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  Confederacy,  on  which  there 
are  twenty  or  more  slaves:  prorided  tiuf  person  so  exempted  was  em- 
ployed and  acting  as  an  overseer  previous  to  the  sixteenth  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  there  is  no  white  male  adult 
ou  saiil  farm  or  plantation,  who  is  not  liable  to  military  duty,  which  fact 
shall  be  verified  by  tho  affidavits  of  said  person  and  two  respectable  citi- 
zens, and  shall  be  filed  with  the  enrolling  officer:  and  provided  the  owner 
of  such  farm  or  plantation,  his  agent  or  legal  representative,  shall  make 
affidavit  and  deliver  tho  same  to  the  enrolling  officer,  that,  after  diligent 
effort,  no  o%T5rseer  can  be  procured  for  such  farm  or  plantation  not  liable 
to  military  duty:  proridrd,  further,  that  this  clause  shall  not  extend  to 
any  farm  or  plantation  on  which  the  negroes  have  been  placed  by  divi- 
sion from  any  other  farm  or  plantation  since  the  eleventh  day  of  October 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two:  provided,  further,  that  for 
every  jierson  exempted  as  aforesaid,  and  during  the  period  of  such  ex-

Joint  Resolutions  on  the  subject  of  Retaliation. 

"  Resolved  by  the  Congress  of  the  Confederate  Stales  of  America,  In 
response  to  the  message  of  tho  President,  transmitted  to  congress  at  the 
commencement  of  the  present  session,  that  in  the  opinion  of  congress, 
the  commissioned  officers  of  the  enemy  ought  not  to  bo  delivered  to  the 
authorities  of  the  respective  Statcis,  as  Suggested  in  tho  said  message,  but 
all  captives  taken  by  the  confederati;  forces  ought  to  be  dealt  with  and 
disposed  of  by  the  confederate  government. 

Sec.  2.  That,  in  the  judgment  of  congress,  the  proclamalions  of  the 
President  of  tho  United  States,  dated  respectively  September  twenty- 
Eccond,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  January  first,  eighteen 
.hundred  oud  sixty-three,  and  tho  other  measures  of  the  govcrujaont  of 


the  United  Slates  uud  of  its  autliorities,  coininandors  and  forces,  ilcsigord 
or  tending  to  emancipate  slaves  in  the  Confcdorato  States,  or  to  abduct 
such  slaves,  or  to  incite  tlicm  to  insurrection,  or  to  employ  negroes  in  war 
against  t\u'  Confederate  States,  or  to  ovcrtlirow  the  institution  of  African 
elaverj',  and  bring  on  a  servile  war  in  these  States,  would,  if  successful, 
produce  atrocious  consequences,  and  they  are  inconsistent  with  tho  spirit 
of  those  usages  which  in  modern  warfare  prevail  among  civilized  nalious; 
they  may,  therefore,  be  properly  and  lawfully  repressed  by  retaliation. 

Sec.  ;].  That  in  every  case,  wherein  during  the  present  war,  any  vio- 
lation of  tho  laws  or  usages  of  war  among  civilized  nations  shall  be,  or 
has  bcon,  dene  and  perpetrated  by  ih-"--:  vs*'^^  ^i^'^t^y  ti.o  nnth^rify  of  tbo 
Government  of  the  United  States  ou  tlie  persons  or  property  of  citizens 
of  the  Confederate  States,  or  of  those  under  the  protection  or  in  the  land 
or  naval  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  05  of  any  State  of  the  Con-' 
federacy,  tho  President  of  the  Confederate  l^tafcs  is  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  full  and  complete  retaliation  to  be  made  for  every  such  violation,  in 
Buch  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  he  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  4.  That  every  white  person,  being  a  commissioned  oflSccr,  or  act- 
ing as  such,  who,  during  tho  present  war,  shall  command  nogroes  or  mu- 
lattoes  in  arms  against  the  Confederate  States,  or  who  shall  arm,  train, 
organize  or  prepare  negroes  or  mulattoes  for  military  service  against 
the  Confederate  States,  or  who  shall  voluntarily  aid  negroes  or  mulattoes 
in  any  military  enterprise,  attack  or  conflict,  in  such  service,  shall  be 
deemed  as  inciting  servile  insurrection,  and  shall,  if  captured,  be  put  to 
death,  or  be  otherwise  punished  at  tho  discretion  of  tho  court.' 

Sec.  5.  Every  person,  being  a  commissioned  officer,  or  Jicting  as  such 
in  the  service  of  the  enemy,  who  shall,  during  the  present  war  excite, 
attempt  to  excite,  or  cause  to  bo  excited,  a  servile  insurrection,  or  who 
shall  incite  or  cause  to  be  incited,  a  slave  to  rebel,  shall,  if  captured,  be 
pat  to  death,  or  bo  otherwise  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  G.  Every  person  charged  with  an  oflence  punishable  under  the 
preceding  resolution  shall,  during  tho  present  war  bo  tried  before  the 
military  court  attachi;d  to  the  army  or  corps  b}'  the  troops  of  which  he 
shall  have  been  captured,  or  by  such  other  military  court  as  tho  Presi- 
dent may  direct,  and  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  aa  the 
President  shall  prescribe,  and  after  conviction,  tho  President  may  com- 
mute the  punishment  in  such  manner  and  on  such  tctms  as  be  may  deem 
proper. 

Sec.  7.  All  negroes  and  mulattoes  who  shall  be  engaged  in  war,  or  be 
taken  in  arms  against  the  Confederate  Stat'^a,  or  shall  give  aid  or  comfort 
to  the  enemies  of  tho  Confederate  States,  shall,  when  captured  in  tho  Con-

•'  The  (ingress  of  the  Confedrratc  States  of  America  do  enact,  That 
the  President  be  authorized  to  appoint  as  mtiny  military  storekeepers  of 
ordnance  in  the  provisional  armj'  of  the  Confederate  States  us  may  b* 
deemed  necessary,  not  to  exceed  in  all  eight  storekeepers,  fonr  with  th» 
i.^T-  ..->(i  oiiovroTipo  of  p  <'aptnio  of  inf)in*''v,  nnd  four  with  the  pay  and 
allowance  of  a  fii"st  lientenant  of  infantrj'.

and  discharges;  and  In  nil  cases  where  they  shall  find  an  applicant  for 
furlough  unfit  for  military  dnty,  either  from  disease  or  wounds,  and  likely 
80  to  remain  for  thirty  days  or  upwards,  they  shall  grant  a  furlough  for 
AQch  time  u3  they  shall  deem  him  unfit  for  duty,  not  to  exceed  sixty  days 
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Said  board  Bhall  keoj)  »  aocrotavy  or  clerk,  who  shall  iasuo  all  fiirlong^hs 
by  order  of  the  board,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  time  of  furlough,  tho 
place  of  the  residence  of  the  soldier,  his  company,  regiment  and  brigade. 

Sec.  2.  Re  it  further  enacted,  That  no  further  regulation  shall  be  re- 
quired of  the  soldier,  and  no  passport  required  other  than  his  furlough. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  furthrr  enacted.  That  the  said  board  may  recommend  dis- 
charges,  stating  the  ground  thereof,  which,  when  ajiproved  by  the  Sur- 
geon General  or  the  General  commanding  the  army  or  department  to 
which  tho  soldier  belongs,  shall  entitle  him  to  a  discharge  and  trqpspor 
tation  to  the  place  of  his  enlistment  or  residence. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  places  where  there  are  but  two 
hospitals,  two  surgeons  in  charge  of  a  hospital  or  division  shall  constitutt* 
aboard  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  in  places  where  there  is  but  one, 
the  surgeon  in  charge,  and  two  assistant  surgeon.s,  if  there  be  two,  and  if 
not,  then  one,  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  may 
furlough  and  recommend  discharges  ua  aforesaid :  provided,  that  no  fur- 
lough shall  bo  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  board,  the  life  or  convalescence  of  tho  patient  would  bo  endangered 
theiBby.

II.  All  men  who  have  been  accused  or  convicted,  and  undergoing  sen- 
tence for  absence  without  leave,  or  desertion,  except  only  those  who  bate 
been  tw  ice  convicted  of  desertion,  will  be  returned  to  their  respective 
commands  for  duty.

II.  Ordnance  officers  on  dutyin  tho  field  will,  as  far  as  practicable 
bo  assigned  to  command  according  to  rank,  as  follows:  lieutenant  colo- 
nels to  armies,  majors  to  army  corps,  captains  to  departments  and  divi- 
sions, and  lieutenants  to  brigades.  No  olaim  to  promotion,  however,  will 
be  recognized  in  consequence  of  a-ssignment  to  any  command. 

III.  Two  ordnance  oflScers,  not  above  tho  rank  of  captain,  may  be 
allowed  as  assistants  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  an  army,  and  one, 
rot  above  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  an 
army  corps.  One  assistant,  not  above  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant, 
may  also  be  allowed  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  a  department,  when 
absolutely  necessary,  upon  application  to  the  Chief  of  the  IJureau  of 
Ordnance. 

IV.  The  designation  of  the  chief  ordnance  officer  attached  to  cora- 
Diands  will  correspond  with  the  designation  of  such  commands :  as  chief 

ordnance  officer  of  the  army  of ;  chief  ordnance  officer  of 

anny  corps;  chief  ordnance  officer  of department;  ordnance  officer 

of division ;  ordnance  officer  of brigade.

REPORT   OK   FACTS. 

1.  Major  Norris  was  not  intoxicated  on  the  .31st  of  May  186.3. 

2.  He  did  not  reveal  the  alphabet  of  the  signal  corps  on  the  31st  of 
May  IHG:}. 

;{.  The  enemy  knew  or  had  opportunity  to  know  the  locality  of  tho 
signal  stations  between  City  Point  and  Clairmont  before  the  Slst  of  May 
1863,  none  of  which  were -disclosed  to  Iiim  by  Major  Norris  on  that  day. 

4.  The  dispatch  shown  to  Captain  Mulford  by  Major  Norris  was  a  pri- 
vate dispatch,  conveying  a  report  of  successes  at  Vicksburg. 

5.  There  was  no  improper  intercourse  between  Major  Norrig  and  any 
officers  or  persons  in  the  service  of  the  enemy,  on  the  31st  of  May  1863. 


The  Court  is  of  opinion  that  the  charges  in  this  case  have  !)e("n  loo.s^Iy 
made,  and  without  due  care  and  investigation,  and  should  not  bo  further 
entertained.  The  Court  is  also  of  opinion  that  the  private  and  cflioial 
character  of  Major  Norris  remains  unaffected  by  this  proceeding. 

.II.  The  charges,  of  which  Mnjor  Norris  has  been  thus  fully  exonerated 
by  the  Court,  were  made  without  that  consideration  which  their  serious 
character  demanded,  and  in  a  manner  that  subjects  tho  prosecutor,  Lieut 
K.  A.  Forbes,  2d  Company  Independent  Signal  Corps,  to  the  grave  cen- 
unre  of  the  d<  partniei.t.  The  personal  and  official  character  of  an  officer 
is  not  to  be  lightly  as.sailed.  The  accuser  will  be  held  to  support  his 
charges  by  evidence — and  in  an  especial  nIKnncr  is  be  required  to  avoid 
creating  the  impression  that  tho  loose,  unofficial  statemcnla  of  olherB  an> 


facts  within  his  own  Icnowlcugc.  Tho.  greatest  care  and  consiJcratioD 
eliould  be  manifested  by  those  preferring  charges,  particularly  when  the 
reputation,  personal  and  professional,  of  a  superior,  is  called  iu  question. 

III.   The  Court  of  Enquiry,  of  which  Lieut.  Col.  George  Dt>as,  Adju- 
tant General's  department,  was  president,  is  hcri'by  dissolved*.

The  commissioners  appointed  under  section  5th  of  the  bill 
recently  passed  by  the  confederate  congress,  regulating  impressments, 
being  required  to  agree  upon  and  publish  a  schedule  of  prices  every  two 
months,  op  oftener,  if  they  should  doem  it  proper,  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  requisition,  we  respectfully  lay  before  you  the  following  sche- 
dules of  prices,  marked  A  and  B,  for  the  ensuing  month.  Owing  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  satisfactory  iuforaiation  as  to  pork,  we  have  post- 
poned the  appraisement  till  our  next  assessment. 

The  following  schedule  presents  the  maximum  prices  to  be  paid  for  the 
article^  appraised,  at  all  citifes  and  usual  places  of  sale,  and  when  im- 
pressed elsewhere,  the  same  prices  are  to  be  paid  elsewhere,  less  the  cost 
of  transportation  to  the  city  or  usual  place  of  sale  to  which  the  article 
would  go  ordinarily  for  sale  from  that  neighborhood,  or  less  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  the  point  at  which  the  government  needs  the  article,  and 
wishes  it  to  be  ."sent :  provided,  that  in  no  case  the  amount  deducted  for 
transportation  as  above,  shall  exceed  25  cents  per  bushel  for  graiu,  and 
25  cents  per  cwt.  for  long  forage,  flour,  bacon,  iron,  &c.  In  addition  to 
the  established  price  of  transportation,  the  government  to  pay  all  legal 
tolls ;  and  where  farmers  cannot  procure  nails  for  baling  forage,  govern- 
ment to  furnish  the  same  at  cost,  which  will  be  dcdacted  from  the  estab- 
lished price  of  baling:

In  assessing  the  average  value  of  "  first  class  artillery  and  wagon 
horses  at  $  3,')0,"  we  designed  that  the  term  should  be  accepted  and  acted 
upon  according  to  its  obvious  common  sense  import.  In  other  words, 
that  horses  should  be  selected,  and  then  impressed  accordingly  as  their 
working  qualities  and  adaptation  to  army  service,  together  with  their  in- 
trinsic value,  would  warrant  a  judicious  purcha.sor  in  considering  them 
as  coming  within  the  contemplation  of  the  commissioners  when  they 
assessed  the  average  value  of  such  horses  as  the  government  needed,  at 
$3.'i0.  But  cases  might  ari.se,  however,  when  the  public  exigencies 
would  be  so  urgent  as  to  demand  that  all  horses  at  hand  should  be  im- 
pressed. Yet  under  ordinary  circumstances,  when  family  or  extra  blooded 
horses,  or  brood  mares  of  admitted  high  value  are  impressed,  we  respect- 


fully  siiggfHt  to  the  S^'orctary  of  War  to  have  instructions  forwardcnl  to 
iho  impressing  officers  to  ]>roposc  and  allow  the  owners  to  suhstitutc  in 
their  8tea<l  such  strong,  soundAind  serviceable  horses  or  mules  as  shall 
be  considered  and  valued  hy  competent  and  disinterested  parties  as  first 
class  artillery  horses,  or  first  rate  wagon  mules. 

The  term  "average  value  per  head"  was  used  in  contradistinction  to  a 
fixed  and  uniform  price  for  each  horse  or  mule.  We  supposed  that  in 
impressing  a  nuniber^f  horses  or  mules,  whether  owned  Ipy  several  per- 
sons, or  one  individual,  that  some  might  be  estimated  at  $250,  or  even 
at  less,  and  others  at  diftereut  advanced  rates,  according  to  their  worth, 
up  as  high  as  $450,  or  above  tliaj^.  amount — thus  making  an  average 
value  or  price  for  a  number  of  good,  sound  and  efficient  horses,  $350 
each,  and  mules  $300  each. 

In  illuslration  of  our  views,  we  will  add,  that  a  horse  with  only  one 
eye  sound,  might,  in  all  other  respect*,  be  classed  as  a  first  rate  artillery 
horse,  yet  the  loss  of  one  eye  would  justly  and  considerably  curtail  his 
value.  So  ahorse  from  10  to  18  years  of  age  might  be  deeij||d  in  all 
other  particulars  as  a  first  class  artillery  horse,  but  of  course,  nowover 
efficient  or  able  to  render  good  service  for  a  year  or  so,  yet  his  advanced 
age  would  justly  and  materially  impair  his  value.  Any  horse,  however 
he  may  approximate  the  standard  of  a  first  class  artillery  horse,  must, 
according  to  deficiencies,  fall  below  the  maximum  price;  and  as  few 
comparatively  exactly  come  up  to  the  standard,  and  therefore  are  entitled 
to  the  maximum  price,  so  of  course;  in  all  other  instances  the  price  should 
b4'  proportionlitely  reduced,  as  imperfections  place  them  below  the 
standard  of  first  class,  &c.

ing  to  his  discretion. 

II.  Under  instructions  from  the  Bureau  of  Conscription,  an  .nrolling 
oflScer  will  be  attach.-d  to  each  military  dc'partment  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses indicated  in  paragraph  I. 

III.  Overseers  entitled  to  exemption  will  be  exempted  from  military 
service  for  one  year,  when  the  owner  of  the  slaves  of  whom  the  overseer 
has  had  charge,  shall  pro^ent  to  the  enrolling  officer  the  receipt  of  a  quar- 
termaster for  the  amount  of  the  tax  imposed  in  such  cases  by  the  act  of 
Congress,  aj.proved  May  1 ,  1863.

I.  In  any  case  where  the  exigencies  of  the  army  compel  impressment 
or  purchase,  for  its  use,  of  the  whole  of  any  one  article,  or  all  articles  of 
the  planter's  pvoduclion,  taxed  iu  kind,  tlie  pose  quai lermaster  uf  tue  uio- 
trict  will  transfer  to  his  district  collector  the  assessor's  estimate,  to  be  col- 
lected in  the  money  value  only,  at  the  rate  of  purchase  or  impressment, 
a«  the  case  may  be.  Before  makiug^  such  transfer,  the  post  quartermas- 
ter of  the  district  will  credit  the  producer  upon  such  estimates  with  the 
amount  of  such  articles  as  he  may  have  paid  in  kind,  and  endorse  thereon 
the  circumstances  under  which  the  transfer  is  made. 

II.  Controlling  and  post  quartermasters  of  districts  will  keep  and  re- 
port their  accounts  relating  to  tax  in  kind,  separate  and  distinct  from  all 
others. 

III.  Producers  arc  required  to  deliver  the  wheat,  corn,  oats,  rye,  buck- 
wheat, rice,  peas,  beans,  cured  hay  and  fodder,  sugar,  molasses  of  cano, 
wool  and  tobacco,  in  such  form  and  ordinary  marketable  condition  as 
may  be  nsual  in  the  section  in  which  they  are  delivered — conon  ginned 
and  packed  in  some  secure  manner — tobacco  stripped  and  packed  in 
boxes. 

IV.  Where  post  quartermasters  of  districts  entrust  agents  with  dis- 
bursements, caro  must  be  taken  that  receipts  and  accounts  be  stated  in 
the  name  of  the  post  quartermaster. 

V.  Quartermasters  and  commissaries  serving  with  troops  may  receive 
the  tithe  tax,  when  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  chief  quartermaster  or 
chief  commissary  of  the  army  in  which  they  are  sei-ving.  The  names  of 
such  authorized  oflBccrs  will  be  reported  to  the  Quartermaster  General. 

VI.  Where  producers  offer  to  pay  their  tithe  tax  to  officers  authorized 
to  receive  it,  it  is  ohligatory  upon  the  latter  to  receive  the  produce,  and  to 
pay  the  excess  of  transportation  over  eight  miles,  at  the  rates  prescribed 
by  state  commissioners,  under  the  impressment  act.  In  each  case  they 
'will  receipt  to  the  post  quartermaster  of  tho  district  for  the  produce. 


upon  this  receipt  tho  receiving  ofScer  will  be  responsible  for  the  quantity 
which  he  will  take  up  on  his  property  return.    Tfie  receipt  given  to  the 
producer  will  only  be  cvidtmce  that  so  much  of  his  tax  is  paid.     In  ail 
such  receipts  tho  name  of  .the  producer  and  his  county  will  be  stated.

Notifica- 
tions of  the  receipt  and  approval  of  said  bonds  will  be  forwarded  to  offi- 
cers, through  the  chief  of  the  Bureau  to  which  they  belong." 

II.  All  officers  of  the  Quartermaster  General's  and  Commisfnry  (Jene 
ral's  departments  (e.vcept  such  as  hold  commi.'isions  in  the  regular  army 
of  the  Confederate  States),  appointed  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the 
present  session  of  Congress  (January  12th,  186.3),  and  whose  bonds, 
prior  to  the  date  of  this  order,  have  not  been  filed  in,  and  approved  by

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  commandants  of  conscripts,  on  infomia- 
tion  of  persons  being  received  into  companies  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  to  make  ininiodiat<!  requisitiim  for  such  jjersons  on  the 
officer  commanding,  and  on  failure  of  the  officer  to  return  the  persons  so 
received  to  tlie  camp  of  instruction,  the  commandant  shall  report  the 
matter,  with  the  facts  of  the  ca.'^e,  to  the  Bureau  of  Conscription,  to  be 
decided  by  this  departinent. 

IV.  No  officer  commanding,  whose  company  reaches  the  maximum 
allowed  by  regulations,  shall  be  periuitted  to  receive  recruits,  either  as 
Folunteers  or  in  any  other  form.

on  the  muster  roll  as  such.  These  transcripts  or  certificates  will  be 
signed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  and  company,  and 
will  bo  equivalent  with  the  pay  officer  to  the  commi.'sion  or  letter  of  ap- 
pointment referred  to  in  paragraph  I,  General  Orders,  No.  121,  of  IHHiJ.

As  there  octftJrred  several  inaccuracies  in  publishing  our 
schedule  A,  dated  Richmond,  October  1st,  186;{,  we  respectfully  submit. 
the  following  corrections.  We  trust,  as  the  mistakes  arc  so  obvious,  that 
the  good  sense  of  the  public  as  well  as  of  our  impressing  agents,  enabled 
them  in  detecting  to  correct  them.  In  August  we  assessed  prime  white 
and  red  wheat  at  $5  per  bushel,  and  good  superfine  Hour  at  $25  per 
barrel.  At  our  meeting  the  24th  of  September,  the  board  readopted  in 
full  our  schedule  of  August,  with  a  few  additions.  Therefore  we  RK- 
TAINEU  our  former  valuation  of  .superfine  flour.  But  we  added  fine  tlour, 
which  we  assessed  at  f  22  per  barrel,  "and  extra  superfine  Hour  at  !|i26  r)0 
per  baiTcl,  and  family  flour  at  $28  per  barrel — each  weighing  JiUi  lbs. 
We  also  added  good,  fresh  fat  pork,  at  forty-five  cents  per  pound  net 
weight.  Not  apprehending  the  development  of  any  facts  of  sufticient 
importance  to  require  a  change  in  our  valuations  for  at  lea-st  two  niontlis, 
we  adopted  schedules  A  and  H,  as  adjusted  in  August,  with  the  foregoing 
additions,  as  the  government  ra<es  "for  the  ensuing  two  months.  Wo 
therefore  submit  the  August  schedules  marked  A  and  B,  with  the  forego- 
ing stated  additions  and  corrections,  and  request  their  republication,  witli 
the  understanding  that  the  prices  therein  indicated  are  to  remain  for  the 
months  of  October  and  November,  as  agreed  upon  when  we  presented  to 
you  our  last  report.  If  in  the  mean  time  any  additions  to  the  number  of 
articles  assessed  should  be  desirable,  we  will  send  in  a  supplemental 
schedule  embracing  them.

In  assessing  the  average  value  of  "first  class  artillery  and  wagon 
horses  at  $  350,"  we  designed  that  the  term  should  be  accepted  and  acted 
upon  according  to  its  obvious  common  .souse  import.  In  other  words, 
that  horses  should  be  select<'d,  and  then  impressed  accordingly  as  their 
working  qualities  and  adaptation  to  army  service,  together  with  their  in- 
trinsic value,  would  warrant  a  judicious  purchaser  in  considering  them 
as  coming  within  the  contemplation  of  the  commigsiouors  when  they 
assessed  the  average  value  of  such  horses  as  the  government  needed,  at 
f  350.  But  cases  might  arise,  however,  when  the  public  exigencies 
would  be  so  lugent  as  to  demand  that  all  horses  at  hand  should  be  im- 


pressed.  Yet  under  ordinary  circumstances,  when  family  or  extra  blooded 
horses,  or  brood  mares  of  admitted  high  value  are  impressed,  we  respect- 
fully suggest  to  the  Secretary  of  War  to  have  instructions  forwarded  to 
the  impressing  officers  to  propose  and  allow  the  owners  to  substitute  in 
their  stead  such  strong,  sound  and  semceable  horses  or  mules  as  shall 
be  considered  and  valued  by  competent  and  disinterested  parties  as  first 
class  artillery  horses,  or  first  rate  wagon  mules. 

The  term  "average  value  per  head"  was  used  in  contradistinction  to  a 
fixed  and  uniform  price  for  each  horse  or  mule.  We  supposed  that  in 
impressing  a  number  of  horses  or  mules,  whether  owned  by  several  per- 
sons, or  one  individual,  that  some  might  be  estimated  at  $250,  or  even 
at  less,  and  others  at  different  advanced  rates,  according  to  their  worth, 
up  as  high  as  $450,  or  above  that  amount — thus  making  &n  average 
value  or  price  for  a  number  of  good,  sound  and  efficient  horses,  $350 
each,  and  mules  $  300  each. 

In  illustration  of  our  views,  we  will  add,  that  a  horse  with  only  one 
rye  sound,  might,  in  all  other  respects,  be  classed  as  a  first  rate  artillery 
horse,  yet  the  loss  of  one  eye  would  justly  and  considerably  curtail  his 
value.  So  a  horse  from  10  to  18  years  of  age  might  be  deemed  in  all 
other  particulars  as  a  first  class  artillery  horse,  but  of  coiarse,  however 
efficient  or  able  to  render  good  service  for  a  year  or  so,  yet  his  advanced 
age  would  justly  and  materially  impair  his  value.  Any  horse,  however 
he  may  approximate  the  standard  of  a  first  class  artillery  horse,  must, 
according  to  deficiencies,  fall  below  the  maximum  price;  and  as  few 
comparatively  exactly  come  up  to  the  standard,  and  therefore  are  entitled 
to  the  maximum  price,  so  of  course  in  all  other  instances  the  price  should 
be  proportionately  reduced,  as  imperfections  place  them  below  the  standard 
of  first  class,  &c.

at  jRichmond,  Va.,  or  Brig.  Gen.  G.  J.  Pillow,  at  Marietta,  Ga.,  as  the  c;ise 
may  require),  lists  of  all  men  so  furloughcd,  aud  who  do  not  proniplly 
return  to  their  companies  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  gnjaited  them ;  and 
it  will  be  the  duly  of  the  superintendent  receiving  such  lists,  to  direct  the 
proper  enrolling  officers  to  arrest  and  return  to  their  companies,  without 
delay,  all  persons  who  are  thus  reported,  aud  found  absent  without  proper 
authority. 

III.  Payment  upon  affidavit  to  soldiers  sick  or  wounded,  in  hospitals, 
who  are  unprovided  with  dcscrijHive  lists,  will  hereafter  be  limited  to  four 
months'  pay.

1.  The  commanding  general  or  the  officer  of  engineers  in  charge  of 
the  work,  shall  have  power  to  decide  upon  the  necessity  for  making  im- 
pressments of  slaves  for  this  pnrpose,  after  making  suitable  efforts  to 
secure  the  necessary  laborers  by  contract.  He  must  be  satisfied  of  the 
necessity  of  the  measure  4)efbre  he  resorts  to  it. 

2.  He  may  authorize  the  impressment  of  male  slaves  between  the  ages 
of  seventeen  and  fifty  years,  but  before  the  first  day  of  December  next 
shall  abstain  from  impressing  slaves  from  plantations  exclusively  devoted 
to  the  production  of  grain  and  provisions,  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner,  except  in  cases  of  urgent  no^essify. 

3.  No  impressments  shall  be  niadt.'  of  the  slaves  employed  in  the  do- 
mestic and  fitniily  service  exclusively,  nor  upon  farms  or  plantations 
where  there  are  oot  more  than  three  slaves  of  the  age  specified,  and  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  slaves  shall  be  impressed  in 
any  county  at  the  same  time,  unless  the  necessity  is  very  great,  and  after 
consultation  with  this  department  or  the  governor  of  the  state  in  which 
the  impres.«ment  is  to  bo  made. 

4.  The  ordinary  period  for  impressment  shall  be  !?i\fy  dnys,  but  if  the 
owner  of  any  slave  shall  fjii!  to  bring  the  slaves  impressed  to  the  place 
of  rendezvous  within  five  days  after  the  time  appointed,  the  slaveg  so 
witi\held  may  be  detained  for  ninety  days,  and  for  a  longer  term  of  ten 
days  for  everj'  day  of  default,  tinh^s  a  rcasonabl'  excuse  be  given  for 
the  delays  that  have  occnrrcil. 

Tt.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  gt^neral  in  charge  of  any 
lines  requiring  fortification,  to  acqiiaint  himself  with  the  resources  of 
slave  labor  within  his  department,  and  to  consider  with  care  the  manner 
in  which  he  may  obtain  the  control  of  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  public 
■ervice,  by  fair  and  equitable  apportionment  among  the  owners  of  such 
property.  He  will  consult  with  the  governor  of  the  state  and  other  state 
authorities  as  to  the  best  mode  of  proceeding,  so  that  his  impressment 
may  cause  the  least  embarrassment  to  the  industrial  ptirsuits  of  the  com- 
munity. 

6.  Notices  shall  he  given  of  the  number  and  character  of  the  slaves 


required,  the  time  and  place  of  their  delivery,  the  time  for  which  the  ser- 
vice  is  required,  and  of  the  arrangements  made  for  the  subsistence,  niau- 
at^ement  and  custody  of  the  slaves  so  required;  and  if  the  masters  of 
slaves  shall  agree  to  furnish  sulisistence  for  their  slaves  and  a  suitable 
overseer  or  agent  to  superintend  them,  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
so  doing.  But  such  overseers  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  oflBcer 
in  charge,  and  may  be  dismissed  for  any  misconduct  by  him. 

7.  The  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per  month  for  each  slave  deUvered  in 
pursuance  to  requisition,  and  fifteen  dollars  per  month  for  each  slave  held 
in  consequence  of  failure  of  his  master  to  obey  rcfjuisition  made  as  herein 
before  provided,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Confederate  States,  and  soldiers' 
rations,  medicines  aud  medical  attendance  furnished ;  and  the  value  of  all 
such  slaves  as  may  die  dming  their  term  of  service  or  thereafter,  from  in- 
juries received  or  diseases  contracted  in  such  service,  or  may  not  be  re- 
turned, shall  be  paid  by  the  Confederate  States.  Such  value  shall  be 
conclusively  established  by  a  formal  appraisement  by  a  board  of  experts 
mutually  agreed  upon  at  the  time  the  slaves  are  received  into  the  confe- 
derate service.  Compensation  shall  also  be  made  for  all  injuries  to  slaves 
aiising  from  the  act  of  the  public  enemy,  or  from  any  injury  arising  from 
a  want  of  due  diligence  on  the  part  of  authorities  of  the  Confederate 
States.  But  the  Confederate  States  will  not  be  liable,  for  any  slave  not 
returned  by  reason  of  fraud  or  collusion  on  the  part  of  the  owner  or  his 
agent,  or  the  overseer  selected  by  him  to  superintend  them,  nor  if  his 
death  should  be  caused  by  the  act  of  God,  or  by  disease  e.vistiug  when 
the  slave  is  received  by  confederate  authorities. 

3.  Subsistence  aud  provisions  furnished  by  the  owner  shall  be  com- 
nmted  for  at  the  rates  allowed  soldiers  in  service.  All  slaves  sent  volun- 
tarily to  the  confederate  authorities,  and  accepted  by  them,  without  other 
special  contract,  shall  stand  on  the  same  footing  as  those  delivered  under 
recjuisitiou;  and  the  owners  of  all  slaves  delivered  or  taken  under  requisi- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  regard  the  Confederate  States  as  contracting  with 
them  to  comply  with  the  obligations  and  conditions  herein  expressed. 

U.  In  case  "there  should  be  auy  disagreement  on  the  subject  of  the  value 
of  any  slave  impressed,  or  in  case  the  impressing  officer  shall  not  be 
satisfied  of  the  accuracy  of  any  valuation  or  valuations,  the  appraisement 
shall  be  referred  to  the  appraisers  appointed  under  the  5th  section  of  the 
act  concerning  impressments,  according  to  the  j)rovisions  of  the  act  of 
congress  approved  27th  April  18G3,  and  published  in  Orders,  No  53,  cur- 
rent series.

IV.  The  HDth  Article  of  War  provides,  that  where  the  sentence  of  a 
Court  Martial  is  d«*Hth,  or  the  cashiering  of  an  officer,  tlie  officer  conven- 
ing the  Court  may  suspend  exocution  of  the  sentence  till  the  pleasure  of 
the  President  of  the  Confedfrate  States  be  known. 

The  intent  of  this  article  is  not  to  relieve  Conimanding  Generals  of  re- 
sponsibility, but  to  enable  ibein,  in  difficult  and  doubtful  cases,  to  refer 
the  question  to  higher  authority.  But  it  has  been  observe,!  that  in  many 
cases,  where  the  ctturae  to  be  pursued  was  rendered  obvious  by  the  evi- 
dence, commanding  officers  have  nevertheless  availed  themselves  of  the 
privilege  c.  nforred  in  the  article  referred  to,  by  sending  on  tin;  record  to 
be  reviewed  by  the  I'renident.  The  duties  of  the  Kxecutive  arc  suffi- 
ciently onerous  without  the  accumulation  of  such  niatters  for  hi  atten- 
tion, where  they  can  be  propel ly  dispo.-cd  of  elsewhere;  and  while  it  is 
not  designed  to  weaken  the  provisions  of  the  articles  of  war.  or  iiiterfero 
with  the  views  of  duty  entertained  by  officers  on  this  subject,  it  is  pniper 
to  remark,  that  tliere  are  cases  of  capital  punishment  and  dismissal, 
wheic  the  duty  of  the  Couimaiiding  General  is  rendered  by  the  Court  re- 
cord too  plain  to  Ix-.  doubted,  and  in  whicli  the  responsibility  "iw  lime  of 
var"  being  fi.xed  upon  hiui  in  the  first  instance  by  the  law,  should  not  be 
avoided.

tive list,  place  where  statioueil,  by  whom  the  furlough  wiis  granted,  and 
the  time  at  which  it  expires. 

III.  When,  at  the  expiration  of  his  furlough,  and  being  at  a  distance 
from  an  hospital  examining  board,  a  soldier  is  unable  to  travel,  the  enroll- 
in"-  officer  will  order  him  before  the  board  of  examiners  for  conscripts ; 
and  the  medical  officer  and  one  of  the  phjsiciaus  "employed"  concur- 
ring, they  will  forward  to  his  Commanding  General,  with  a  statement  of 
his  case,  a  recommendation  for  an  extension  of  furlough,  not  to  excee<l 
thirty  days,  duplicates  being  also  sent  to  the  Surgeon  General.  But 
when  the  soldier  is  accessible  to  a  general  hospital,  he  will  be  sent  before 
the  hospital  examining  board,  who  will  conform  to  the  preceding  in- 
structions. 

IV.  In  cases  of  sickness  ol  wounds,  which,  from  any  cause  are  ne- 
glected, or  do  not  receive  proper  treatment,  the  disabihty  in  consequence 
being  prolonged,  the  soldier  will  be  sent,  by  the  enrolling  officer,  to  tht« 
nearest  camp  of  instruction  for  treatment  in  hospital. 

V.  Recommendations  for  extension  of  leave  to  officers  and  furloughs  to 
soldiers,  and  medical  certificates  to  officers  and  certificates  of  disability 
for  discharge  to  soldiers,  will  only  be  given  by  authorized  boards  of  ex- 
aminers ;  or,  in  cases  embraced  in  paragraph  III  of  this  order,  by  the 
board  of  examiners  for  conscripts.  Recommendations  or  certificates  from 
private  physicians,  or  from  a  medical  officer  singly,  will  not  be  received. 
Paragraphs  171  and  173,  General  Regulations,  and  paragraph  I,  General 
Orders,  No.  51,  current  scries,  from  this  office,  are  amended  to  accord  with 
this  paragraph. 


VI.  Fnrloughed  soldiers  will  not  be  permitted  to  go  within  tLe  lines 
of  the  enemy. 

VII.  In  the  medical  oxamination  of  substitutes,  the  instructions  and 
requirements  of  paragraph  119*2,  Coneral  Regulations  (paragraph  48, 
Medical  Regulations),  will  be  fully  adhered  to;  and  if  a  subsiitute  fails 
to  meet  the  conditions  of  tliat  paragraph,  he  will  be  rejected.

I.  The  requirements  of  the  away  making  it  necessary  that  the  present 
snpply  of  artillery  horses  and  other  field  transportation  be  carefully  hus- 
banded, and  a  more  perfect  syslem  of  supply  adopted,  IVfajor  A.  H.  Cole, 

.Inspector  General  of  Field  Transportation,  in  addition  to  his  present  du- 
ties, is  hereby  charged  with  this  duty. 

II.  Under  his  orders  all  inspections,  purchases,  impressments  and  is- 
sues of  field  transportation  (including  avtiliery  horses)  will  be  made,  and 
recruiting,  fabricating  and  repairing  done  throughout  the  C'oufedenite 
States ;  and  all  other  officers  are  prohibited  from  purchtisiug  or  disposing 
of  this  description  of  property,  except  such  as  may  bo  specially  autho- 
rized to  purchase  by  the  Commanding  General  of  an  army,  whose  field 
of  operation  in  such  cases  shall  be  confined  to  the  limits  of  the  army  and 
the  country  immediately  in  (he  advance:  and  under  no  circumstances  will 
such  officers  be  allowed  to  purchase  within  aiiy  district  of  country  to  which 
a  regularly  appointed  purchasing  officer  has  been  assigned. 

III.  The  Quartermaster  General  is  authorized  to  district  the  Confede- 
rate States  for  the  purposes  nanied,  and  will  assign  officers  to  the  duty, 
who  will  control  the  subject  within  their  respective  districts,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  establish. 

IT.  Officers  charged  with  inspection  of  field  transportation  are  autho- 
rized to  make  inspections  any  where  within  the  limits  of  their  assignment, 
and  to  condemn,  and  order  to  be  turned  in  to  the  nearest  post  quarter- 
master, all  artillery  horses  and  other  transportation  found  unserviceable, 
to  be  so  disposed  of  as  tlie  chief  inspector  of  the  district  may  direct. 

V.  Chief  quartermasters  of  armies  or  quartermasters  at  posts  other 
than  those  in  the  field,  will  make  their  estimates  on  the  chief  inspector  of 
the  district  for  such  field  transportation  as  they  may  require.  When  ne- 
cessary for  the  protection  of  parties  collecting  animals  near  the  enemy's 
lines,  a  cavalry  escort  will  be  furnished  by  the  nearest  commander  of 
troops. 

VI.  The  horses  and  other  property  in  use  in  the  Commissaiy  depart- 
ment must  not  be  impressed  by  officers  of  any  other  department.

In  conscqiienco  of  imiTiorous  applicalions  made  by  vurionn  persons  to  tlio  War 
Oepartnu-nt,  it  is  obvious  that  sonio  misconception  in  ropurd  to  the  iustructions  of 
Ihe  SeMetary  of  War  in  relation  to  the  impressment  of  supplies,  must  exist  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  or  that  the  npents  of  the  government  haM<  violated  their  in- 
structions: Now,  therefore,  for  tho  purpose  of  removing  such  misconception,  and 
to  prevent  any  violation  of  those  instructions,  it  is  hereby  ordered : 

I.  That  no  oflRcer  of  the  government  shall,  under  any  circumstances!  whatever, 
impress  tho  supplies  which  a  party  bus  for  his  own  consumption,  or  that  of  his  fa- 
mily, employees,  or  slaves.  ^ 

II.  That  no  officer  shall  at  any  time,  unless  sju'cially  ordered  so  to  do  by  a  Gene- 
ral commanding,  in  a  case  of  exigency,  impress  supplie8  which  arc  on  their  way  to 
market  for  sale  on  arrival. 

III.  These  orders  were  included  in  the  instructions  originally  issued  in  relation 
to  impressment  by  the  Secretary  of  War;  and  the  oftlcers  exercising  pncli  authority 
are  a^ain  notified,  that  "  any  one  acting  without  or  beyond"  the  authority  given  in 
those  iustructions,  will  be  held  strictly  responsible. 

In  conformity  with  the  foregoing,  to  prevent  an}-  inconsiderate  action 
ou  the  part  of  officers  or  agents  charged  with  the  duty  of  impressmcut, 
they  are  enjoined,  until  further  orders,  which  wiH  not  be  given  unless 
under  im])erative  exigencies  fur  the  supply  of  the  army,  not  to  impres.s 
an}'  nec(  ssaries  of  subsistence  to  man,  owned  by  producers,  in  transitu 
to  market,  or  after  arrival  at  market,  unless  retained  au  umeasouable  time 
6om  sale  to  consumers.

I.  The  quarterly  returns  of  arms,  accoutrements  and  equipments  in 
■  the  hands  of  troops,  required  by  para'n'aph  1348  of  the  Army  Regula- 
tions, have  heretofore  been  funii.'shed  iu  a  very  few  cases  only  by  com- 
manding officers  of  regiment?  and  battalions.     These  returns  are  deemed 
essential,  and  will  hereafter  be  promptly  rendered. 

II.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  Generals  commanding  brigades  to 
see  that  these  returns  are  made  on  the  1st  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October  of  each  year,  and  forwarded,  through  the  regular  channels,  to 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance  at  Richmond,  within  twenty  days  after  these  dates 
respectively. 

III.  Should  any  officer  fail  tojender  the  return  required  on  the  1st  of 
January  next,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  the  Brigadier  General  com- 
manding the  brigade  to  Avhich  the  officer  is  attached,  will  cause  charges 
for  "  disobedience  of  orders,"  or  of  "  neglect  of  duty,"  as  the  case  mar 
require,  to  be  made  and  forwarded,  without  delay,  to  the  General  com- 
manding, for  his  action.  The  same  action  will  be  taken  on  every  subse- 
quent omission  to  render  such  returns. 

IV.  Brigade  and  district  ordnance  officers  will  give  every  assistance  to 
colonels  of  regiments  and  officers  commanding  battalions,  in  tlie  prepara- 
tion of  the  "  returns,"  according  to  the  form  prescribed ;  and  they  will 
also  sec  that  aims  and  accoutrements  lost  by  the  men  arc  duly  chaiged 
against  them  on  the  muster  rolls  of  their  respective  companies.

I.  A  Court  of  Enquiry  having  been  convened  at  Jackson,  Mississippi, 
by  Special  Orders,  No.  41,  from  this  office,  dated  February  18,  1863, 
amended  by  Special  Ordera,  No.  43,  of  February  20,  1863,  to  examine 
and  repoi^the  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  capture  of  the  city 
of  Now  Orleans  by  the  enemy  in  April  1862,  and  the  defence  of  the  city 
by  the  confederate  troops  under  command  of  Major  General  Mansfield 
Lovell,  together  with  their  opinion  thereon :  and  the  Court  having  dis- 
charged the  duty  assigned  them,  their  opinion  is  published  for  the  benefit 
of  all  whom  it  may  concern. 

II.    Opinion  of  the  Court. 

The  Court  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  adduced,  submit 
the  following 

OPINION  : 

1.  As  against  a  land  attack  by  any  force  the  enemy  could  probably 
bring,  the  interior  lino  of  fortifications,  as  adopted  and  completed  by 
Major  General  Lovell,  was  a  sufficient  defence  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  ; 
but  his  ability  to  hold  that  lino  against  such  an  attack  was  greatly  im- 
paired by  the  withdrawal  from  him,  by  superior  authority,  of  nearly  all 
his  effective  troops. 

2.  The  exterior  line,  as  adopted  and  improved  by  him,  was  well  de- 
vised, and  rendered  as  strong  as  the  means  of  his  command  allowed. 

3.  Until  the  iron  clad  gun  boats  Louisiana  and  Mississippi  should  be 
ready  for  service,  it  was  indispensably  necessaiy  to  obstruct  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  Mississippi  river  between  Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip.  The 
raft  completed  under  General  Lovell's  direction  was  adequate  for  the  pur- 
pose while  in  position ;  but  it  was  swept  away,  and  left  the  river  unim- 
pcded,  either  by  reason  of  some  error  in  its  construction,  or  neglect  in 
preventing  the  accumulation  of  drift,  or  because  of  insuperable  mechani- 
cal difficulties,  as  to  which  this  Court  feels  unprepared  to  give  an  opinion. 
General  Lovell  communicated  to  the  government  no  opinion  as  to  the 
insecurity  of  the  raft,  nor  any  apprehension  that  it  might  be  swept  away, 
nor  did  he  immediately  make  known  that  fact  when  it  occurred.  In  this 
it  is  considered  that  he  waa  remiss  in  his  duty. 


2 

4.  When  the  raft  was  swept  away,  Gen.  Lovell  with  great  energy  im- 
mediately endeavored  to  replace  it,  and  partially  succeeded  ;  but  without 
fault  on  his  part,  this  last  obstruction  was  broken  by  the  carelessness  of 
vessels  of  the  "  river  defence  fleet"  colliding  with  it,  and  by  fire  rafts 
drifting  against  it,  and  by  the  failure  of  the  guard  boats  to  protect  it  against 
night  expeditions  of  the  enemy. 

5.  The  non-completion  of  the  iron  clad  gun  boats  Louisiana  and  Mis- 
sissippi made  it  impossible  for  the  navy  to  co-operate  efficiently  with  Gen. 
Lovell. 

6.  The  so-called  river  defence  fleet  was  wholly  useless  as  a  means  of 
resistance  to  the  enemy,  for  which  Gen.  Lovell  was  in  no  wise  responsible. 

7.  Under  the  existing  circumstances,  the  passage  of  the  forts  by  the 
enftmy's  fleet  could  not  have  been  prevented  by  Gen.  Lovell  with  any 
means  under  his  control ;  and  the  forts  being  passed,  the  fall  of  New  Or- 
leans was  inevitable,  and  its  evacuation  a  military  necessity. 

8.  When  the  first  raft  was  broken,  and  the  danger  of  New  Orleans  thus 
became  imminent,  all  necessary  preparation  should  have  been  made  for 
removing  the  public  property  and  private  property  available  for  military 
uses ;  and  when  the  second  obstruction  was  swept  away,  the  removal  of 
such  property  should  have  been  commenced  immediately.  The  failure  to 
take  these  timely  steps  caused  the  losses  of  property  that  occurred ;  but 
there  was  comparatively  but  little  property  lost  for  which  Gen.  Lovell  was 
responsible. 

9.  The  failure  of  Gen.  Lovell  to  give  proper  orders  to  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L. 
Smith  for  the  retirement  of  his  command  from  Chalmette,  is  not  suffi- 
ciently explained,  and  is  therefore  regarded  as  a  serious  error. 

10.  The  proposition  of  Gen.  Lovell  to  return  to  New  Orleans  with  his 
command  was  not  demanded  by  his  duty  as  a  soldier,  involving  as  it  did 
the  useless  sacrifice  of  himself  and  his  troops,  though  it  explains  itself 
upon  the  ground  of  sympathy  for  the  population  and  a  natural  sensitive- 
ness to  their  reproaches. 

1 1.  Gen.  Lovell  displayed  great  energy  and  an  untiring  industry  in  per- 
forming his  duties.  His  conduct  was  marked  by  all  the  coolness  and  self- 
possession  due  to  the  circumstances  and  his  position ;  and  he  evinced  a 
high  capacity  for  command,  and  the  clearest  foresight  in  many  of  his  mea- 
sures for  the  defence  of  New  Orleans. 

The  Court  respectfully  report  that  its  assembly  was  delayed  by  the  fail- 
ure of  its  President  to  receive  his  orders  in  due  time,  and  that  its  session 
was  protracted  by  the  taking  of  testimony  under  the  order  of  the  War 
Department,  as  to  the  conduct  of  naval  officers  on  duty  in  Department 


No.  1.  This  ordfr  was  roscindcJ,  thus  rendering;  useless  and  irrelevant 
much  of  the  labor  of  the  Court.  The  testimony  referred  to,  although  ap- 
pearinff  on  record,  was  not  considered  by  the  Court  in  determining  its 
findings  and  opinion. 

III.   The  Court  uf  Enquiry  in  thu  foregoing  ca.se  is  hereby  dissolved.

Upon  the  rendition 
of  such  accounts,  and  the  repayment  of  any  unexpended  balance  in  hi.s 
hands,  the  officer  will  be  entitled  to  tlie  return  of  his  original  receipts,  and 
the  quartermaster  will  account  for  the  forage  so  obtained,  as  if  the  same 
had  been  purchased  and  issued  by  him. 

II.  When  small  detachments  are  sent  otl',  unaccompanied  by  a  coumii.s- 
sioned  officer,  quartermasters  are  authorized  to  connnute  their  forage  ra- 
tions in  advance,  for  the  time  designated  in  the  order  for  such  detached 
service,  filing  a  certified  copy  of  such  order  in  support  of  the  voucher ;

working  qnalities  and  adaptation  to  army  service,  togother  with  thiiir  in- 
trinsic value,  would  warrant  a  judicious  purchaser  in  considering  them 
as  coming  within  the  contemplation  of  the  commissioners  when  they 
assessed  the  average  value  of  such  horses  as  the  government  needed,  at 
$350.  But  cases  might  arise,  however,  when  the  public  exigencies 
would  be  so  urgent  as  to  demand  that  all  horses  at  hand  should  be  im- 
pressed. Yet  under  ordinary  circumstances,  when  family  or  extra  blooded 
horses,  or  brood  marcs  of  admitted  high  value  are  impressed,  we  respect- 
fully suggest  to  the  Secretary  of  War  to  have  instructions  forwarded  to 
the  impressing  officers  to  propose  and  allow  the  owners  to  suhstitute  in 
their  stead  such  strojig,  sound  and  serviceable  horses  or  mules  as  shall 
ho  considered  and  A'alued  by  competent  and  disinterested  parties  as  first 
class  artillery  horses,  •■r  first  rate  wagon  mules. 

The,  term  "  averag?  \  alue  per  head"  was  used  in  contradistinction  to  a 
fixed  and  uniform  prire  for  each  horse  or  mule.  We  supposed  that  in 
impressing  a  number  t?f  horses  or  mules,  whether  ow^ned  by  several  per- 
sons, or  one  individual,  that  some  might  be  estimated  at  $250,  or  ev^n 
at  less,  and  others  at  different  advanced  rates,  according  to  their  worth, 
up  as  high  as  $4.50,  or  above  that  amount — ^tlius  making  axx  average 
value  or  price  for  a  number  of  good,  sound  and  efficient  horses,  $  350 
each,  and  mules  $  ".300  each. 

In  illustration  of  our  views,  we  will  add,  that  a  hor.se  with  only  one 
eye  sound,  might,  in  all  other  respects,  be  classed  as  a  first  rate  artillery 
horse,  yet  the  loss  of  one  eye  would  justly  and  considerably  curtail  his 
value.  So  a  horse  from  10  to  18  years  of  age  might  be  deemed  in  all 
other  particulars  as  a  first  class  artillery  horse,  but  of  course,  however 
efficient  or  able  to  render  good  service  for  a  year  or  so,  yet  his  advanced 
age  would  justly  and  materially  impair  his  value.  Any  horse,  however 
ho  may  approximate  the  standard  of  a  first  class  artillery  horse,  must, 
according  to  deficiencies,  fall  below  the  maximum  price;  and  as  few 
comparatively  exactly  come  up  to  the  standard,  and  therefore  are  entitled 
to  the  maximum  price,  so  of  course  in  all  other  instances  the  price  should 
be  proportionately  reduced,  as  imperfections  place  them  below  the  standard 
sii  first  class,  &c.

The  following ^rderJs_^iiblisU6d-«S-air  amendment  of  the  Regulatious 
iu  respect  to  Iinjivos.snieiits,  a.s  a  sub.<titutp  for  paragraph  II,  section  5, 
General  Orders,  No.  ?t7,  current  series.  All  officers  and  agents  who  hare 
been  or  shall  he  r-^'powered  to  mahc  iinj)ri'ssrrrtits,  .'<hall  C(>r'foiin  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Order,  in  respect  to  impressments  hereafter  to  be  made, 
and  also  in  cases  where  the  property  may  Lave  been  heretofore  taken,  and 
the  price  has  not  been  fully  adjusted : 

In  the  event  of  the  refusal  by  the  ow-ner,  his  bailee,  »r  other  agent,  of 
(he  price  offered,  the  impressing  officer  shall  proceed  to  settle  the  compen- 
sation to  be  paid,  according  to  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  March  26th, 
18G3,  if  the  property  impres.sed  belongs  to  an  owner  who  has  grown,  raised 
or  produced  the  same,  tir  who  holds  or  has  purchased  the  same  for  his  own 
use  or  consumption.  lint  if  the  piopertj-  impressed  has  not  been  grown, 
raised  or  produced  by  the  owner,  nor  been  purchased  for  his  own  use  or 
consumption,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  impressing  officer  to  offer  the 
price  fixed  by  the  commissioners,  who  may  be  appointed  under  the  5th 
section  of  the  act  of  congress  of  the  2Gth  March  J 863,  to  regulate  im- 
pressments; and  if  the  owner  shall  object  to  receive  the  said  price,  as  not 
being  a  just  compensation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  impressing  officer 
to  cause  the  value  to  be  ascertained  by  the  appointment  of  a  board  simi- 
•ar  to  that  designated  iu  the  iirst  section  of  the  act  aforesaid ;  that  is,  by 
the  judgment  of  two  loyal  and  disinterested  citizens  of  the  county  or  pa- 
■  rish  in  which  such  impressments  may  be  made — one  to  be  selected  by  the 
owner,  and  one  by  the  impressing  officer — and  in  the  event  of  their  dis- 
agreement, these  two  shall  choose  an  umpire  of  like  qualification.  The 
persons  thus  selected  shall  proceed  to  assess  just  compensation  for  the 
property  so  impressed,  whether  the  absolute  ownership  or  the  temporary 
u.se  thereof  only  is  required :  provided,  however,  if  the  impressing  officer 
in  anv  of  the  cases  mentioned  shall  believe  that  the  apprai-scmcnt  is  fair 
or  just,  he  shall  endorse  upon  it  his  approval ;  and  the  property  in  the 
object  impressed  shall  thereupon  be  vested  in  the  Confederate  States;  but 
if  he  does  not  approve  the  appraisement  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  endorse 
upon  the  appraisement  his  objection  thereto,  and  deliver  the  same,  with  a

receipt  for  the  property  impressed,  to  the  owner,  his  bailee,  ageut  or  at- 
torney, and  as  soon  as  practicable,  forward  a  copy  of  the  rece*])t  and  ap- 
praisement, and  his  endorsement  thereon,  to  the  board  of  appraisers,  ap- 
pointed by  the  president  and  governor  of  the  state,  who  shall  revise  the 
same,  and  make  a  final  valuation,  so  as  to  give  just  compensation  for  the 
property  taken ;  which  valuation  shall  be  paid  by  the  proper  department 
for  the  use  of  which  the  property  was  taken,  on  the  certificate  of  the  ap- 
praisers as  provided  in  the  acts  of  congress  on  the  subject.
